This circumstance came into my mind (as I took 
up my pen to write the Author's Preface) and I con- 
sideredi that actions were in the rear with Gob, and 
the motives which IcskI to them are "in the light of His 
countenance," where our secret sins are judged.

is written as with a sun beam in the sacred pages of 
inspired prophecy ; and those that reject its literal 
seal, are in the same deplorable case, as the last ar- 
mies against Zion, ^* they know not the* thoughts of 
the LoED, neither understand they His counsel." 

It is " my chief joy" to look beyond the valley of 
Meggiddo, into the land of Gerizim, and behold by 
faith the triumph of Redeeming Love^ when j£sirs 
feeds His flock like a Shepherd, gathereth the lambs 
with His Arm and Carrieth them in His bosom.

David's throne, will be found guilty 
before God. The excuses now made for neglecting— 
or for opposing this ' foundation ^' The chief corner

His Glory, \xpoTk tte throne of His GUory, in the times 
of restitution, (which i^n to a New Age of ages, 
will not be offered bdfojie the Great King.) 

^*I do not consider it necessary to preach the doc- 
trine." 

What an excuse ? Paul never made it. 

" I do not believe the Jews will ever be restored/ 

It will soon be jwroved. The present generation

other God. I believe in no other Saviour. I con- 
fess to no other Name, than to " Christ the King of 
Israel— ^The very centre oi my inmost soul bears the 
transcript of Paul's testimony to the Galatians — ** If 
an angel from heaven preach any other gospel, let 
him be accursed." * 

Go, my lonely book-^go where the Lord please 
to send thee*— go to the isles, and go to the moun- 
tains — thy simple repetitions may disgust the world- 
ly wise — thy features are rude, and thy voice is like 
the cry of infancy ; but go where permitted- I have 
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but one request to make of the reader — and it is this : 
please to pay attention to that sure axiom of the 
great Apostle to the Gentiles, 

" If the root be holy 
So are the branches :" 
^nd remember the comnnand '^ Boast not against the 
branches : see also 28th and 29lh Verses. 

Now Christ is their Root, and not the Gentile's. 
If He is ihe essence of Original holiness ; and as 
they are beloved for their father's sakes, they inherit 
the Oath bound Covenants of promise, and the or- 
dinances of the heavens may depart sooner than God 
will alter His Word.

TESTIMONY 

FOR THE TIMES 



At the present time, there ieeme to be every eort 
of difficulty and discouragement in the way of ^ sftiaU 
tenthdeal of Christian Literalists, that one so weak as 
myself can suppose might be brought forth by Ih^ 
Cogitations of mortal man. 

It is somewhat straoge that the heresies of the 
third and fourth centuries of the Christian era should 
be revived in die nineteenth, amtmg professed be- 
lievers in the doctrine of a personal reign of our 
blessed Saviour, Jesus Christ the LorDi when sttch 
remarkable signs are visible to our literal senses, that 
admonish us of literaKty in all the prophecies recorded 
in the word of God. 

How is it that persons who are esteemed pjous, 
and in regard to the fundamental doctrines of the 
cross, are said to be orthodox in their belief of the 
gospel of Christ, can venture to take the literality of 
prophecies whicli declare our Lord's glory upon earth 
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persooali in the front of their testimony, and then 
shake it to pieces, saying, by way of eminence in 
purest Uuth, that " The Old Testament ought al- 
ways to be interpreted in holy conformity to the 
New," making this proposition its own witness, in- 
dependent of any demonstration, even the positive 
assurances of Christ Jesus our Lord? 

*^ Think not that I am come to destroy the ]aw or 
the prophets; I am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfil." 

•* The Scripture cannot be broken." 

When our Lord said to the Jews in the temple, 
" Search the Scriptures ; for in them ye think ye 
have eternal life, and they are they which testify of 
me," did he intend any retraction of the above quoted 
assertions that issued-from His sacred lips ? Impos* 
sible ! " He cannot deny himself." 

Did He not point to the 18th chapter of Deut., and 
announce Himself the foretold prophet who should 
speak according to the will of God ? 

Was not the law and the prophets the basis and 
the superstructure of our Saviour's doctrine, from 
first to laist, of His personal service for the truth of 
God, in the presence of the circumcision, either be- 
fore His passion, or after His resurrection from the 
dead ? 

Where is the record made by Matthew, Mark, 
Luke, or John, that represents the contrary ? 

To my humble view of the Holy Scriptures, the 
New Testament exhibits perfect conformity to the 
Old ; and if I meet with difficulty in comprehending 
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disputed passages of Scripture, I think it is my pri- 
vilege to pray to my heavenly Father to remove the 
hindrance, and I know what this is, even darkness, 
Ignorance, and folly in me. Let these fetters of the 
old man be taken off and away from my soul by the 
spirit of truth, their supplanlers (by the new man,) 
light, knowledge, and wisdom, manifest to faith her 
joy in Christ, that literahty is His own divine seal 
upon the things which were written aforetime, and to 
literality I must yield in simplicity as a little child. 
Therefore, I dare not take my flight, in this dreary 
winter, from the post of expectation that He who was 
born in Bethlehem, and suffered upon the cross, is 
coming soon, in the clouds of heaven, to be acknow- 
ledged by the same people that rejected him, on the 
very spot" where *^they took up stones to cast at 
Him," and said, ** Now we know that thou hast a 
devil." 

"Where is He that is born King of the Jews ?' en- 
quired the wise men from the East. 

The chief priests and scribes of the people answered 
this question by literal words of holy prophecy of old 
time. 

The wise men set out for that sacred birth city, and 
lo! the star of Israel's mom (which they saw in the 
East,) went before them, from Bethlehem gate at 
Jerusalem, to the very spot where lay in a manger, 
the infant Prince of Peace. 

'* Shall I crucify your king?" cried Pilate to the 
Jews. 

'^ We have no king but Caesar," is the answer. 
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The Roman governor wrote, " Jesus of Nazareth, 
King of the Jews," and put it on the cross. 

** Write not that he is, but that he said he is," &c., 
opposed the Jews. 

" What I have written, I have written," answered 
Pilate. Paul's words, that ^* He is not a Jew that 
is one outwardly," do not, they cannot mean what 
anti-Literalists say concerning the transfer of God's 
everlasting covenant with the children of Israel, who 
were brought up out of Egypt, (with Moses, Aaron, 
and Miriam for their leaders,) to Christian believers, 
who are led by the Holy Spirit in the ways of gospel 
truth. On the contrary, Paul held fast the ancient 
promise, that his brethren according to the fle<fh 
should be converted, and become Jews inwardly, 
when their Deliverer cometh to Zion in his glory* 

Is it orthodox to denominate a covetous, proud, 
haughty, prayerless person a Christian, on account of 
his birth in England ? We know that the Constitu- 
tion of the British government acknowledges the true 
God, Father, Son, and Holy Ghost — one Supreme, 
Infinite, Imoiotable, Everlasting, and Holy God.-^~ 
Therefore, for one, I say. Christian is rightly the 
nominal mark upon England ; but to ascribe the 
honor of that sacred title to her sons and daughters 
individually, is a departure from the truth. National 
character is one thing, and individual character ano- 
ther. They stand separate before God, and will for- 
ever, as we discover by the fact that in the gates of 
the New Jerusalem, John saw written the names of 
the twelve tribes of the children of Israel. 
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Is it just to denominate the United States of Ame- 
rica a Mahommedan nation, because the Constitution 
of the government allows a Turk to make oath to gne 
God, and Mahomet. 

Is it proper to say of a convert to Christianity in 
Paris, This man is not now a Frenchman ? Or of 
one in India, he is now become an Englishman ? 

If a man should say, I am a noininal Christian by 
birth, education, and choice, does the declaration 
oblige us to concede to him the hope of eternal life ? 
We dare not venture beyond or remain behind his 
confession ; and we say to such. You are to be judged 
accordingly. In the Christian ranks you will appear 
hereafter ; and if you then are destitute of a white 
robe, you must be cast away, and be miserable. — 
Tirat man will not suffer as a Pagan in eternity, nor 
the Pagan like him. " Every man in his own order*" 
The Apostle to the Gentiles did not intimate to 
them that he renounced the ancient faith on receiving 
the cross of Christ into his heart ; but on the reverse, 
he maintained the doctrine of Israel's original election 
to be God's people above all other people under the 
sun, whom God foreknew as " the righteous nation 
that keepeih the truth," in the ages to come, when 
He shall have made them willing to receive the truth 
as it is in Jesus. 

While Paul and Peter were defending Christianity, 
the first principle laid down upon the rejected stone 
was, that Jesus is made of God, both Jehovah and 
Messiah ; but these two chosen vessels had each a 

particular vocation, and the talents committed to their 
1* 
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respective trust were occupied upon according to 
their quality and degree, yet all the interest was re- 
served for one and the same proprietor of good, and 
the principal kept for Him at his return to arrange all 
His affairs, according to the will of God. Peter was 
sensible that his beloved brother Paul had written ac- 
cording to the truth of the gospel which was preached 
to Abraham, that in him all the families of the earth 
should be blessed ; but on the particular subject of 
" the coming of the day of God," Peter foresaw that 
Paul might be misunderstood, and Peter gave a suita- 
ble admonition to believers in the restoration, that 
they might not be led away with the error of the 
wicked, and fall from their own steadfastness. 

There are " some things" in Paul's epistle to the 
Galatians, which are indeed hard to be understood, if 
taken alone, as they appear to be ; but viewed in 
connection, as members of a body, the Apostle's 
otherwise mystical allusions become plain facts. For 
instance, his reference to the two covenants : the law 
and the Gospel. In the fourth chapter, the Apostle 
represents to us, that God sent his Son into the world 
to redeem, them who were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of sons. The ones that 
Christ came to redeem, are ** the natural branches of 
the good olive tree." Christ is that Tree. He is 
** the Redeemer of Israel." He is the light of the 
Gentiles — the only Saviour of the world. Paul as- 
serts that Christ came to redeem the Jews ; and that 
this manifestation opens a door of entrance into the 
house of God, for the Gentiles. Paul says, *' as 
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many as have been baptized into Christ, have put on 
Christ." I think, to " put on Christ," is the sanoe 
work in Jew as Greek. " In Adam all die — in 
Christ, shall all be made alive," — I put off Adam^ 
that I may put on Christ, and this makes me happy 
in God, who, looking upon me thus arrayed, speaks 
thus : — " Thou art all fair— there is no spot in thee." 
I put off Christ, and put on Adam — directly I run 
away to hide from God ; but He spies me, and in a 
terrible voice, asks, " Who told thee thou wast na- 
ked ?" If I have on Christ, I belong to Him — He 
is my Master ; and I His free servant — to me He 
gives power to become a son of God, because I be- 
lieve on His name ; and when asked who I am, my 
reply is, I am a son of God, through^ by, in, and of 
Christ, whose servant God knows me to be. I say, 
my Master is the true, legal, and eternal Son, and 
heir of God ; I am adopted through Him ; I have no 
title ta heirship, but in Him. What is the substance 
of heirship in Christ? 

Eternal Life. Is it not enough ? 

The Apostle speaks of Jerusalem and her childrcB, 
as being in the case that poor Hagar was ; and then 
asserts that Christians are (as Isaac was) the children 
—of Sarah ? — ^No — the children of promise, j^ccount- 
ed for a seed to serve Christ until He returns to de- 
liver Jerusalem from bondage, and exhibits " her 
walls Salvation, and her gates Praise." 

The Apostle speaks of Jerusalem which is above. 
May I be permitted to introduce old time prophecy, 
concerning this free Jerusalem ? 
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** The word that Isaiah, the son of Amoz, saw con- 
cerning Judah and Jerusalem. 
'^ And it shall come to pass in the last days, 
That the mountain of the Lord's house shall be es- 
tablished^ 
In the top of the mountains ; 
And shall be exalted above the hills ; 
And all nations shall flow unto it.'' 

I beg you will study also the 3d and 4lh verses, 
and compare with the 60th chapter. 

The anti-Literalist asserts that the Scriptures of 
the Old Testament must be interpreted in holy con- 
formity to the New. 

I will try this method, though it is a new one to 
me ; for I have read the Gospels, Epistlesj and 
Apocalypse, under the impression that except they 
conformed to the word of God, which came to the 
fathers, with '* Thus saith the Lord," " Thus saith 
the high and lofty One," "Thus saith the mighty 
God of Jacob," "Thus saith the Lord God of 
Israel," &c. &c. I am confounded by the cross of 
Christ' — for His life was so perfect [His love to 
God and man, so distinct from the love of any other 
being that ever walked upon earth in human form, 
that I can only be satisfied to call it infinite — infinite 
love ! ! !] that I must be convinced that " thus it be- 
hoved him to sufler ! ! !" or else be annihilated vrith 
horror. What course must I take? The lowly 
Lamb «aid to the Jews, "Search the Scriptures,'^ 
" ^r they testify of me." 

Ah ! the Holy One of God issues this word ! It 
is well. I am an old woman — unlearned — and weak.

And they shall be to me a peo- 
ple. 

And they shall not teach every 
man 

His neighbor, and every man 
his brother. 

Saying, know the Lord, 

For all shall know me. 

From the least Jto the greatest ; 

For I will be mercifhl 
To their unrighteousness — 
And their sins, and their ini- 
quities will I remember no 
more."— Heb. 8 : 10—12. 



This is a glorious covenant. It is a covenant of 
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lifb-retern^ life. It i^ God's coyenant, and its ma- 
terial for a cabinet to secure^ its safety is the mind ; 
and the heart (seat of affection) is the palm leaf on 
which it must be inscribed. The scribe is the Holy 
Ghost — the maker, Jesus Christ, the Rock of Israel. 

It is wicked to alter the prophecies. " Render to 
Caesar, the things that are Caesar's" — ^and do no more 
for him. God's covenant with Abraham was nation- 
al ; and our Saviour was a Jew. Jesus Christ would not 
interfere with the Gentile age ; but its end must come ; 
and Caesar's things fade away, — ^blessed be the Lord 
God. I can answer the anti-Literalist on this wis6, 
and stand by the cross while I represent my opposi- 
tion to his pretences. 

*' The foundation of God standeth sure, having this 
seal." 

The Lord knoweth ihem that are His ; " And He 
spake unto Moses out of a flame of fire that l^urned 
in a bush, but consumed not that bush ;" and an)iong 
other wonderful words, the foUowing are upon Sacred 
record, as uttered by God himself. 
'' And God said unto Moses, 
Thus shalt thou say unto the children of Israel, 
The Lord God of your fathers, 
The God of Abraham, the God of Isaac, and the God 

of Jacob, 
Hath sent me unto you : This is my name forever, 
And this is my memorial 
Unto all generations." — Exodus 3:16. 

" The carnal Jews," as Henry Dana Ward calls 
the chosen people in 1843, are not consumed^ With-. 



crtil king or captain, they «tand alone, and are God'fl 
v?itnesses that He created the world in six days, and 
hallowed the seventh. 

What is the meaning of the word carnal ! 

See Dr. Johnson. I object to its appropriation to 
the Jewish nation. I object likewise to any depart- 
ure from the meaning of that name, which was put <m 
Jacob, who was the younger son of Isaac, who was 
the younger son of Abraham. 

That name, Jacob put on Joseph^s sons ; " And 
the days will come, that in Joseph's descendants, all 
Israel shall bless, saying God made thee as Ephraim 
and Manasseh ;" for Jacob was inspired, and by 
faith uttered this prophecy. Not one word shall fail 
of accolnplishment. 

I db not view the Jews at the present day, as a 
holy nation, in their own character, like the elect an- 
gels ; but I look upon them in God's dedication of 
them to Himself, (to ^e His people foreyer,) as 
Christ's dead body ; and I expect that our Lord Je«> 
sus will come, and awaken Iiazarus out of sleep, and 
that the apostles will attend their Master's return to 
Judea, and serve Him in all that he condescends to call 
them to perform. Poor Martha objected to the com- 
mand, **Take ye away the. stone," saying, " Lord, by 
this time he stinketh." ** Jesus sailh unto her, Said 
I not unto thee, that if thou wouldst believe, thou 
shouldst see the glory of God ?" 

" Then took they away the stone from the place 
where the dead was laid." Mortals ! the curse 
will be removed from that land, by command of 
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Cfarist : He said to Israel by Mosea, ** the land k 
mine ;" wlieii He comes to judge the wopU, He " wiH 
remember the land*" The Lord will not smite His 
land with a curse, at His gtorious epiphany, and ad^ 
vent to reign, depend upon it. 

It is not a good state to be in,4hat regards ihd 
Jewish nation as slinking in their graves. It is nol 
true of them, God hath dried them up to keep theW 
from stinking. It is the Gentiles that send forth an 
ill savor in their apostacy from the blessed Jesus ; 
and their devotion to the beast ; and persons bora 
Jews, who observe not the Sabbath day, will go after 
the beast, and a great stink will come up- Awful 
time I ! l-^blessed proariise, ** a remnant shall be sar- 
ed," even the New Testament bears the record ! 

It is true that Judah and Israel are now ** scattered 
SIS stubble;" but the^God of heaven will gather them 
by His word> and graft them again into their owa 
olive tree, depend upon it. The priestly girdle that 
may be found in a hole of the rock by Euphrates, i$ 
profitable for rioihint; ; but the girdle about la^maa- 
uel, shall be unto God for a people and a name, — for a 
praise and for a glory, depend upon it. 

The potter wrought a work on the wheels^ and ft 
was marred in the hand of the poHer ; but he was 
not discouraged. He look tin; same clay, and made 
a vessel to please him ; he did not alter the cJay, Imj^ 
he changed his manner of working. How can arijr 
mortal dare to represent a doctrine so fearful, as vto- 
rialion by God, from the essential word lie bath spo*. 

ken with an oath. Can God fail ? Can He cea<seio

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be (Jod ? "I have sworn by myself," " I do it, be- 
cause I please ;" and " nay covenant will I not break, 
nor alter the thing that is gone out of my lips." It 
would certainly be a very great change, if Christ is 
seated upon David's throne, to reign over the descen- 
dants of Cornelius, in the absence of the literal de- 
scendants of Jacob and Joseph, as a nation before 
God! 

I have studied to find out what is the ground-work 
of anti-Literal doctrines : and the words "not holding 
the head, from which all the body, by joints and hands 
having nourishment ministered, and knit together, in- 
creaseth with the increase of God," (Colossians2 : 19,) 
were presented to ray mind for a conductor, and it 
led me back to that great scene in perfect Eden, the 
Lord God drawing out one stem from the side of his 
sleeping son, and after closing up the side. He builded 
a beautiful life, and brought her to the man. Fairest 
of all God's works — composed of a living soul, by the 
hand of the Lord God ! thine eyes^^must have beamed 
with heaven, and bespoke thee the temple of God ! 
Purity, like snow* white robed angels, is not a simile 
equal to thy vocation — a help-meet for the man ! Ah ! 
Eden was God's garden — it must not be defiled with 
impunity. Alas ! it was defiled. The temptation 
was pride, but the result shame ; and Cain was a 
murderer ! Mark this, Cain was not born where hi^ 
beguiled mother was made. Eve was beguiled from 
the simplicity of Christ, and therefore Christ came 
not into that world. It was Cain's age, by whom the 
serpent increased his triumph ! The destruction of 
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that world swept away all Cain's race; but Sataii 
has continued Cain*s sin, even to this day. In the 
fulness of tinne, the true seed came. Note the sweet, 
the holy simplicity and submission of a lowly maid, 
over whose innocent head scarce fourteen Passover 
seasons had gone by, *^ Behold the handmaid of the 
Lord." 

Jesus is bom. He is the second Adam. Strict 
adherence to this humanity in purity, is the faith of 
Jesus, and the joy of holy angels. We are only jus- 
tified according to our belief of the doctrine, that this 
Adam is the seed of the woman that shall bruise the 
serpent's head. 

^ And now we must lake another view of Jesus ; 
and "Behold, the heavens were opened, and the 
Holy Ghost descended, in bodily shape like a dove, 
upon him, and a voice came from heaven, saying, 
This is my beloved son, in vdiom I am well pleased^'* 
Faith is now assured that the humble Virgin has re- 
deemed the pledge of immortality, and that woman 
was not made in vain. Angels are glad for her, that 
she is pronounced blessed. 

Thus, fitted out for the great restoratign, our faith 
claps her wings and exclaims, '^ I have gotten the 
man — the Lord. He is the head of all things ;" and 
faith never takes her eye off from Hina for one instant, 
from Eden in mourning unto Eden rejoicing. Eden 
in sackcloth mourns for Him, but Eden in white linen 
is exceeding glad because of her fruits to His eternal 
praise, even peace on earth, and good will to man. 

Types and shadows set forth Jesus as the bead oC 
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iao 4A(men people of Ood, representii^g two distinct 
Miivres, bttt 000 person manifested, and that person 
fimt shown to them as h^man ; but attested by divine 
COttmnoicfttions that he was much i&ore than that 
^Ten in his lowliness. Yea, He was made so much 
belter than the angels, that He could, by once oSering 
himself up to God, make atonement for the sin of the 
worid. This we must believe, and we are required 
fo search the Scriptures, which were given by 
inspiration of God pievious to the first advent of Is- 
lael's Holy One, in the form of a man, with the nature 
of God. Malachi proposes the question, concerning 
the first man in two persons, "Wherefore one?" 
and refers to creation's head, that He atone indepen- 
dently possessed life. Malachi's reply is, **^ That he 
might seek a godly seed." Such a treasure is our 
blessed Saviour, personified as the wisdom of God 
and the power of God. He came from above, and is 
aboye all. Upon earth He walked as an humble^ 
wayfaring man ; upon the water He walked as a 
man. How is this? The Red Sea was parted to 
make a land path for Israel, and Jordan too, also, for 
Elijah and Elisha ; but the meek, the lowly Son of 
Mary had a way for His feet upon the fluid that is 
made in very ijmall, disconnected particles, having 
fiorty limes as much space as matter, not prepared in 
itself to bear the weight of even a new-bom infant's 
hand; and yet Jesus Christ walked upon it. In 
reading the account of this great wonder, our minds 
are set upon inquiry concerning the power manifested 
in tlie astonishing act, whether it came by Tirtue of 
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tfae separateness from sin in Jesus, as the Lamb 
without spot, as in fellowship with all the woriw 
of the creation of God, or by His original divinity 
that was veiled by taking a part of flesh and blood, 
and was pleased to go with it upon the water as upon 
the land, for a testimony that in Him was the king- 
dom of God. 

The answer of truth to such queries is represented 
in our Lord's address to His terrified disciples, (who 
thought it was a ghost they saw,) *^ It is I ; be not 
afraid." Here I shall introduce Qld Testament 
Scripture, as interpreted literally, for a token of the 
identity of Jesus' personal presence with His original 
flock in the glory of the latter days ; and beg to say 
that it is my opinion the miracle was elicited for a 
pattern of greater works, that nien shall marvel. Now 
look at the 4dd of Isaiah. 

" But now thus saith the Lord that created thee, 
O Jacob, and He that formed thee, O Israel. Fear 
not, for I have redeemed thee : I have called thee by 
thy name : thou art mine. When thou passest through 
the waters I will be with thee, and through the rivers^ 
they shall not overflow the^.'* 

**ItJs I, or, I AM; be not afraid," it seems, 

quitted at once the fears of Peter, for he proposed an 

erpariment that would decide, as he supposed, the 

case — r" If it be thou," dec, " and Jesus said, Come." 

How soon Peter's fleshly fears were renewed, and he 

then soleofvnly said, " Lord, save me." 

It twM not be the innocent Lamb that rescued thp 
2* 



dtowtiing apoBde. It was the tvord of Jehotah ; and 
the word Was made flesh, that without flesh put forth 
the form of a hand^ and took the prophet Ezekiel by 
a lock of his hair, and lifted him up by the Spirit be- 
tween heaven and earth, and brought him in visions 
of God from Chaldea to Jerusalem ; and behold the 
Glory of the God of Israel was there, and the glory 
tvas the likeness of a man upon a throne, that had the 
iippearance of a sapphire ston6. 

The hand that caught Peter was the hand of the , 
glory of the God of Israel. It was Jesus of Nazareth 
that stretched it forth, and as a master He reproved 
the unbelief of His terrified suppliant, who feared 
the winds and waves with Jesus in sight, 

I am led to the conclusion that the essential princi- 
ple of truth, or original cause productive of all good 
to man, elicited by the decree, " He shall bruise thy 
head," is not understood as it should be ; and the 
reason why it is not understood right is, that instead 
of this holy fire, there is in high professing religionists 
the ct)nsuming heat of self ; and this flame will cer- 
tainly go out before long, for the fuel is insufiicient, 
and the servants are tired. It appears to me that just 
one puff of the beast would extinguish all the great 
fite, and leave poor mortals destitute of one coal to 
Winn at. Very awful indeed must be the siteftition 
at persons who reject the truth during the time of 
Aeilr probation, while the Holy Spirit is ready to glo- 
rify Jesus by taking of Him to show unto them, that 
they maybe enabled to look through the ckmds and 
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darkness thrown arotxnd the mercy seat, and behold 
Jesus Christ, the same yesterday, to-day, and for- 
ever, Israel's Holy One, and Morning Star of Glory. 

There is one thing that must be pressed home upon 
each of our minds with constant vigilance, and resist- 
ance to every possible plea to the contrary. It is this : 
our blessed Lord foretold a time of affliction, such as 
never was seen from the beginning of the Creation of 
God to that time, and should never be again ; and He 
declared, that IMMEDIATELY after the tribulation 
of those days, 

*' The sun shall be darkened. 
And the moon shall not give her light ; 
The stars shall fall from heaven. 
And the powers of the heavens shall be shaken. 
And then shall appear the sigii of the Son of Man in 

heaven^ 
And then shall all the tribes of the earth mourn ; 
And they shall see the Son of Man 
Coming in the clouds of heaven, « 

With power and great glory.'* 

It is plain enough that our blessed Saviour mtended 
to justify a literal fulfiknent of ancient prophecy, 
particularly tlie visions Uiat exhibited Him ''set 
for (he fall and rising of a^any in Israel.'* Three 
things in His precious life are dearly cherished in the 
recollections of every Christian Fhilo^ Judean. 

1. He wept ofet Jerusalem. 

2. He prayed on the cross, ''Father, forgive tbem." 

3. After ilis resarrectioa, He appeared to His dif» 
ciples only. 
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In the first I see a token of divine pity for the house 
of David, that speaks as follows : Oh, Jerusalem ! 
when thine enemies (the Romans,) besiege thee, I 
cannot help thee, nor will I be there ; and my ab- 
sence is Satan's advantage over my city. My soul 
is grieved for the miseries and sins of the children of 
Israel. 

2. His dying prayer signifies to the whole world 
that He will never lift up His hands against the 
Jews, and that they are not to be called His enemies 
when He comes to take the kingdom ; for it is written 
that in that day they shall say unto Him, What are 
these wounds in thy hands ? Then He shall answer, 
Those with which I was wounded in the house of my 
friend^s. Oh, that Christians wouU remember the 
lineage of the Son of Man — of the tribe of Judah — of 
the house of David, and the true heir to David's 
throne. David's throne is not in heaven. This out- 
ward relation is too solemn and sacred to be trified 
away by (foor mortals 'who know not the mystery of 
Christ in the Father's bosotn. 

The third precious recollectioa. is a more special 
token that the bodily presence of Jesus Christ is ex« 
pressly devoted to the children of Israel in the resur- 
rection of life. " I will set my tabernacle among you, 
and my soul shall not abhor you* And I willwalk 
among you.** You — ^you — ^you. Who arc the per- 
sons addressed ? The children of Israel. O ! shame, 
shame on the enemies to literality. Shame on those 
who despise the Lord's land, and call it '* miserable 
Palestine !" 
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We know that it " lieth desolate without them." 
It is so by soTereign decree of the Almighty God of 
Tsrael. As long as it remains in the hand of the 
Gentilcsy and its covenant children " are scattered 
among the heathen," the land shall be desolate, and 
the citieswaste. Weknowthatthe judgment upon the 
land is a testimony of el elohe Tsrael , that He will nev* 
er make it fruitful for any other people or nation than 
Israel. The condition of the holy country of Judea, 
is like the poor Jews in Jerusalem. The land waits 
till Zion's deliverer shall appear on her mountain tops^ 
and call for the corn and wine, as in days of old, and 
command " showers of blessing." 

I can truly say that my pain, and sorrow-dimmed 
eyes, have beheld the spectacle with awe of the God 
of Israel. In 1837 especially, as I journeyed from ^ 
Jaffa up to Jerusalem, I seemed to realize those '' 
words, ^'the land shall enjoy her Sabbaths as long as it 
lieth desolate." Sometimes I could hear nothing 
but the sound of the feet of the beasts, that were em-^ 
ployed to carry me over the holy soil. 

In the same chapter that declares this rest of the 
land, while she lieth desiolate in the absence of her 
children, I read the divine declaration that God will 
not break His covenant with the children of Israel, 
even though " they have despised His judgments, and 
their soul abhorred His statutes." Their offences 
are summed up in these words, " If ye walk contra- 
ry unto me, and will not hearken unto me." Alas ! 
we know they have offended against their holy One : 



^/ 
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and He has walked contrary unto them, and He has 
punished them severely for their sins. From the 14th 
to the 40lh verse, we read the divine threatening 
against them. In the 40lh Jjitid 43d verses, we dis- 
cover a possibility of better days. In the 44th and 
45lh verses, we see a positive decree of mercy for 
them. , The Lord their God, declares that "for their 
sakes, He willremember the covenant of their ances- 
tors," and the chapter concludes thus : — 
" These are the statutes and judgments and laws, 
^* Which the Lord made between him and the chil- 
dren of Israel, in Mount Sinai, by the hand of 
Moses." 
Our blessed Lord wept for them — He prayed for 
them— He died for them — He rose and appeared unto 
about five hundred of ihem. He went up into hea- 
ven, a risen Jew, to represent them in the presence 
of God ; and this direct testimony is borne of Jesus, 
by Peter and the other apostles, in the temple at Jeru- 
salem, after they were released from prison by the 
angel of the Lord, who opened the prison doors, and 
brought them f6rth, and said. Go, stand, and speak in 
the temple to the people, all the words of this life. 

Mark the testimony — every word — seventy-three 
in all. 

" We ought to obey God rather than men." 
" The God of our fathers raised up Jesus, 
Whom ye slew, and hanged on a tree : 
Him hath God exalted with His right hand, 
To be a prince and a Saviour^ 
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For to give repentance to Israel, 

And forgiveness of sins. 

And we are His witnesses of these things. 

And so is also the Holy Ghost, 

Whom God hath given to them that obey Him." 

The unbelief of the Jews cannot aflfect the exalta- 
tion of Jesus Christ. This you will grant. How 
then can it change God's purpose in it ? The calling 
of the Gentiles has nothing at all to do with it. The 
apostle Paul desired the Gentile converts, that they 
would not be ignorant of this mystery, that blindness 
in part has happened to Israel, until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in* The Apostle says to the 
Gentile converts, " As concerning the Gospel, they 
are enemies for your sakes ; but as touching the 
election, they are beloved for the Father's sake." 
For the gifts and calling of God are without repen- 
tance. The Apostle no where intimates that Gentiles 
can ever be inheritors of the ancient covenants of 
promise. He just allowed the truth, that Jesus was 
the mercy of the Gentiles in their times, and no more. 
The Apostle thus magnified his office, viz. the Apos- 
tle of the Goim (the heathen) and he preached salva- 
tion unto them on the basis, "Repentance toward 
God, and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ." We 
are called to believe that Christ is the glory of Israel 
as they are named from Jacob, not from Ishmael and 
Esau, much less from th& descendants of Ham and 
Japheth. No metamorphose act will the God of Is- 
rael, or the God of the Gentiles, represent in the day 
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of Christ, at -whose Toice the dead shall rise. Paul 
will have his own body : Cornelius will have his* 
Christ will judge the quick at His appearing and His 
kingdom, and will judge the dead after His millennial 
year is finished ; but His saints, who have been be* 
headed for the word of God, and for the testimony of 
Jesus, are raised to reign with Him. They are chil* 
dren of the resurrection. They are compared to 
stars, and d^Ser in their glory. The Apostle says, 
" there are celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial." 
I believe that the bodies of the raised saints are like 
Christ, flesh and bones, but no blood ; and they par- 
ticipate with Zion's king, in the joy of His peaceful 
dominion over the house of Jacob, during the millen- 
nial year. I believe the bodies of the Jews and Is* 
rael are to be very mudi improved in their condition 
during the millennium, and they will be dutiful 
subjects of their gracious king. They will " go from 
strength to strength, every one of them in Zion ap* 
peareth before God." 

I view this 1000 years as a completion of the 
Adamic life. The garden of Eden will be dressed in 
full terrestrial bloom, and appear as a young heaven in 
very good terrestrial order, ** danced round by other 
heavens, light above light." I think itis Jerusalem ; and 
thatin the days of her beloved, she will be prepared as a 
bride, and when her glory is perfect, she is married 
to her carpenter, and is exalted to His own celestial 
state. If you cannot unite witli me in this view, please 
to pray for me, that the Father of mercies, wilheachme 
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better, for the sake of Jesus Christ the Saviour of tha 
world. At present I feel all wUlingness to die for tha 
testimony, rathier than to deny that Christ eruci* 
fied rose glorified, and in His resurrection is the king 
of the Jews. 

But you will ask if I deny to them '* that sleep in 
Jesus, whom God will bring with Him,'' and those that 
are alive at His coming, that shall be caught up to^ 
gether with the raised, dec, the title of bride of 
the Lamb ? I answer no. I believe the Church is 
One Body. She is the body of Christ — His mystical 
body. " The body hath many members, and all have 
not the same office ; yet all are necessary in their 
place." I believe that Ephraim (the ten tribes) is the 
strength of the head, Judah the breast and arms. 

I believe that God hath set the members as it 
pleased Him ; and firmly believe that there is a di8« 
linction forever, as Christ is the Lamb forever* I 
reflect upon the elders, 2i. — ^the sealed ones of all tht 
tribes of Israel, 144,000 — the innumerable company 
that no man could number, of all nations, and kindreds, 
and people, and tongues — the overcomers in the 
churches of Ephesus, Smyrna, Pergamus, Thyatira, 
Sardis, Philadelphia, Laodicea. I. Desirable. 2* 
Myrrh. 3. Height. 4. Perfume. 5. Just people. 
6. Love of the brother ; and Sardis is Prince of Joy. 
(See But. Con.) I reflect upon " the saved of the 
nations that walk in the light of the heavenly Jerusa- 
lem," which is the bricfe, the Lamb's wife ; and 
'' upon the servants and handmaids." AD, from first 
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(o last, from the greatest to the least, are saved by 
one Name — Jesus. Perhaps such a poor pilgrim as 
I, may be found among the handmaids. 
. After the millennium is finished, there is a time of 
temptation, by the loosing of Satan, &c. I do not be. 
Ueve that it can afiect the twelve tribes of the children 
of Israel, the camp of the saints, the beloved city, 
ftheltered by a wall of fire, and preserved by the glory 
in the midst ; and lifted up above the enemies that 
encompass her round about. 

. With the sentiment that the new heavens and new 
earth are created instantly, at the glorious epiphany, 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, I cannot unite, because in 
them *' there shall be no more sea." Now, there is 
plain testimony of the literal reign of tlie Messiah 
from sea to sea, after the setting up and establishment 
of His righteous kingdom, when every warlike instru- 
ment is destroyed, except the sword and spear ; the 
first reserved for ploughshares, the other for pruning 
hooks. The Lord said to Ezekiel, that his people 
Israel, should set on fire and burn the weapons of 
Gog's army seven years ; and in those years they shall 
take no wood out of the field, neither cut down any 
out of the forests ; for they shall spoil those that spoil- 
ed them, and rob those thai robbed them, saith the 
Lord God." I conclude by this, that even the spears 
of the enemies are cursed in that day, and the spears 
of the people of God are reserved, but not for war. 

That the present world will suffer most dreadfully 
by fire, at the glorious epiphany of Jesus Christ the 
Lord, is directly foretold in holy prophecy old and 
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new ; but the ^* passing away of the heavens with ii 
great noise," &c., I believe takes place after the mil- 
lennium, and then the world is burned up, and the 
dead, small and great, are summoned to Judgment ; 
and all of theni, whose names are not written in the 
book of life, shall be destroyed : and death and hell 
too. I firmly believe that Jerusalem (in the restora- 
tion very large) is reserved, and lifted up. It is a 
mystery, and mysteries must be adored as of God, 
and of Christy comprehend them we cannot. 

It is written, that the feet of our Lord shall stand 
upon the Mount of Olives, in the day when all nations 
are gathered to fight against Jerusalem, but not to ef- 
fect their desired purpose ; for the Lord is opposed 
to them. The parting of the Mount of Olives es^^t 
and west, north and south, occasions! a terrible con- 
vulsion of the earth, and it is written, " they shall 
flee to the valley of the mountains, like as they fled 
from before the earthquake in the days of Uzziah, 
king of Judah." The n^xt sentence is, , 

" And the Lord my God shall come. 
And all the saints with thee." 

" With thee !" who is luidressed ? I suppose the 
person of Israel's Holy One^ the Son of Man. 

It is not difficult to believe that the triumphant re- 
turn of the Lord, to this poor earth, must be attended 
with, greater miracles than have ever been witnessed. 
He comes to Judge — He comes to reign. Jerusalem 
is the first object. In the reign of anti-Christ, she is 
called Sodom and Egypt. What a character to re- 
ceive her king ; yet He endures the wrong, and 
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Upares het in the day of his wrath. All htt tmckaa-' 
ness shall be removed, and all her land shall be cleans- 
ed in one day, while the light shall be neither clear 
nor dark ; but it shall come to pass, that at evening 
time it shall be light. At that time shall living waters 
go out from Jerusalem^ What a miracle is this. ? 
At present she is dependant upon the aqueducts of 
Solomon, and the pools of Hezekiah and Siloam. All 
the land shall be turned as a plain from Geba to Rina-* 
mon south of Jerusalem ; the land shall be lifted up 
and inhabited in Jerusalem. What an immense 
mountain will Jerusalem be ih her glory ! Ezekiel 
saw the " frame of a city on the south." The 
prophet says at the time he was (in vision) brought 
into the land of Israel, and was set upon a very high 
mountain. The Literalist must say, that Gerrizira is 
that high mountain ; but it is incorporated with Jeru- 
salem, and shall be called neither Samaria nor Jeru- 
salem, but will receive a new name, which the mouth 
of the Lord shall name. Such very extraordinary 
changes in the Holy Land, must necessarily affect th6 
whole world. Mountains are tumbling oiet into the 
sea. Valleys rise — rough uneven places are made 
plain. Combustible matter, even at the bottom of 
the deep, may overpower the waters, and dry them 
up. 

" Great and dreadful day of the LoR^i" LA day 
of trouble. 2. A day of vengeance, a. A day of 
glory. All mankind are interested in the great day 
of the Lord. Few appear to realise it, or even to 
believe in it literally. It is hard to trust the literal word 
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•f God. Why ? Because His judgments are far 
abof e, out of our sight. We grovel in the dust — we 
love to do it. . We look down virhen vre should look 
up, .What are our works ? Are they not in danger 
of the great burning ; — if so be there is a little gold, 
or silver, or^a piecious stone among them, these will 
escape ; if not, we suflfer total loss of all our stock, 
and shall be saVed even as by fire. 

Is is not a melancholy fact, that the very state of 
mankind at this time proclaims the judgment a,t hand. 
Are not a great majority of the people, entirely suit> 
ed in their moral character, to join the beast ? When 
was there a time that young men and boys were as 
wicked as they are now ? Perhaps my belief in the 
personal reign of the Man of Sin has occasioned a 
closer watch upon them than upon my own sex. I 
expect the United S^tes will certainly furnish a host 
of warriors for the beast ; and what a majority will be 
young. What recklessness of the laws of God and 
man reign in all our cities, not only among the open- 
ly vicious and profane, but even by those who intend 
to be recognized as ornaments to society. Striplings, 
who scarce know that they have souls, pretiend to 
judge upon religion, and despise a word of admoni- 
tion that would correct tlieir vanity, supposing them- 
selves superior to the age before them< It is not the 
case, however. The nineteenth century is more dear- 
ly marked with vanity, ostentation, and impudence, 
than real sobpety and sound sense. The rising gen- 
eration travel in their minds by steam — hence explo- 
sions frequently occur — some are hung up at the 
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yard-arm of a ship, others perish in the presence of 
their perilous acts, by the hand of a fellow-being — 
and many fair by their own. It is a dreadful time 
now, and nothing appears to be wanting but an able 
general to rally the Christless, prayerless youth of the 
land, to ii^t openly for independence of the God of 
the Bible ! ! ! 

For one poor mortal, t declare, I am too sick of 
the cities, to enjoy even a walk in the open air : and 
sometimes my humble retirement in a hired chamber, 
has been so marred by the unfeeling despisers of my 
pilgrim life, that I bare been ready to take my flight 
in the winter. I have long thought that persons who 
have grieved and afflict^ me, would join the beast. 
I leave it on this page for a testimony, perhaps it con- 
cerns the ensuing forty-two months. '* God know- 
eth." 

Sometimes the perplexity of the times almost over- 
powers the mind, and one is at a loss — recollection 
seems to be ready to vanish ; and what was once 
easy to do, appears like an impassable forest, where 
the rattle of. the serpent, and the howl of the wolf, 
may be followed by a deadly wound. It is not tbe 
season for Christians to expect any comfort of a tem- 
poral nature. Even the society of a dear companion, 
or children, or any relative, is rather a source of dis- 
quiet than pleasure. Friends, and intimate acquain- 
tance do not meet and part, as formerly, with satis- 
fa^ion. Confidence is almost lost ; a^d, indeed^ 
"men's hearts are faffing them for fear, and looking 
aft^tbe things that arecooiing <m theearth," while tbay 
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neglect the only means lb ftof^ii their fears, which ia 
to pray to the God of heaTen, and trust in Him. 

Is not the whole world unhappy ? What is the 
cause ? Is it not quenching the Holy Spirit ? Is not 
a form of religion, without the power, spread over vhe 
present age ? Where is faith ? where is truth and 
love ? Are not the lips scarce that speak the things 
they mean? 

It is as apparent as lamentable, that the govern- 
ments of the present time, are hot for God, therefore 
God cannot be for them ; for He is light, and they 
darkness. I look upon the world as in preparation 
for anti-Christ ; and believe He will shortly appear. 
The Loan will come and call His children by faith in 
His gospel, out of their tombs, to meet Him in the 
air, the living will be changed, and go up with the 
raised. At the end of wars, a remnant of Jacob will 
give glory to the God of heaven— and the grain of mus-e 
tard seed, the man will take, and sow it in HIS 
field ; i. e. His world, or age. Mustard seed when 
grown, is the greatest among herbs, and it becometh 
a tree, so that the birds of the air come and lodge in 
the branches thereof. Ah, yes ! the holy angels 
will meet with Jacob again — they will delight in the 
peace and holiness of the people of the saints of the 
Most High. They will worship the Son of David, 
upon David's throne, and Gabriel will lead tlie holy 
song : 

" Glory to God in the highest, 
And on earth, peace, good-will toward men." 

Come Lord Jesus. Amen. 
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The sevenlh chapter of the book of th^ pcophet 
Ezekiel arrested my attention on the first day of the 
present year, A. D. 1843, and the idea struck my 
mind that it is a prophecy of the great trouble that 'm 
very near, even the days that are shortened by the 
Lord to prevent the destruction of all flbsh. See 
Matt. 24 : 21, 22; and I concluded that " the elect, 
for whose sake the days should be shortened," must 
be the escaped ones who shall be on the mountains, 
like doves of the valleys, all of them mourning 
for their iniquity. 
*' All hands shall be feeble. 
And all knees shall be weak as water. 
They shall gird themselves with sackcloth, 
And horror shall cover them, 
And shame shall be upon all faces, 
And baldness upon all their heads. 
They shall cast their silver in the streets, 
And their gold shall not be able to deliver them 
In the day of the wrath of the Lord : 
They shall not satisfy their souls. 
Because it is the stumbling block 
Of their iniquity." 16—19. 

These cannot mean the Christians that fled to 
Pella, nor can they be Gamaliel and his party. I 
looked it over and over. The Roman siege is visible, 
and the Moslem pollution. I looked at the words, 
" An end is come upon the four corners of the land : 
An evil, an only evil, behold, is come ! 
An end is come : the end is come, 
It watcheth for thee, 
Behold it is come." 
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I queried^ Did they know id that dreadful day 
that the Lord smote them ? And was that day thQ 
day of the wrath of the l.amb ? And the answer 
was^ No. That day shall not come till the Man of 
Sin is revealed, and he is not yet revealed. I believe 
that the chapter is to be fully verified in the proceeds 
of that short time of the devil's great wrath which is 
designated as the second woe; and that it watches for 
Zion. This woe is also upon the inhabilers of the 
sea ; and it is plain the days are .'' the days of ven^ 
geance, that all things which are written may be fuU 
filled." I conclude that the reign of evil— the reign 
of the beast wilh names of blasphemy, is foretold in 
the seventh chapter of the book of Ezekiel, and it is 
an awful scene — there is no comfort for any child of 
Adam that is then upon the earth. " Mischief shall 
come upon mischief, and rumour shall be upon ru- 
mour." " Destruction cometh ; and they shall seek 
peace, and there shall be none." 

And thus the times of the Gentiles wind up,"for 
whom so much has been done by the Lord to make 
them happy ? Is the time very near us .? the time of 
the end ? And is the reign of evil — the dominion apd 
greatness of the dominion of evil — is it short? — 
Blessed be God, it is short ; and flesh will be saved, 
and afterward the Spirit will be poured upon all flesh, 
and all flesh shall know that the Lord Jesits Christ 
is the Saviour, the Redeeno<er, the weighty one of 
Jacob, the King of Israel. Yes ; *' the glory of the 
Lord shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see it 
together ; for the mouth of the Lord bath, spoken 
it." 
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The limes of the Gentiles, as set forth by -Nebu- 
chadnezzar's image, are about to close, the present 
thrones being now set upon the toes ; and itis written 
that in the days of these ten, that originate from the 
feet of the image, " the God of heaven shall set up 
a kingdom which shall never be destroyed : it shall 
break in pieces and consume all other kingdoms, and 
shall stand forever/' Indeed the great revolution which 
brings to this terrestrial globe " everlasting righteous- 
ness," exhibits the glory of God in the land of the living, 
and establishes His praise from sea to sea and from 
shore to shore, is commenced by the personal return of 
Jesus Christ to Zion. This truth received as the pre- 
sent hope of the weary soul, (laboring atnong rubbishy 
the rubbish of traditions of men trying to clear a passage 
along the highway of holiness, unable to do it ; often 
vexed with the confused voices falsely called spiritual, 
and sometimes ready to faint because of the seeming 
tarry of the longed-for vision,) will greatly endear the 
cross of our dying Lord, and prepares us worthily to 
celebrate that communion of His body and blood in 
the sacrament that shews forth His death till He 
comes — comes to be confessed, received, and adored 
by His brethren, His people. His elect — the chosen 
people of God. 

It is by simple, sincere, devoted love of this grand 
result of Christ's return, that the poor weakly mem- 
bers of Christ's present, spiritual house, obtain a few 
crumbs of the heavenly bread, a few drops of the 
living water, and sometimes a taste of that new wine 
of the kingdom that is said to cheer the heart of God 
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and man. And this, I belieTe, is the reason why true 
Millennarians are called crazy^ even because they are 
drawing upon that Bank Divine, of which the Royal 
Jew.is president ; and the end of their conversation 
is, " the kingly glory of David's son upon David's 
throne, in the times of restitution which God bath 
spoken by the mouth of all His holy prophets, since 
the world began." Often indeed, are they assailed 
by the adversary in various shapes and forms, as by 
his evil voice through human instruments, as husband 
or wife, parents or children, acquaintances, professed 
friends, and fellow members of the outer court, the 
visible churches ; but love of the truth, as truth, which 
is companion of sovereign mercy, going ever before 
the face of God, will enable them to endure, as seeing 
(by faith, Him who is invisible, and count it an honor 
to be called mad for the truth's sake. Even this 
petty, and (in abstract,) mean persecution, will work 
for their good ; for it leads to self-examination, and 
the question presents, Why am I called crazy ?— 
Answer : Because I believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ — Jehovah — ^Saviour — Messiah, and that He 
will soon return to this earth in the glory of His father, 
"God over all" — in His own glory — Saviour of Israel, 
and their King — in the glory of the holy angels— the 
second Adam — the Son of man— the Lord from 
heaven. Surely the glory of the Father is involved 
in the vindication of Jesus Christ, whose birth in\ 
Bethlehem, baptism in Jordan, transfiguration on 
Tabor, temptation in the wilderness, agony in Geth- 
semane, death upon the cross, and resurrection from 
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the toinb«-dl> and each event elicited acts or Toice of 
Deity. How can JeaiHi Christ be properly luid fuQy 
▼iDdicated, except He is aianifested as " the Saviour 
of Israel, and their King.'* At Pilate's bar,. He was 
arraigned as an impostor, a blasphemer, and anti- 
Messiah, or Beelzebub. In that eondemnation. He 
was scourged, spit upon, and buffeted by Jews and 
Oentiles, and nailed to the accursed tree. Who 
were His accusers ? Answer : The chief priests, 
the elders, th^ scribes, and the whole council of the 
Jewish nation. Who said to Pilate, ** If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Caesar's friend ?" Roman citizens 
or soldiers? No 5 they were sons of Zion. Who 
said, " We have no king but Caesar ?" Answer : 
llie chief priests. And to Pilate's address, "Be- 
hold your king,** when be brought the lowly Jesus 
forth, and sat down in the place called Gabbatha, (an 
elevated pavement, so that the great multitude might 
see Him,) the chief priests responded, with loud 
voices, " Away with him ! crucify him— crucify 
him ! Who mocked him while he hung upon the 
tree ? The chief priests, with the scribes. 

Who closed the holy sepulchre where Jesus was 
laid ? Who sealed the stone and set the watch ? — 
Answer: The chief priests and Pharisees. Who 
bribed the Roman soldiers that reported the descent 
of a mighty wbite-robed angel, by whom the fast- 
sealed stone was rolled away from Jesus' tomb ?— 
Answer : " The chief priests, elders, and council f 
the Jews.** Eighteen hundred and ten years, (want- 
ing only two months,) have elapsed since the spotless

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He is: their perfection^ and the Law is His Law, by 
#liich they shall edify the nations in the ages of hap- 
piness called the Hillennitrm. How came the dark- 
ness?* It is written in the last Book of the First 
Testament, that they had corrupted the covenant of 
Levi : the covenant was life and peace ; it was of 
grace ; a reward to their righteous progenitor^ 
Phineas ; and for his sake established with the sons 
ol Levi forever. Dent. 33 : 8, Mai. 33. Phineas 
kliew nothing but the honor of God, when the " fierce 
tager ,of the Lord was kindled against Israel,^ in the 
itffair of Peor, dec— Phineas (whose name signifies 
the face of trust,) was zealous for his God, who looked 
into the heart of Phineas and honored his zeal. Ma- 
}achi (the angel of the Lord,) accused the priests 
that they had corrupted the covenant of Levi by 
•^•departing out of the way ; and that they had caused 
maDy to stumble at the law f for they were partial 
in their administration of its justice ; and robbed God 
af the praise due unto His holy liame : S^e Malachi 
1 : 6-*-14. Ill this very same slate our Blessed 
Saviour found the priests and scribes of the Law at 
His advent in httmility, as the manifestation of wis- 
dom, which is seated in the practical understanding 
of God's holy commandments, so that ^' Do and live" 
were accomplished. The Messed One said to the 
Jews that He knew the law of the Father, ^t it was 
Kfe everlasting, and that He kept it. He accused 
the scribes and the Pharisees (^ ignorance concerning 
t)^e kw which they professed to leach^ and of rebel^ 



lion against it^ by substituting traditions of tbetr orn^ 
ia the room of its holy rules. .When He declariod to 
tbem His comtnission, as the Son of God, to make 
them free, they said, ** Abraham is our fathtfr,*^ and 
thereby denied their election. When He spoke to 
them of the trdth which should bring them into liberty, 
they replied, " We be Abraham^s seed, and were 
never in bondage ;*• and after all this, being pursued 
more closely by the reproofs of Christ, they seemed 
to forget Abraham, and exclaimed, ** We be not born 
of fornication ; we have one Father, even God.** In 
all this, we see human nature as it is in every son 
and daughter of fallen Adam. It was conspicuous in 
the teachers of the Jewish nation in our Saviour^s 
day, because His life was as perfect a transcript of 
the Divine Character, as the gospel He preached was 
illustrative of the purity of the Divine Law ; and the 
contrast is drawn in truth's estimation, as light against 
darkness, and darkness against light. 

In the nineteenth century pf the phristian era, tho 
Jewish nation are not reproved by the gospel of 
Christ, in the lives, and by the doctrines of the public 
teachers of the New Testament ; nor by the laity in the 
present day. They may ju9tly si^y of usi as Moses did 
of their fathers in the wilderness, '[ Ye have been 
rebellious against the Lord from the day that I knew 
you." Christians reproach the Jews sayinj^ tha| 
" money is their idol." Surely, the Jews must know 
enough about us to return the charge doubly upon us« 
feeing that our Great Leader chose poverty for His 



ppcUon ; and pnnouBced workUy richee a Wrier U> 
llie iM»tt!aBee W a aoid into tha kinipkNn of heavofi.-— 
Itiaust be indeacha wonderful cbanga for ibo better, 
tfM4 would aaake us meet to aay totbechosen peoplei 
'* Come mth ui(, and we will ^ew thee good«" O ( 
wbal could we $ay of tbat special gospel declaratloB„ 
^Xiove is the fulfiUlDg of the Law," while we aie 
devoted to one sect, rather than to the one principle* 
and hate souls instead of sins? BvA above all thingSi, 
how base must we appear in the view of a serioua 
flebreWy that has studied the letter of the gospel, and 
thereby knows we are forbidden to boast against then^ 
as though God, for the sake of their unbelief, pros-, 
trates Ilis Honor in the dust, by violation of Hiac 
oath and promise that they shall inherit the holy land. 
The eighth verse of the fifteenth chapter of PauPa 
epistle to the Romans,~witk the second motto on my 
title page, are sufficient ; and they wiQ not bear any. 
other interpretation or application than to the literal 
oly'ect, the election of Jacob's descendants as heirs of 
promise to the glory of the latter day. 

Suppose we should exattiine ourselves very strictly 
by the New Testament, concerning our own belief in. 
Christ, in order to ascertain exactly how fer we are 
advanced beyond the Jews. Our Loaa reproved the 
Jews for their unbelief tfiat He was their Messiah. — 
Now do we believe that He was that character or not T* 
Can there be a different belief of the gospel for us in 
tlie nineteenth century, than was proclaimed by the' 
aposileB ? Their doctrine plmnly teaches us, that all 
tfie promises of God centre m Christ i and they irefef 
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to the Holy Scriptores for proof that He k the Me»- 
wah. If we do not believe this, how can we reprpach 
ihe Jews ? If we deny that Christ is the King of 
Ihe Jews, we must not attempt to teach them in reli* 
gion ; for if the blind lead tbs b}ind, they will fall 
iato the ditch t<^«tfaer. If Christiana speak of Jesus 
.to the Jews, let them repeat the declaration of the 
Apostle Peter, as recorded in the second chapter of 
the Acts, and the thirty^sixth verse ; and likewise 
isee to their own state, that they hold the truth in 
hands clean from oppression, pride, and love of this 
present evil world. 

The objections of the Jews, to our anti-Ghristiani- 
ly are unanswerable. Their opposition to the true 
gospel we can safely Oj^pose ; and our failing to con- 
vince them will not burden our conscience. We 
must be very ignorant of the doctrines of the cfbss, if 
we are not convinced that they establish the precepts 
of the Law ; and in regard to its ceremonies, we can- 
not discover in our Saviour's life and preaching, the 
least particle of opposition to them, even when His 
sacred miracles left the form in the shade, ad a testi- 
mony " that the less is blessed' of the better." It 
was not the ancient ritual that Christ decried In his 
doctrine recorded in the fifth, sixth, and seventh chap- 
ters of Matthew : " an eye for an eye, a tooth for a 
tooth," had no concern with personal revenge of in- 
jury. It was a part of church discipline ; and Paul's 
delivering up a gospel oflfender to Satan to prevent 
blasphehfiy, is equally severe. A lascivious glance 
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9I the eye, being the eseenqe of adultery, r^K^het i0 
ihejttd|^ent of Omniscience in Deity, but falls short 
^ the penalty, commanded in case of literal (^ence 
against the sixth statute in the holy decalogue. It is 
Tery important to notice Uie words of our Saviour, 
''Ye hate heard that it hath been said;" and to 
remember that he preacl^ to the poor in Judea and 
Galilee, who might never have been taught to read. 
The law never inculcated personal hatred upon seU 
fish principles^ Christ was its author ; and to es^ 
tiiUish it upon better promises than could be 
devoted to sublunary life, He nailed it to His cross, 
not to destroy its rule, but to suffer its penalties for 
His people ; and to shew that it could not bend even 
to everlasting Mercy, but Mercy must meet Truth^ 
Justice meet Judgment, and righteousness peace, or 
Salvation for Israel was impossible. Therefore cried 
the beloved disciple in an ecstacy, " Behold what 
manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon us" — 
'' Who is a liar but he that denieth that Jesus is the 
Christ ?" Now thi? beloved disciple was devotedly 
attached to the Law ; and he even asserts, that this 
is the love of God, " that we keep His command- 
ments." 

The Jews are witnesses to the divinity of the 
Law, according to its own tenor. It came to them 
by Moses, their Legislator and Prophet : their leader 
and king. Moses spake in the name of the Lord, all 
the words of the Law ; and Jesus Christ said not one 
jot or tittle should fail till all be accomplished. The 



Lftw Bet before the chosen people, blessing and cutB« 
ing. They ha?e had both to a certain extent. They 
hare not yet received the full annouat of either. The 
winding up of the dominion of the GentUefi, by anti-* 
Christy is the tinie of Jacob's trouble, such trouble as 
sever was, from the beginning pf the creation whiek 
God created, and shall never be again. The deliver^ 
a»ce by their Messiah is so great that they shall n» 
more refer to their coming up out of Egypt, in the 
Passover Song ; and the glory of their king shall so 
exceed Uie reign of Solomon, that the jnfiueiM^e of the 
sun at mid-day upon a cloudless sky, compared to 
Egypt's night, (the darkness that was felt) is no 
similitude at all. It is not a temporal thing. It shall 
endure forever. Nor is there any sensuaLjoy in tlw 
hearts of the children of Israel at that day. Their 
conversion is complete. It is to God- They know 
that their Messiah is the Lord ; and every sense is 
occupied by His praise, unto whom they will say, 
'^ Thou art the chiefest among ten thousand, and tlie 
one altogether lovely." 

But, I must return to the present state of the Jews. 
They are to me like a living testimony of Moines, 
that he was a true prophet, and that he received the 
law from the mouth of the Lord. The Sabbath, the 
shew bread, and the lamp, the unleavened bread, 
prayers for Messiah to come, and Elijah's cup — 
the modesty and virtue of the women — the brotherly 
love of the nation, wherever it is dispersed ; and 
several other things come up before me as monitors, 
that speak for the honor of the law, therefore, I weigh 
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the opinion of a Jew, and declare it necessary for ih4 
honor of the God of Israel, who gave the law by 
Mosesy to vindicate that law. 

Now, I ask— I would ask all who profess to be* 
lieve in Christianity, if the opinion of the Jews, as 
God's witnesses to His 'sacred words of threatening 
and of judgment (for oh ! how undeniable is this) 
should not be regarded ! I think it should— I weigh 
the opinion of the Jew ; and declare it necessary for 
the honor of the God who gave the law by Moses, to 
vindicate that law ; and if He sent His beloved Sort 
to do it, and yet the work was not done at His first 
coming, is it to be given up, and will God send Him 
the second time to burn up the world ? Not exact* 
ly. There is a portion of this globe, which is styled 
in ancient Scripture, **the Lord's land," meaning 
emphatically the Paradise of God, This can never 
be destroyed. It will be sustained even by the Re*- 
finer, and restored to its primitive stale of order and 
beauty ; and God will behold it, and pronounce it as 
before, " all very good." 

Previous to this restitution to God, of His glory in 
weation, there must take place a strange, apd very 
awful work of vengeance ; even the vengeance of 
God, by which the declarative glory of God is secur- 
ed to His spiritual creation, by Christ Jesus; and the 
Holy Ghost is magnified. This glory commences 
with the house of David, and the inhabitants of Jeru-* 
salem ; and goes through all the ranks of Israel and 
Judah I and afterward extends to the conversion of 



the GeHlilet, In the first ptrt, Je»m Gbrisi is vinh 
iitated ; and in the last^ the Fath^ir it greatly hoiHMT^ 
e(i AB thist and more loo, is dependant upon l^ 
personal retnin of the Loftp Jtsvs ; and it is written, 
riiat His day cannot ]»e€ede the revelation of that 
Lawless One, the Mimof Sin> the son of perdition, the 
last ami-Christ. Is it possible, that all nAaaner of 
impiety is to be consciminated by the reign of a false 
Messiah ? Yes-^il is an awftil truth. The words of 
Jesus cannot £iii of JiecompUshnient. *^ Heaven 
^nd earth may pass away, but Hii word shall never 
pass away* In the temple of God at Jerusalem, 
that sure word of prophecy was spoken by th^ 
Anointed Minister of the circumcision, that specially 
foretold the miserable result of unbelief and rejection 
of the Son of Man. **I am come m my Father*8 
nai3{^e, and ye receive me not ; if another shall comes 
in his own name, him ye will receive.'* On the very 
spot where Jesus Christ was openly rejected, and the 
Jews said to Him, " now we know that thou hast a 
devil,** I firmly believe, the last anti-Christ will be 
honored even as God, by a majority of the Jews, who 
will return to their capital city, in obedience to the 
sound of the false one^s trumpet ; and these I think, 
are solemnly denounced by the Hbly Ghost, a^ fol- 
lows : " Ye are they that forsake the Loao, that for-? 
get my holy mountain, that prepare a table for that 
troop, (i. e. the armies of the wild beast) and furnish 
a drink offering to that nunaber (just 666) tlierefore 
^^U I number you to the sword, and ye all shall bow 
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down to the skughter, .because when I called ye did 
not answer, when I spake ye did not hear ; bat did 
eril before mine eyes, and did choose that wherein I 
deligbted not." — See Isaiah 65: 11 — 16. 
'" Is this the fate of Judah and his companions ? I 
answer, it is the sad fate of all Jews who receive the 
last anti-Christ? WillanyJew dare to reject him? Yes, 
I reply, in the first, or Old Testament, it is declared 
by the Lord as follows : '' I will bring a third part 
through the fire, and will refine them as silver is re- 
fined ; and will try them as gold is tricni ; they shall 
call on my nan^e, and I will hear them ; I will say it 
is my people ; and they shall say The Lord is my 
God." — Zeqh. 13: 9. Question.— rOf what class 
will this favored third part come ? The poor, I an*^ 
swer without hesitancy : See Isaiah 25 : 4 ; 29 : 19 ; 
Zephaniah 3 : 12 ; Psalms 68 : 10. I x^ould repre- 
sent more, but the recollection of neglect of my labor 
in Millennial Tidings is present ; and I pass onto the 
New Testament for a word concerning those who 
will reject the last anli^Christ (i. e. '* the focJish 
3hepherd who shall eat the flesh of the fat,") and they 
$re styled by Jesus Christ, the elect-rrin the Apocs^- 
lypse, " the remnant." 

Question. — Where will tlus remnant, the elect 
abide, during the sl^oit reign of (l^e last anti-Christ, 
It appears to me, that the reipnant of Jacob, 
Israel and Judah* mentioned ip the tenth chapter of

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baiab^ are the elect spoken of by the Lorh Jesus in 
yerse twenty-second of the twenty-fourth chapter of 
Matthew, for whose sake the days are shortened— 
le. from days of years, to the usual time^ twentyrfour 
hours ; and that a certain part of that remnant are in 
Judea during anti-Christ's reign — theses t believe, are 
addressed in the 16 — 18 verses. " When ye there- 
fore shall see the abomination of desolation spoken of 
by Daniel the prophet, stand ip the holy place, (whoso 
readetb [Daniel's prophecy] let him undeirstand)then 
let them that be in Judea flee into the mountains. Let 
him. that is on the house top not come down to take 
anything out of his house ;* neither let him that is in 
the field return back to take his cbthes," &c.«— How 
merciful and kind this warning from the pure lips of 
the a£9icted, hdy Son of Mam Fsom it I gall^r two 
poiat&^of condujsion relalive to the appUcatton iherectf, 
in the last days to thes<M» of Zioa ; and eitfaer. seem 
to me sufficient. One is, Uiat the . Lord imreknew, 
and beheld in prospect, a remnuit whose ewrs should 
not be entirely closed against the warnings of Hi« 
spiritual sheep: (I mean Christian belieyers and 
Literalists) and to those who hear, shall much be

It seems to be forgotten ihat Christ is the Lori> of 
the Sabbath day. 

I return to the question concerning the renmant. 
First I must observe, that, according to the prophecy 
of Joel, mighty rairaples will be represented in the 
beavemi, and In the earth, at the si^oach^f tbe greisit 
and lerribie di^ of the Lord. At the Tory time ef 
these wonders (which are beyond the power of anti- 
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Christ or Ms coadj«lor, tfee false prophet to perfortn) 
atl that call on the Name of the Lord s^ialt be deii^i- 
cred; "for {adds the prophet Joel) in Mount Zion^ 
and in Jerusalem shall be deliverance, as tbe hon 
hath said, and in the remnant whom tiie Lord fAinA 
call.'' I believe that the forty-two months, o?r time, 
times and a half, allowed for the reign of ahti^Chrtsf, 
is '* black and dark night** in a spiritual sense, 'The 
Jews who sign a league to observe him as tbeir i6fp« 
tain, Prince, Deliverer — will surely be involved ia 
that darkness ; aod if (on his breaking the le^igue, 
and requiring such homage, &c., as no Jew can right- 
ly acknowledge his due) some repent of the league, I 
fear the repentance of Judas Iscariot was a type of 
theirs, and many will fall down slain, perhaps by his 
t)wn sword, which ke wielded for anti-Christ. — Who 
will warn the Jews ? Is it not the lot of Elijah — 
Christ's forerunner, and the Father's Messenger ?-^ 
Woe be to those who take not warning. / 

The remnant will hear him. Affrighted by thd 
haughty edict, that commands homage to anti«Christ, 
they fly from the awful scene, and hide in the moun- 
tains about Jerusalen^, where are, even at this day, 
many caves and dens in the earth. At a certain cri- 
sis, I believe, Elijah is commissioned to call theaa to 
return, and then ibey endure a greater fright than 
ever ; for behold, a terrible convulsion of tlie earth, 
buries seven thousand men in its bosom ; and the 
Mount of Olives is rent asunder. The remnant give 
Glory to the God of Heaven. I ask, what does this 

saean ?

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*' They gire Glory to the God of Heaven r I 
can tell my own belief. It is, to confess that Jesus 
<^ Nasareth, whom their fathers slew, by Roman 
hands, i* the Holy One— the Branch of David — the 
rightful heir, to David's throne, the Mount Zion. 

A question here may arise, if two-4hirds of the 
Jews that are returned in that day to their Covenant 
Land, are destroyed, will not the number of '' the es* 
caped," who will first say, Blessed be the Lord fro^n 
His place, be very small 1 Remember that declara* 
ti<m of the Lord Jssus, ** Strait is the gate, and nar* 
row is the way, that leadeth unto life, and few there 
be that find it;" also His parable of the mustard- 
seed. 

Indeed, I think it the greatest of all miracles, that 
even a remnant shall escape in the reign of anti« 
Christ. From the time of the first captivity (which 
is the commencement of the times of the Gentiles) 
the Jews have prayed for the restoration of their land, 
their lost tribes, and for their promised King, by 
whom the tabernacle of David must be rebuilt, and 
unto whom the gathering of the people shall be^ 
Masiy false Christ's have appeared, as predicted by 
the Loan, but their career was short — their Uossom 
went up as dust, and their pretensions vanished like 
smoke — their end was destruction, < 

The true One came— and just at the time of the 
departure pf the sceptre of Judah into the hand of 
a steanger. Herod was King at Jerusalem (declared 
by the Romans king of Judea. Now the fuhiess 
of time had arrived. An Idumean, by an act of the 
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(just tben s6t up) foimb ka^om t>f the Gentiles, is 
declared to be kin$; of the latid of Judea ; and this 
heathen soon manifested tokens of his desire to be 
established on David's throne. He soon began to en« 
large and beautify the Temple of God. In less tbw 
ten years completed the most magni6ceni structure 
in the world. At the time of the finishing of this 
work^ there dwelt at Nazareth, a young man, whpSj^ 
name was Jesus. . He was repcurted to be the son of 
Joseph, who was the son of Jac(^, who was the sob 
MatUian, who was the son of £Ieazar, who was the 
son of Elhid, who was the son of Achim, who was 
the son of Sadoc, who was the son of Azor, who was 
the son of Eliakim, who was the son of . Abiud, who 
wks the son ot Zorobabel, who was the son of Sala- 
tfai^l, whose father Jec<»)iah, or Jehoiachim had occur 
pied the throne of his father David only tiaee mouthy, 
when Nebuchadnesszar king of Babylon caixie md 
beseiged Jerusalem. - NeVer did a^ son of Jeconiah 
ascend the thr^ie of David* An awful decree w^nt 
forth from the Lord, by the tnouth of His prophet 
Jeremiafa that none of his seed should prosper, sitting 
upon the throne of David, and ruling any more in 
Judah. O, earth, earib, earth, hear the word of th& 
Lord. See Jer. 22 chap. No marvel that Jesus oif 
Nazareth refused to take the Kingdom on that wise. 
He came into the world to expiate the guilt that lay 
upon the throne <^ David, which guilt may be traced 
not only to Solomon's transgression, but even to Da- 
vid's sin ; for adultery as well cus idolatry were under 
sentchce of death by the Law. Jesus Christ caoie 
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ttsd ihtt the world, to eiTpfcwi the iin of AA(te, wrf 
tki-^by rfecteeift Patr^i«6 ffonrt the ciirse mcerred bJF 
Aa«*i'8 tevolti— and Hw rewafd^ us " l*ie Soil of 
mm/^ i« lleirthip to the wo#W, and Savfoot of tho 
#fc*ld. 

The title of Jesus Christ, its King of Israely I hare 
ftbt a doabt caAe by His holy mother. This belief 
a n Scdftdtfl to the Jei/rs. I know it ; and hnow it 
il^aS ibtelbld by Isaiah, in Ae rei^n of Manasseh, that 
ttOBt wleked king, that the elect corner stone in Zioit 
•h6«i)d be a stone of stutuWiiig, and rock ©f oSencM. 
I read the fteneUogy of Jktry, the lovely Naawrene 
titgin mother df my adorable Savioiirj in the ihiid 
Chapter of His Gospel aceordingtoLukc ; and from 
Hell (Confessed by Josephos to be Mtiry's faU)er,>I 
beheld the ascension of Jesus to the Ditine Sonihapv 
whiehbyobedienoe untorighteonsness, and obedience 
iiiito death, Jesus inherits as tlie Son of mati, or 
lieeond Adam ; iind liOR^'from Heaven. 

Zt is an iHslortcal i&ct that Jesus Ined in the days of 
Heiodi It is a Gospel truth, that Herod was troubled 
Ikl the ifeport of the wise men fi^om the Ea^t ; and all 
Jefitdalem was moved or troubled With him. Herod 
iiltehded tb destroy him i but in vain did his cmel 
edict to massacre all the infants in Bethlehem and 
th^ c6iiits thereof, from two years and undef, ac- 
cil^ding to the time when he inquired diligently of 
the Wise men, pursue the life of the Holy Child Je<- 
SUd.^ By a mirade He was preserved; and at the 
propet age entered upon the holy service of ministep- 
itig to the cireumoisioA the Gospel of the Kingdom of

Oodi hegtariing with f«penlftne», aftd woriiing mita^ 
des of mercy whererei He came. He waa rejected 
-^He is tejecled-^and will be rejected by ihe chosen 
pebple^ until the judgmeat shall sit ; and that iaclos^ 
at OHr door. 

It is an awful coni^tderation that the Jews wh» 
have been looking for their Messiah so long, more 
than dOOO year^ should accept tlie lalse one. 

I am aware that my testimony is not put fbrti) in 
i>rder, according to the system of man's order ; and 
I cannot write in that manner. My pen ist urged on j 
by a pressure of coming events, that are predicted 
from on high, and will surely take place> literally, and 
J believe are to be met by the present generation^ 
^erefare^ as one of the poorest and least of the be- 
lieving ones, I am trying to do a little for the precious 
cause of tmib, and perhaps trying is the sum of com- 
mendation of my work. 

The difficulty, I think,, is maixily this, which seems 
to render a moie direct testimony concerning anti*» 
Christ very necessary ; viz*, the title being recorded 
only in the Nevf Testament, that people who are 
«no8t directly,, and awfully involved in the conse* 
quenoes,, seem not to beUeve it, being as strongly op- 
posed as ever to the manger — Ahe cross — and the re- 
surrection of Christ ; at the same time, a vast major- 
ity of Christians appear to claim even anti-Christ, ia 
their judgment of Rome, Now I believe that the 
title Christ belon/(s wholly to the King of Israel and 
Judah, the Great King, anointed by the Father, with 
the oil of gladness above all others ; and that this 
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My Sovereign k decreed to reign over the koliaie of 
Jacob forerer. Is there an intimation in the sacred 
Scriptures tliat Christ is the king of the Gentiles ? 
Where is it to be found ? I never saw it. I know that 
God as Creator is God of the Gentiles — so He is the 
God of angels ; but the latter have no Messiah. 
Christ, or Messiah, i. e. tlie Anointed One, id 
The Root^-^and the offspring of David. He he-f 
longs to the children ot Israel, and will be their King, 
extending His righteous sceptre over all the earth tor 
them. To Him shall all nations bow; and to Him 
all beings render homage and praise* 

Anli>-Christ, of course will come to the Jews ; and 
to him will be granted the kingdom for a short time. 
This character is represented as coming after the 
the working of Satan-^what is that ? Is it not imita^ 
tion of the working of God ? The apostle adds with 
all power — and signs — and lying wonders. If Satan 
is transformed into an angel of light, are not his min- 
isters also ? And if anti^Christ comes after the work^ 
ing of Satan with all power, is not the presence of a 
host to be expected, as proof of his mission to that 
people for whom the holy angels were employed in 
ancient lime — remember Jacob's case, when about to 
meet his brother. The angels of God came to him ; 
and " when Jacob saw them, he said this is God^s 
host ;" and he called the place where he had this in- 
terview with celestial beings, Mahanaim, or two fields. 
^* All power ; that is, apart frona every kind of weak- 
ness : man in his best estate, since the fall is but 
vanity. He lost his power — Satan has never m^t 
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with this loss ; and of course must be chained— bound 
and imprisoned — but never has there been an exhibi- 
tion of his power, as is foretold in the Apocalypse of 
Jesus Christ, when he is cast out of heaven, and 
comes down to earth, in the form of incarnation, I 
mean in this world, according to the records of Scrip* 
ture. In the invisible I know (by the Scriptures) 
Satan raised a great rebellion — for that he is doomed, 
with all his angels, to the vengeance of eternal fire. 
Upon earth I believe he will raise a greater rebellion, 
if possible (for what is so precious as Christ) and for 
that will be chained, and sealed up in the very pit 
from whence he brings anti-Christ. 

In what form may we suppose, did the ancient 
foe meet our first Mother ? In what form did ihq 
devil come to oUr Blessed Saviour ? Ah ! which of all 
the great, the learned can decide. But anti-Christy 
who comes after the working of Satan, we ought to 
know — we are plainly told, is the Man of Sin — the 
Son of destruction^ — the Lawless One — the vile per- 
son — the Wild Animal. If this character was even 
like Goliah, or Tamerlane, we should dread his ap» 
proach : but the idea of a being, whose coming is after 
the working of Satan, with all power, and signs, and 
lying wonders, whom none can overcome except the 
Lord Almighty, by the bieath of His monih, and by 
the brightness of His Epiphany, is — awful beyond my 
powers to portray. The apostle adds, ** and with all 
deceiveablehess of unrighteousness in thetii that 
perish." 
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Now it appears to me« that Satan ha^ p^^p&|re4 
Xwo manifestations for His Head — the Son of perdj- 
iipn ; and the first is ^ a Deliverer — a Helper — a 
Captain, who works his way, by flatteries, to the 
throne of the kingdom ; and makes a league with the 
chosen people — the latter choosing a form of govern- 
^nent — afterward he breaks this, or works deceitfully, 
and anon he assumes that he is above all — even the 
God of God's, This is the revelation of that Wicked, 
which hastens the burning wheels of EmanuePs char- 
riot in fiery flame. In the temple of God, sits that 
Lawless King, as God, shewing himself, in all Sa- 
tan's power, that He is God : and alas !— the God of 
Israel ! — he is, however, disposed to honor one Star, 
called by the " certain man" who spake to Daniel the 
prophet, the God of forces, which I consider, with 
sonie other acts, as done in part some years ago : but 
hiark those words in the thirty-eighth verse of the 
eleventh chapter, " in his estate" not in the time of 
his natural life — but in the time of his fourth return, 
which is the time when he has " intelligence with 
them that forsake the holy Covenant :'^ and note, that 
this return brings him to his end. I believe that his 
fourth return is introduced in the twenty-first verse j 
and that the very commencement of the devil's short 
time of " great wrath," is elicited by the event record- 
ed in the first clause, "And in his estate shall s|ai\d 
up"—" be revealed"— 2 Ticss. 2 : 3, and 8, " shall 
xiscend out of the bottomless pit." — Rev. 17. 
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The Lord Jesus Christ has plainly signified that 
the prophet Daniel delivered trae testimony concem- 
* ing the signs of that tinie of trouble, when the people 
of Daniel should be delivered ; and after saying, 
" take heed that no man deceive you," rel^arses the 
scenes of the falling away, and of the results, even 
judgments, such as false Christs, false prc^hets, wars, 
famines, pestilences, and earthquakes. 
" All these are the beginning of sorrows." 
*^ In that time many shall be offended, 
And shall betray one another, 
And shall hate one another. - 
And many false prophets shall rise, 
And shall deceive many. 

And because iniquity shall abound the love of many 
shall wax cold." 
Thus did the Holy Saviour prophecy, when asked 
by his disciples, concerning the desolation of the 
Holy City, the destruction of the temple, the signs of 
His eoming, and the end of the age. Eighteen hun- 
dred and ten years have passed away, si»ce, by the 
death of Christ, Atonement was made for the sin of 
the world ; and during their lapse, how much of this 
prophecy has come to pass, is still coming to pass, 
and will continue, till the consummation of iniquity, 
by (he reign of anti-Christ, shall bring the Lord Je- 
sus out of heaven to take vengeance on Satan^s, the 
serpent's Head. 
The Blessed Saviour assures those who endure to 

the end that they shall be saved. This is blessed \

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O ! precious Saviour ! Thy grace is sufficient for 
aoy titne^ even the time of the end ; for thy strength 
ift made perfect in v^eakness^ 

The Lord then proclaims, that the publication of 
His Gospel (rf the kingdom, in all the world FOR A 
WITNESS unito all nations, shall take placfe, and 
then shall the end come. )]j^And then 8Haij» 
the End come.^ilH 

This prophecy is now accomplished ; and we are 
now called upon to stand as sentinels, watching every 
instant for the awful result, and '' pray withoat ceas- 
ing," 

'* Lead us not into temptation, 
But deliver us from evil" 

For at the end, spoken of by our Divine Saviour, 
(which is the object greatest, yet most awful, in the 
annals of Christian nations,) the whole fabric of visi* 
l>le Christianity, is to be prostrated at the feet of a 
nnan, who is called the ''anti-Christ;" and the sa^ 
cred Law and the Honor of the Name of tke invisi-^ 
ble God, the God of Israel, are to be trampled down 
in Satan's great wrath, 

''The Abomination of Desolation spoken <^ by 
Daniel the prophet," is certainly the signal given by- 
Jesus Christ, for the bursting of that terrible tempeet 
cloud of desolating judgments, which are exhibited in 
the pouring out the siven vials of the wrath o£ 
God, six of them local — the seventh universal. This 
seventh vial, appears to empty the dregs of the wrath 
of God upon Jerusalem and Judea, on account of the 
triumph of anti-Christ, and tlie great, the mighty 
earthquake, which parts the Mount of Olives, takes 
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place in the same hour, whiletjie Angel of the Cove- 
nant with His mighty Ones, are saying ** It is done." 

Now can ainy serious Christian sit down before the 
Lord, and read the holy Scriptures in the fear of God, 
and with prayer " Shew me thy truth and teach me,'* 
withoutan understandingof these three things. I. That 
anti-Christ is the woe upon Jerusalem, to avenge the 
rejection of the Trinity ? First, the rejection oi the 
Holy Ghost, which spake by Simeon and Anna, of 
Christ, in the temple of God. Second, the utter 
rejection of Jesus at Pilate's bar ; and third, rejec- 
tion of the Father, by whom the signs were given of 
dissolution of this globe, while Jesus was expiring, 
yea, and gave up the ghost on the accursed tree ! 

Second, that anti-Christ is not content to reign as 
Messiah, King of Israel ; but will assume authority 
over the Name of the invisible God, declaring himself 
the greatest of All. 

Third, that his defeat is not to be effected by any 
other being, than Jesus Christ, in His Glorious 
epiphany and Advent to rdgn in Mount Zion, over 
the house of Jacob, as foretold at His birth ! 

Tbelieve these things ; ind I "am sorry for the 
Jews ; for I cannot avoid the conviction, thit 'tike 
bands of their unbelief of Christianity, have been 
strengthened by the evil doings of nations, societies, 
and persons, called Christian — I say, I am sotry fcr 
the Jews. Yes — because tfceir sufferings are tb bte 
measured to them, in the cap of vengeance of tlie 
Lord God, seven times, while Christiaiis will have 
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but one, and that too, mitigated, yea, and sweetened 
by the love of the Spirit of Christ, Perhaps the 
Jews may not like this testimony ; but I cannot al- 
together hold my peace at such a time as this, when 
the signs of the times so strongly impress me, that 
the short time of the devil's great wrath is very nigh 
at hand ; and that the main strength of the fury of 
his wrath will be directed against the elect city, and 
the elect people of God ; and that his malice is to be 
elicited in the foul mission of his sou, who is likewise 
his Head, the last anti-Christ, who will come after 
the working of Satan, imitating the w(»*ks, the signs 
and the wonders of the Lorix. 

It may be asked, what speeial sign I can profess 
to see, that^his event is so near, even the revelation 
of the Man of sin ? I answer, that I believe ^o, first 
because the Holy Scriptures teach that it is to take 
place at the time of the end, and that time is come ; 
for the Gospel has been published to all nations for a 
witness ; and all nations have disobeyed the Gospel, 
so the falling away is the preparation for the setting 
up the throne of iniquity, that shall frame sin by 
a Law, even the laws of that Lawless One, denomi- 
nated by Daniel " the vile person" unto whom the 
honor of the kingdom doth not pertain, but who shall 
come in, and obtain the literal, as at first the spiritual 
(See Gen. 3) by flatteries — that is by Lies ; and the 
first or most prominent sign, that I can see, is the 
prepared state of mankind to own his sway. Not 
only, as wicked, but also, perplexed. Certainly this 
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cannot be denied, that now is a tintie of perplexity, 
such as^as never known. Look at the Jews for in- 
stance. In what era past, were they ever so worried, 
so tried, and perplexed by the doings of Christians, 
as now. Even their own Coptical City, yea, the 
very Mountain of the ancient City of David, what is 
there, represented in the year 6,000 from the creation 
of the world ? A Church — denominated " The He- 
brew Protestant Church of England." 

I have seen three kinds of Jews in my short day. 
One class that expect and desire, and look for the 
coming of Rabbi Ben David, the Shiloh. 

Another class, profess to c2[re for the Law of Mo- 
ses, and appear luke-warm on the subject of the Res- 
toration. A third class I have seen, and these care — 
for nothing — but — money. 

The last are perplexed by the tinoes» They can- 
not get on as formerly. The first are perplexed by 
delay, or tarry of the vision of their Glory ; and the 
others distressed because many of their brethren are 
gone over to Christians ; and some among the two 
first are jealous for Zion. 

Christians are perplexed all the world over. I 
mean nominal Christians. Infidels are perplexed, for 
ihey can effect nothing very great, whiB destitute ol 
an efficient Leader. 

Reigning perplexity palsies human effort. While 
this continues* hope languishes — expectation stretch- 
es out her neok, till every sinew is ready to burst ; 

and pa^jeoce retires from the scene. 
6* 
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True believers, in the Day of Christ (according to 
the Scriptures) are the least perplexed in. their indi- 
vidual spiritual concerns, for their conscience is purg- 
ed from dead works, and they look ^for no great 
change for the better, until "The Lord Himself 
shall descend from heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with the trump of God ;" 
but these little ones of Christ, are constantly perplex- 
ed in every temporal concern, and relation of their 
mortal life. They see that while every species of 
error, vicC; and folly are abounding, and ever grow- 
ing bolder, that truth, virtue, and wisdom decline in 
proportion ; and with such constant evidence that the 
Holy Spirit is vexed, grieved, and almost quenched, 
they are ready to exclaim, ** O for a lodge in the wil- 
derness," where sight and sound of mortals could 
reach me no more. 

It may be asked, if anti-Christ obtains the king- 
dom while the Jews are not in possession of the sire 
of their ancient temple. This is a question of origi- 
nal moment ; and one that I do not feel at all compe- 
tent to answer in a direct manner, yea, or nay. In- 
deed^ I feel my«elf to be such an ignorant, weak 
creature^ when I am trying to seek out of the Book 
of the Lord, for the thoughts, (i. e purposes) of God> 
that concern these times, and this time of the end, 
that I fear to make any conclusion about it ; and if 
at sometimes, I become rather incautious, and hazard 
a conclusion, it is not on account of my mediod, but

the real Scripture position of my given opinion, that 
the latter should be judged* I will now plainly say 
that I-haye been looking for an event to take plaee, 
by which I suppose, the site of the ancient temple 
Would be set free from its present " durance Vile," 
in order that apart of Judah (the Dispersed, denomi- 
nated at this day, by the Jews " Levile — Cohen — ^Is- 
rael") might return to their land, for the purpose of 
release from governments foreign from their desires ; 
and that they intend to return, whenever this encour- 
agement is given to them, I sincerely believe. But 
— the question, whether they will own a Leader, as 
at the Exodus from Egypt — or a Captain, as at their 
passing over Jordan, &c., — or a chief ruler, as in 
coming up from Babylon, I am at a loss ; or whether 
at Jerusalem they receive one that cometh to them 
as a Deliverer, who will be endowed with power to 
perform great achievements for their temporal advance- 
ment, with whom they will make an agreement con- 
cerning " the Anointing," remains all a secret to 
me ; but I believe this one thing, that as soon as the 
Ottoman Power is entirely at an end, there must take 
place a decided revolution at Jerusalem, that will 
convulse the whole world. 

In Jerusalem, even now, there are eight distinct 
sects of Christians. Arminian, Greek, Latin, and 
Greek Catholic — Coptic and Syrian — ^Protestant and 
Dissenter. 

Three prominent governments, are interested in 
the ecclesiastical aflfairs of Jerusalem, Russia, Prus- 
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»ia, England. The two last are in close alliance, and 
the very last sustains a Consul there. Russia will 
not like that England should take the lead after the 
Turk retires ; nor will England concede the advan- 
tage to Russia ; and neither will permit Roncie to re- 
sume her power over Judea. Who then, islikely to 
have it ? Time will show ; this is certain. Manjr, 
however, suppose, that Divine Providence will per- 
mit the Jews to visit again, the site of their temple ; 
and as no nation, or kingdom, of the Christian^ or 
Gentiles is able to take the rule, peradventure there 
may be leave given to the Jews, to do the best they 
can for themselves, with this restriction, that they 
must not persecute or attempt to expel, the Christians 
from Jerusalem, it being the original place where 
God's worship was set up by the descent of the Holy 
Ghost, in Christ's Name, as well as the place origi- 
nally selected for His worship, and the seat of His 
Government, after He brought His people into the 
promi^d land. Perhaps it will be said, the whole of 
the provinces in Canaan may be at your disposal, to 
build and to plant, and to occupy. Let this suffice 
until the Lord shall signify more directly, what is 
His will concerning you. On Mount Moriah, do as 
you please ; but disturb not the church on Mount 
Zion, nor any other in Jerusalem. 

I should say, that in such a case, the Jews at Jeru- 
salem, would very ardently desire a Captain ; for 
how can they even keep the peace among themselvesi 
if every one is to do as he please, according to the 
weight of his purse ? They will certainly have a 
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leader ; but even though this character cometh in 
peaceably, and 'oblaineth the kingdom by flatteries, 
making very fair promises, making a solemn covenant, 
to set up their prostrate altar, with all the service of 
the ancient ritual, and establish the worship of One 
God, the God of Israel, in the exhibition of the daily 
sacrifice, still there must present a very notable dif- 
ficulty in the way, as regards the Anointing. Ques- 
tion. — Has the vile person this high honor ever con- 
ferred upon him ? It appears not. Is he crowned ? 
No. And I think he will not desire either ; for be 
is inspired by Satan to assume a glory beyond any 
king, even to be God, in his fourth return to the ob- 
servation of mankind ; and therefore sets aside the 
Anointing and crown, declaring both obsolete in his 
pretended system of Brotherly Covenant, and Demo- 
cratical arrangements of the Estate permitted him for 
a short time. And here is the secret of this acquies- 
cence to what he cannot help. To be anointed and 
crowned, would render him somewhat on par, not 
only with Christian, or Gentile kings, but also with a 
trio of the opposite sex ; and the Devil instructed 
vile persori of Daniel, being the Beast from the bot- 
tomless pit, is indeed Paul's Lawless One, who in 
his estate will utterly abhor and deny the honor of 
Woman ; ior it is a positive fact that anti-Christ is 
actually the son of the serpent, as well as his head, 
in the short time of his wrath, therefore in the great 
effort to bruise the heel, i. e. to insult, mar, and ob- 
literate the footsteps of God's Anointed, the credit of 
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woman is entirely denounced, the devil knowing that 
Mary can never be destitute of daughters who shall 
say, Holy is the Name of God our Saviour. I believe 
that anti-Christ will hate my sex with a perfect ha- 
tred ; for the devil will so inspire him, on account of 
the holy child Jesus. So among other abominable 
works of deceit, after the league, when he has intelli- 
gence with them that forsake the holy Covenant, I 
suppose he will decide that lawful wedlock is not to 
be regarded; and perhaps will enact that woman 
shall never be regarded any better than the Ass, a 
beast of burden. 

My belief on this subject is founded upon the fact, 
that the honor of woman comes only by the promised 
seed which is Christ ; and I know that in all the re- 
cords of the Gospel of Jesua Christ, from the appear- 
ance of Gabriel to Mary, through every scene of the 
life, death, resurrection, and triumph of the Blessed 
Lamb, woman sustains a character of faith that He 
who knew all things, approved. Even the woman 
taken in crime, called Him Lord — Jesus said to ber, 
** sin no more.** The woman of Samaria confessed 
His Title ; and Martha owned His Divine Power. 
Women attended his holy travels, and ministered to 
him of their substance. A woman anoin ed his body 
for tlie burying. That body came forth from the 
tomb, and went up to heaven, The Anointed One, 
who shall return to be crowned by his Mother, the 
Church of God. 
il There never was a female voice that sounded " cru- 
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oify Hiai) crucify Him." Not only the daughterck of 
Zion grieved fori and bewailed him, but eyea the wife 
of Pilate begged for His releaiie. ! woman ! it is 
no niatter how low thou art brought in the shoittime 
of the devil's great wrath ! Only yield to^thy degra- 
dation for Christ's sake, and be content to be called an 
Ass. Recollect too, that it is written, '^ the ass 
knoweth her Master's crib," and there finds a supply 
for hef need. 

I must now take notice of thalpnit of the career of 
anti-Christ, to which the blessed Jesiis^ referred, in the 
15, 16 rerses of the 24 chapter of Matthew. In 
Daniel 11 ; 31, it is written^ ** And arms* shall stesd 
on his part ; and they shall pollute the sanctuary oi 
strength, andilhall take away the daily, sacrifice, a&i 
THEY shall place ih^ Abocmnation.that makeUi De* 
solate." What nation ifr the patron of anti-Christ in 
\bi» horrible scene ? I can only refer to the eleventh 
verse of the sixty-fifib chapter of Isaiah. '^ Ye are^ 
they that forsake the Lord, thai jnrgelmy iioly .iikhuh 
tain, that prepare a taUe for that troop, and that fcnr* 
nish a drink oflering unto that number." 

Whai is^the abomination that maketh desolate I Is 
it not the man of sin (synoh. " with vile person") sit* 
ting in the temple of God shewing himself that be is 
God ? Is it not Lucifer seated /' upon the mount of 
the congregation," which is Moriah t 

When this horrible event takes place, the* warned 

* See Matt. S4 : IS, 
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ones tnusi fly from the face of the serpent, and hide 
among the rocks of the mountains ; for*^" Behold the 
Day, behold it is come, the rod hath blossomed, pride 
hath budded. Violence is risen up into a rod ^or 
Sceptre) of wickedness." 

I believe this dreadful scene will open in the first 
year of the rise of the Wild Beast from the bottom- 
less pit ; and the time of trouble (such affliction our 
Blessed Lord declared never was, since the beginning 
of the creation which God created, nor shall ever be 
again) mentioned in the 1 verse of the 12 chapter, is 
progressing with* the advances of the sceptre of Wick- 
edness, for Leviathan ** is King over all the children 
of pride." Hell from beneath is moved for him at 
his coming ; for he is the king from the bottomlesB 
pit ; and the 'old Dragon, or serpent, which is the 
Devil and Satan, makes over to one man, his power, 
seat, and great authority. No marvel that he can 
perform such mighty acts — even greater than all 
kings before him ; for the wisdom denominated der- 
ilish (seeE. James 3 : 15) is enthroned in his system, 
translated as he is into the ims^e of the transformed 
angel of primal revolt ; and we are told that the 
serpent was more subtle — ^tbat is deeper — than any 
beast of the field that the Lord God had made. 

In the Apocalypse, we read of coming up out of 
the earth, of another beast; "and he cxercisethall 
the power of the first beast before him,^nd causeth

The warning of Jesus Christ cannot fall io . the. 
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jto the, time of the end." Ah ! something drea(dful is 
the. matter, When Jesus, compassionate Jesus, suffers 
^is ministers to. fail thus. I suspect it is the like 
9m with the Re¥erend Simon Peter, who rejected the 
.liU^aljty of his Great Master's suffering time— «uch 
,a- fall must indeed result in a strong purge. Bow 
much better it would be to believe the truth at once ; 
and; confess that the Key of David is upon Christ's 
^iboulder ; and not lost in the disobedience of the 
martied wife — the widow-— or the: divorced. 

The false propl^t is then the tail of the dragon, the 
tool oS' the beast; and the beast is Completely the 
tool of Satan* Yes — a complete dupe — and forever 
his prey. 

The faliSe prophet is painter, en|^ver, and carver 
for anti-Christ ; and does all bis work by magic — 
the image apeaks-<-what does it say — it commands 
all that' wiU not worship it shall be killed. .All-^vix.> 
both sfkiall and groat — rich and poor — free and bond- 
must receive a mark in their right hand, or in their 
fdrehead,'a^d the name of the beast, with the number 
of his naofte, or they shall not buy or sell. 

The prophet Habakuk beheld this master piece of 
Satan!; and his vision is the burden of the yoke of 
the cruel, mischietvoua, AssyHan of Isaiah and Micah. 
If we are now desifous to be taught, and willing to 
know now, (against time of need to know,) the value 
of the image represented in the Apocalypse, Haba- 
kuk can give us the true instruction ; and see= — he 
declares ** there is no breath [Life] at all in it." Now 
is the time to gain right knowledge ^onceifning the 
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crisis which is forcoifig, which all allow ia jhis time 
of reigning perplexity. Remember 1832 and 3 in 
our country. Were the schools attended, while 
Cholera raged in the article of death, without scarce 
the ceremony of a warning ? I am so convinced that 
the present doublful time* is better than any to sue 
ceed, till after the indignation is finished; i. e. no • 
better times will come, till worse are come and gmfi, 
that I cannot avoid warning in ihis way, weak, un- 
learned, and every way insufficient as I am to do it ; 
and my warning simply is, now believe^ that Jesjis 
Ciirist, our Blessed Lord and Saviour, is coming 
shortly,' to brnise the seryx't^t's Head, to "fight for 
Mount Zion, and the hill thereof'^ (Moriah) to judge 
His people^ — and convert His Nation-^to judge ihe- 
heathen — and infidel armies — to judge all the nations^ 
of tlie world-^to raise the fallen tabernacle of David. 
— restore the Law, and it in the hearts of the chiK* 
drcn of Israel — to establish His holy Govemmdnt' 
upon the throne of David, with judgment and with 
justice, and equity — to reign over the house of JacolM 
as their Prince forever — to reign in the Kingdom'of 
the Son of mail, (the Second Adam,) Loird o^ the- 
world, and worlds, tinlil the whole creation i« restor- 
ed~ the natural, and moral; or spiritual — the, vegetal- 
blc — animal — intelfeciual ; and bring every work of 
God back to its pfimitivc state, aii vert/ good: 
' And now, to submit emirely to God, vi^ho in Ghirist, 
is stfll,'lhe 6od of reconciliation, the God of patience^ 
— of Grace J mercy and pe&ce?^-wli6 iiearelh prayer 
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offered in Jesus' Name, which is ihe Way — the living 
Way of access, by the Spirit, into the holiest ; and 
that the entrance is by the cross, the Blood of the 
spotless Lamb. 

And to remember particularly that all holy pro- 
phecies of the Scriptures, that take a start from the re- 
surrection, and ascension of Jesus Christ the Lord, 
must not be considered as fully accomplished, until 
the consummation of iniquity, shall elicit His Glori- 
ous Epiphany, and Advent to judge — ^to leign — lore- 
store. 

Two objects are observable in the revelation of the 
man of sin. The first I shall here mention is spoken 
of in the last book of the New Testament of Jesus 
Christ. The first manifestation of the Beast is " ris- 
ini; up— out of the sea." A symbol is used to denote, . 
either a revolution, or some trouble and disturbance. 
** The sea and waves roaring," is one of the signs of 
the coming of the Son of man. The other object I 
propose to mention, is the '' standing up of a vile per- 
son, who Cometh in peaceably, and obtaineth the 
kingdom by flatteries." The beast out of the sea, in 
all his career is in character, the vile person that 
stands up. While I am reading the eleventh chapter 
of Daniel, my mind involuntarily embraces the testi- 
mony in the vision John saw, of the Beast out of the 
sea ; and then i come back to the first Epistle Gen- 
eral of John, and note the declaration that this is the 
anti-Chri$t that denieth the Father and the Son. I 
continue on, and read Paul's description of the man of 
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sin. I arrive at the fountain head of pro|>hecy divine 
— the solemn voice which hushed Genessaret's boil- 
ing lake, and called the legion out of the man, utters 
a warning that immediately concerns Jerusalem, so I 
return to Daniel, satisfied that the Royal Jew is the 
Master Key of all prophecy which concerns the times 
of the Gentiles ; and ih^t the visions of Daniel have 
for their mate at the time of the end, the holy Apoca- 
lypse of Jesus Christ, the King of Israel. 

At the same time, that I realize this union, I rather 
prefer Daniel in conference about anti-Messiah, be- 
cause of the immediate testimony of my Adorable 
Lord, who refers to Daniel as giving the, signal, of 
necessity, for the Judge to appear who shall settle the 
great controversy ; and this point must be establish- 
ed (or we cannot be wise as the crane or the swallow,) 
even that anti-Christ's mission is, to the people of 
Daniel — the Jews — therefore, he is not a Christian. 
He denies the Son, and hath not the Father ; for Je- 
sus Christ is the onlv begotten of the Father— anti- 
Christ denies the Father and the Son, and of course 
his blasphemy against God is rejection of the Holy 
Ghost, so, he is the Wild Bfeast, the Amiiial— en- 
dued with power for Satan's ebort time, and uses 
this power in the manner portrayed in Daniel's vision 
of the last end of the indignation. 

The signal is **the Abomination, &c.," and the es- 
cape of the remnant ii? followed by vengeance-*- !• to the 
height and depth of Satan^-s greftt wrath, by the Son 
of Destruction ; and 2. by the wraith of the L^Mfr. 
Balaam lookup his pftraUe at the sight, aiidtiaid^ 
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" Alas ! who shall live when God doeth tliis ?" Jere- 
miah exclaimed, " Alas ! for thai day is great, so that 
none is like it !'^ *' Behold the whirlwind of the 
Lord, &c.'' — ** it shall /a/Z with pain upon the Head 
of the wicked." David said — "the sons of Belial 
shall be all of them as briers and thorns, thrust away, 
because they cannot be taken with hands," — " aixi 
ihey shall be utterly burned with fire in the same 
place." David also beheld the remnant of his peo- 
ple, praying for mercy, and their cries entering into 
heaven, (*' his temple,") ** the earth is shaking and 
trembling," and the Lord descends — read 3 Sara. 22. 
At tlial time the earth shall no more cover her slain ; 
for the Judge gays, **bring my enemies before me." In 
the valley of Jehosophat, the Lord will judge. Qn 
the ihrone of David, He will Judge — and what a $ol- 
tmti judgment must that be, which is called the Lord's 
** strange work," — and ** strange act !" 

Daniel was infornf\ed jhat the wilful being, (who n 
the angel from the bottomless pit) " shall prosper till 
the indignation be accomplished ; for that that is de- 
termined shall be done." 

** That determined" work app^4rs to me as **iha 
oiJyeivil," (Sataf#'s power) $ulfer^d.,to pursue this 
manifefitation by anti-Christ, qs the la$t .efr9i't against 
** the joy set before -our Bles^d Sayiour which sus- 
tained His passion ;" and this iS| '' the redemption of 
the piuthased ppssae^ion, the p^^ise of Gqd u^ b^ 
inherited by man, restored i'rom ruin,,b5' iheSon.uf thq 
Blessed. Tlue groans of jcfcKtion ibr (jlieJjverapce' arq 
centred in tlie talsek aod lotwly hear^ oi iQ^\^r a^ 
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every prayer of the Spirit return* to God through 
Christ. for an. answer. Satan knows that prayer is 
dangerous to him, and tliereforc, he ennploys a man, 
to work his vfctk of prevention by secular power, thus 
to destroy as many as he can, by bringing them to 
worship an iGtiage, or otherwise to have them killed 
out of the way, that the God of Truth be no more 
menticMied upon earth. Either Satan vainly hopes to 
de:*troy God's election of people, or to tempt God, to 
destroy the elect land of their inheritance ; but the 
man of sin, to whom he delegates his ahthorily and 
power, knows nothing of these depths of his patron 
and master, anti-Christ is as much deluded as he is, 
the ** Strong Delusion." In his acts by the false 
prophet, may be discerned the mire and dirt of a 
troubled sea (for his whole reign is to be full of trou' 
ble) and in the heiglu of his conquests, and shameful 
glory, he is worried by tidings fronoi the east, and 
north, so true is God's word in every dispensation, 
** There shall be no peace to the wicked.'* The 
devil can never cease to be a tormentor, u*iiil after 
this work is ended — this reign which brings the 
Strong Angel to bind and imprison him ; and I think 
his wrath increases as he discovers that anti-Christ 
fails to destroy that praying remnant, so he leaves 
him room to worry, that he m^y rage the more, for 
lo ! he no sooner hears the fearful tidings than he 
rushes forth with great fury to destroy, and alas I is 
permitted " utterly to make aWay many." 

"All the world is wondering after hii;n." "Who 
is like unto the Beast ?" " Who is able to make war 
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with him ?** He plants the tabernacles of his palace, 
between the seas, in the glorious holy mounuin ; and 
nothing appears to mar bis pride, but the two wit- 
nesses, who prophecy in sackcloth. Anti-Christ seems 
to be unable to make war against them, while they 
■continue their testimony ; but when their testimony, 
is finished, he kills them ; and their death appears to 
crown his victories ; for it is written that they that 
dwell upon the earth (Canaan) rejoice and makenaer- 
ry, and send gifts to one another, as at ihfe feast of 
Purim, because these two prophets are dead — of 
course, great praise is given to the Beast that kill- 
ed them. — Little do they imagine, that three days and 
a half is the term of this triumph ! How soon is their 
mirth disturlJed, by the circumstance of Apollyon's 
confession that he has received ominous tidings ; and 
from two points east, and north. They must follow 
him still however, .being sealed over to destruction, as 
filthy by touch of the unclean thing, the mark — the 
image and number— as unjust on account of confess- 
ing to him that he is God. They are represented as 
very numerous in their going forth to fight against the 
Lamb — at the last, when their Leader, and his coad- 
jutor, the false prophet, are taken and cast into the 
lake of fire, they are mentioned as a remnant, and are 
slain by command, that is by the sword of the King 
of kings, and Lord of lords. 

How plain, how perfectly plain is the victory of 
the Lamb over the Beast, connected with the return 
of Zion's long captivity. See first rn the twelfth chap* 
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ter of Daniel. **_ At that lime (whciblhe rite perton ^ 
IS ciMno to bis end) Uiy jieople shall bef delivered, 
every ocie ihat shall be found ^riUen in the Book." 
See Rev. seventh chapter ; and Rev* fotftrteenth 
chai^t. See the hkUB standing upon Mountain.

fofciheads. And what is that N^me 1 I ansiter, '' The

der hifi wings. The yoke of satan falU from off 
them, and his burden departs, for the sanctuary is 
cleansed. '^ What shall be tidings of the messen- 
gers of the nation T " That the Lord hath founded 
Zion, and the poor of His people trust in it.'* Spe^ 
cial references to the 24, 32, 34, 35, 41, 43, 44, chap- 
ters ; also read the 13 — 26 verses of chapter 49 ; and 
note the words, '' the children which thou shalt bare 
after thou hast lost the other,** &c- — v. 20 compare 
with " the consumption decreed shall overflow with 
righteousness" — compare with the thirteenth verse of 
the 111th chapter; and this, with our Lord's para* 
ble of the grain of mustard seed (mustard seed is 
very strong) and note the expressions, " godly seed.*' 
— Malachi 2:15. 

Zephaniah who commences his testimony **by th^ 
word of the Lord," with the judgments, concludes 
with the victory of Zion ; and says that when the 
Lord hath cast out her enemy, " the King of Israel, 
even the Lord, is in her midst, that He will save. 
He will rest in His love— (I have loved thee from 
everlasting) He^ will make her a name and a praise, 
among all people of the earth, in the day of his turn- 
ing her captivity." 

Joel is full of the restoration ; and this prophet be- 
held in vision, a battle, and judgment in the valley of 
Jehosaphat — this, withEzekiel, shows us, the fate of 
Gog and all his multitude. The northern army will 
be driven away into a land barren and desolate, &c. 

Obadiah saw in his vision, the deliverance upon 
8 
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Mount Zion, ia the day of the Lord, when Eeau i« 
destroyed ; and closes with these words — ** the King- 
dom shall be the Lord's." 

Micah's testimony " by the word of the Lord," 
opens with the terrors of the Great Day, and con- 
cludes with the fuliilinent of God's immutable oath, 
addressed to God, See the last verse of the book. 

Nahum begins and ends with judgment upon Zion's 
enemy, and speaks of Jacob's sins; but in the midst 
of wrath, the Elkorite (hardness of God) breaks forth 
thus, " Behold upon the mountains, the feet of Him 
that bringeth good tidings, that publisheth peace. O ! 
Judah keep thy solemn feasts — perform thy vows ; 
for the Wicked shall no more pass through thee. He 
is utterly cut off." 

The destruction of anti-Christ,, which is the fulfil* 
ment of the first Article exhibited to our view in the 
roll of original holy prophecy, (see Gen. 3,) is the 
entire end df the times of the Gentiles. Daniel was 
entrusted with the secret of the famous dream which 
so troubled the king of Babylon, that his sleep brake 
from him ; and he assembled all the magicians, sor- 
cerers, and astrologers, and the Chaldeans in his 
realm ** for to shew the king his dreams." And 
when they were assembled, it seems, that all Nebu- 
chadnezzar could say, was, that he had dreamed a 
dreami and his spirit was troubled to know the dream. 
He therefore required that the dream, and its inter- 
pretation should be represented to him. " Daniel 
had understanding in all visions and dreams." He 
therefore, by faith assured Nebuchadnezzar that ho 
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would shew the interpretation. In answer to pr&y- 
er (not by studying the stars— not by consultiifg faai* 
iliar spirits— not by magic— or worldly science) yes 
in answer to prayer^ addressed to the God of hearea, 
Daniel had the revelation in a night yision ; and be 
said, *^ Blessed be the Name of the God of heavea** 
-Hnark that, the Name, &c. 
Blessed be the Name of the God of hearen forerer 

and ever. 
For wisdom and might are His : 
And he changeth the times and seasons. 
He removeth kings — And setteth up kings. 
He revealeth the deep and secret things, 
He knoweth what is in the darkness, 
And the Light dwelleth with Him.^' 

Thus armed with fieuth, sustained by prayer, and 
filled with praise, Daniel the Hebrew, boldly declared 
to the king of Babylon, that the God of Heaven was 
making known to him, even to the king Nebuchad- 
nezzar (i. e. sorrows of judgment) '^ what should be 
in the latter days." See 2 c. 28 v. Daniel coii^ 
vinced the first monarch of the Gentiles (in their 
times, that involve the whole vision of judgment 
which concerned the trangression of Desolation) that 
the God of the Hebrews, was the God of gods, and 
Lord of kings. 

Nebuchadnezzar doubtless believed that the great 
Grod of Daniel had made known to him, by Daniel, 
^ what should come to pass hereafter." How much, 
of that testimony has come to pass — the kingdom^ol 
the Gentiles, passed from Babylon to Media Persiii — 



dmi to the Gfeciancl — and last to Rome'— the last are 
kgB", feet^ Mid toea. 

Nebuchadnezzar bad seen the end of all Gentile 
sinty« He beheld a Stone ctit out without hands» fall 
mMmAy^ or smote the feet, and brake them to pieces. 
Then' the whole composition of Gentile Domiriion: 
was destroyed together, and became like the chaff 
of the summer threshing-floors, and the wind carried 
them away, that «o place was found for them, and 
the stone that smote became a great mountain and 
filled the whole earth. I say Nebuchadnezzar, thd 
head, saw even the present condition of the toes of 
the feet — ^partly strong — and partly broken— and so on 
to the " grinding to powder** — And what beside this 
utter destruction of the image ? Burning up the 
ilvhole world ?— No such thing. He was shewn the 
setting up the kingdom of God. This kingdom is 
liKinded in Zion, and Christ, the chief corner stone>^ 
10 brought forth with shoutings, of grace, grace, the 
Head Stone of the corner. The stone of stumbling 
(Christ in lowliness, poverty, and death) the rock of 
C^kxxe (Christ risen, ascended, glorified) becomes to 
Israel ^^ the chiefest among ten thousand and the one 
altogether lovely." 

There can be no reasonable objection presented 
against the literal fulfilment of Nebuchadnezzar's 
&eam as explicated by Daniel in the interpretation 
l&ei^eof, which the prophet received in a night vision 
from the God of Heaven. The Book that is entitled 
^ The Book of Daniel (i. e. Judgment of God) }9 en* 
rolled by the chosen people, unto this day, in their 
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»acred canon of Scriptures given by Divine Inspira- 
tion ; and every copy of the Bible, translated if^o thQ 
languages of the Gentiles, contains this precious 
Book of the Judgment of God, which concerns the 
whole vision of setting up, and putting down of Gen: 
tile Dominion in this lower world. It is v^ry striking 
(at least to my poor mind, worried as it is for a peo? 
ple that may not desirerine to worry for them,) how 
remarkably Nebuchadnezzar becomes a type of the 
false prophet in setting up an image in the plain of 
Dura (now called Bagdad) which he dedicated to an 
imaginary Deity, and commanded all people, nations, 
and languages to worship, or they must be cast into 
the midst of a burning fiery furnace* What an imaget! 
if the cubit of N. was only half a yard, then this 
image was thirty yards, or ninety feet in height, and 
was golden, i. e. gilded with gold. The length and 
breadth of this image, are very unequal. It appears 
the chief concern of its proud maker to ascend, rath- 
er than to spread. Again, in the reckless pride, and 
impenitence of N. may be discerned the condition of 
his anti-type at the time of the end ; and in his sud- 
den fall, and fearful punishment, he is a type (I think) 
of the state (which is, exile from the presence of the 
saints, and entire destitution of reason,) of mystical 
Babylon in the great Day of the Lord. I am taught 
this, by Daniel's declarations in the interpretation he 
gave to Nebuchadnezzar of the king's second fearful 
dream. I believe that seven times shall pass over 
the same characters as N. representa in the height 
8* 
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(rf his self-exaltatiort— times of disgrace, and misery 
—and if required to use greater plainness, I ean add, 
that it is my belief, that the nations, (now called 
Christian,) winch are interested in the legs, feet, and 
toes, will be outcasts from the Blessed Kingdom, re* 
presented to Daniel by ** a dream and vision of his 
head," which he had in the third year of the infidel 
king of Babylon, even Belshazzar (i. e. Master of the 
treasure) who was a type of the vile person of Daniel, 
die man of sin of Paul — ^and the anti-Christ of John— 
and will thus be judged till seven times expire — if these 
times are determined like Israel's punishment, i.e. 
wandering in the wilderness forty years, for their evil 
report of the holy Land, then the term of four hun- 
dred and ninety years revolve on the mystic Baby- 
lon, in a state of wretched prostration and woe, under 
the sound of the seventh trumpet lyhich continues to 
sound until the mystery of God (Judgment by Jesus 
Christ,) shall be finished. The extent of this Baby- 
lon of nations, I think, is to all nations, now called 
Cluristian, because Nebuchadnezzar was the head of 
Gentile dominions — so you see, my reader, I admit 
of no other restricted application of the sound 
of the seventh trumpet which is the third woe, 
dian to the Lord's border upon his footstool.* This 
trumpet has no woe for Israel — nor for Israel's 
covenant soil ; but (as I read the hofy Scripture) in 

* << The Land is iaine"--Canaan— the lot of Israel's inheri- 
ta&ce. 
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all the continuatioii of the whirlwind of the Lord^ 
from the end of the second woe^ through all the third » 
Israel is at rest — all the families of the remnants of 
Jacob, Israel, Zion, Judah, and Joseph, are pardoi\ed 
in the reserve of God's special election of grace — 
*' they shall feed and lie down and none shall make 
them afraid ;" for it is decreed, that they shall pot 
do iniquity, nor speak lies — neitlier shall a deceitful 
tongue be found in their mouth, for — they follow the 
Lamb, in their sealed state — therefore safety and 
bliss are permanently theirs, and to them remaineth the 
keeping of a Sabbath, of which Rest — or Day of Rest, 
Christ is the Lord. 

These things to me are welcome, blessed, glorious 
realities, I can thank the God of heaven for my be- 
lief of them. I hail the righteous judgments of the 
Eternal, and (Blessed be He) His word shall never 
return void of complete fulfilment, in which the honor 
of my only Hope, Jesus, the image of the invisible 
God, is declared ; and the declarative glory of God 
the Spirit, is freed from the shame which Christ on 
the cross endured ; for this one fact is immutably fixed 
in God's purposes, that Judgment, all judgment shall 
return unto righteousness, and the meaning of His 
decrees shall be displayed, to the end that his origi- 
nal commendation of all the works of His power, 
may be pronounced, when the earth. His footstool is 
made glorious, and filled with His praise. 

In this light, I can see, as in a glass, the perfect 
beauty of Christianity ; and to me these truths reflect 
the glory of God, in the face of Jesus Christ at His 
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second advent, when He shall be glorified in the midst 
of Israel, and be sanctified in thein. Any spirit that 
dictates a testimony contrary to this, I think, is the 
original spirit of Esau — the spirit of anti-Christ — ^the 
spirit of Gentilism. The latter means destitution of 
the faith, or law of God. Now I refer to the decision 
of truth, for belief concerning these great, and sacr^i 
matters. " To the law, and to the prophets, every 
jot, and every tittle whereof must be fulfilled." 

I believe that the word of the hoRD, by Ezekiel, as 
recorded in the twentieth chapter of his " visions of 
God," and the thirty-fourth and to the end of the 
thirty-eighth verses inclusive, will be fulfilled literal- 
ly, and by Christ. Yes. He is that Prophet who 
will bring the children of Israel itito the wilderness, 
**and there He will plead with them, face to face." 
See the 36 — 38 verses also. They must all pass 
under the rod, and thus be brought into the bond of 
the covenant ; and they shall know, that Christ is the 
Lord. My belief in the literal fulfilment of this pro- 
phecy, is connected both with the law spoken by 
Moses, and the gospel preached by Peter. See 
Deut. 18 ; 16, and Acts 3 : 22 ; and that faith which 
establishes the Law, and glorifies the Gospel, I can 
rest upon, and devoutly pray. Lord increase it, that 
all the powers of my soul may lodge in the branches 
thereof. This faith in the gospel of the kingdom, is 
the shield by which all the fiery darts of the Wicked 
are quenched. How awful is the exposure of way- 
side hearers in these days of perplexity, because they 
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do AoC understand the Word of God, either in the 
La«v>,by the prophets, Hie dear SoDi or the Apostles 
ef the Lamb ! 

It may be asked, what remains for christians, if the 
promises are only given to the ancient people, in the 
restoration. It is very plain in the Scriptures, thai 
the Lord Jesus Christ has been pleased to take from 
among the Gentiles, a people for His Name ; and 
that this work of sovereign mercy commencing with 
Cornelius, has continued to our day ; and will not 
cease until a falling away shall be elicited by the re- 
velation of that Wicked, who will govern the present' 
kingdoms of the world, in such a way, that the Spirit 
of God ceases to strive for any farther possession of 
the Age. The righteous are sealed righteous — the 
holy are sealed holy. The unjust are sealed unjust 
— the filthy are sealed filthy ; and then Christ says, 
*^ Behold I come quickly, and my reward is with me, 
-to give every man according as his work sliall be." — 
Now I believe, that Christ at His second advent, is 
united visibly to His own people ; and spiritually, (in 
His Verified body,) to the church brought to Him, by 
the Holy Ghost in the ministry of His gospel of sal- 
vation, which is the word of reconciliation ; and that 
this church is Onb (in faith while on probation) in 
praise, at His coming ; and they live and reign with 
Christ a thousand years. This church I suppose 
commenced with Eve, and Abel is the first martyr — 
this church continued unto the flood — and Enoch was 
the first translated. At the flood) this church was 
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saved in the Ark ; and in the new worid Noah was 
the first prophet of the church ; and He Blessed the 
Lord God of Shem. And God established with 
Noah and his sons, His covenant for the safety of the 
earth, that it should not be destroyed a second time 
by water. And what do we see next? The build- 
ing of a city, with a tower to reach to heaven. This 
last is a marked type of anti-Christ ; and Babylon of 
his evil kingdom. Abraham was then chosen, to con- 
tinue the chuich, and to him was promised, that in 
his seed (which is Christ) should all the families of 
the earth be blessed. To Abraham also was pro- 
mised earthly blessing ; and God gave him a son by 
Sarah, his true wife, in whom the promised seed 
should be called. With Isaac and Rebecca the cove- 
nant was made also of earthly blessing ; and after- 
ward with Jacob and Rachel — and then with all the 
children of Israel in the wilderness. With David the 
kingly covenant was made ; and it has been sealed to 
the day of glory by the resurrection of Christ from 
the dead. From Abraham and Sarah continued the 
church, through every age, and faith in Christ, the 
promised seed, was ever its shield. The church ga« 
thered a host of martyrs on its way through the Law 
and prophets. It has gained another company of 
martyrs under the banner of the cross ; and I believe 
a third will be added in the reign of anti-Christ, that 
may more than double the ranks. In the reign of 
Blessedness the ancient chureh is restored, and made 
glorious as an army with banners. She comes tip 
out of the wilderness, the beautiful Rebecca, fair as 
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the moon, and clear as the sun* She is espoused to 
her true Beloved, the Lord, find will call Him Ishi, 
which is, " My Salvation." To this church, the 
Gentiles will come, after the seven times pass over 
them. In the history of Ruth, is seen their calling 
at first. In the history of Jezebel their great revolt, 
and consequent fate. But for the sake of that cove- 
nant, which is everlasting, in which Christ is given for 
a light to the Gentiles, that He shall be God's salva- 
tion Unto the end of the earth, Zion will have pos- 
session of the remnant of Edom, and of all the Gen- 
tiles, upon whom my Name is called, saiih the Lord. 
When Zion is shining in Christ lier everlasting Light, 
and the dayi^ of her mourning are ended, so that all 
former troubles are forgotten in present bliss, when 
her people are all righteous, and inherit their land 
forever, when Zion's walls are called Salvation, 
and her gates Praise, then shall the Gentiles be 
called to behold her Light, and kings shall come 
to the brightness of her rising. But — I do not say, 
that they shall advance, any higher than to be ser- 
vients and handmaids of the Lord, for service to the 
sons and daughters of His beloved Zion, in the 
reign of Blessednei^s, and as to the other state, the 
marriage of the Land, which I believe takes place in 
the new heavens and earth, and is the translation of 
Jerusalem the new, the beloved city, 1 see theretrue 
tokens of the precedence in glory of the children of 
Israel, for the names of the twelve Apostles are in- 
scribed in the foundations of her walls, and upon her 
gates of pearl are written the names of the tiyelve 
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Iribes of the children of Israel. Gro back to JBBekiel, 
;iirfK) received from the Lord God, the vision of the 
city that shall be called Jehovah Shammah ; and see 
that it is to be built for that people v?ho are constituted 
proprietors of the gates, east and west, north and 
south. Now is it not perfectly satisfactory. to rest 
assured, that even in the Name of that city is invested 
our Peace, for the Lord is there ? How careful 
should we read the holy proj^ecies that relate to His 
glory ! How jealous of our own weakness in the 
comprehension of those prophecies ! How earnest 
our prayers for the teaching and guidance of the 
Spirit of truth which moved Holy men of God to 
write them ! It is not for ns to say, *' how can these 
things be," at the end of any verse, or chapter of 
Divine prophecy. If any of God's words sound 
strange and hard in our ears, it is because we are 
estranged in our minds from Him — our foolish hearts 
are darkened, our eyes too heavy to see in His 
light the light of His truth, our ears too dull to 
receive the testimony of Jesus, which is the soul of 
prophecy, for prophecy is the true record which God 
hath given of His dear Son. "No prophecy of the 
iKjripture is of any pfivate interpretation," It is no 
cunningly devised fable. Every particle is open truth 
in the fulfilment; and even, as our own history is 
unknown to us, till events take place, and these are 
more clearly seen in retrospect, jso, and much more 
•are the deep thoughts, i. e. purposes or intentions of 
the Almighty Creator of all things,) clearly under- 
stood in their accomplishment. The feyored few at

this day, ivho see any thing at all of God's things in 
His Light, ivhich is our Light, even Jesus Christ the 
Lord of glory, see through a glass darkly ; for th^ 
glass being this pure and holy gospel of the king- 
dom of God, except our bodies «re full of light, har*- 
ing no part dark, our vision cannot be clear, there«- 
fore we are not in a state to opine concerning Godts 
order in the great work of Redemption by the Mmi 
Christ Jesus our Lord. ''Have faith in Gop,** 
commanded the Blessed Lamb, when Peter exclaim- 
ed, ''Master behold the fig tree which thou cursedAt 
is withered away." Peter heard the Lord say, no 
fruit grow on thee, &c.— but he did not believe the 
literality of His words, and that his own eyes should 
so soon behold their accomplishment, in the dead 
state of the barren fig tree. Neither did Peter be- 
lieve the assertion of the Blessed One (which was it 
prophecy of a certainty, as the other was a prophetip 
curse) that came from those sacred lips, on their way 
from Galilee to the holy City, "Behold we go uplo 
Jerusalem, and the Son of man shall be delivered 
unto the chief priests, and unto the scribes, and they 
shall condemn him to deaths and shall deliver Him 
to the Gentiles, 

And they shall mock Him, 

And shall spit upon Him, 

And shall kill Him, 

And the third day he shall rise again.'- 

Previous to the delivery of this awful prophecy, 

the twelve (it is written,) were amased^-and afraid

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— the cause they did not know ; for even after He 
bad spoken, they understood not, th^t they were now 
accompanying their bdoved Master to Jerusalem for 
the last time, and that within six days, their Shep« 
herd would be smitten and die. Now it is plain to 
me^ that the Apostles being destitute of the mover 
of prophecy, in their own souls» the thought that they 
must lose «uch a friend, impelled them to wonder, 
murmur, and say, " Not so — that be far from thee 
Lord" — for, far off be the day of thy deaUi- So dar^ 
weak Cbrisiians now, in these days, experience 
similar dread, and give way to the same unbelief. 
Tl^ ideas of a majority of the people are now.flow- 
ing in one current of dre^d that a crisis is near — 
great events are at the door— &c., but — tell them 
that the crisis is, the time of the end of Gentile 
power— that the last anti-Christ, and his horrible 
reign, will usher upon this generation the dreadfcd 
judgment of the Great Day of the Lordi and that io^ 
mediately after this tribulation, the G^ory of the Lion 
of Judah, will be exhibited in the restoration of the 
twelve tribes of Israel, &c. dcc^ — and they shrink 
from the belief that such things can be in our day; 
for they are not willing ; and beside this, many dare 
assert, that prophecy has been fulfilled ; and some 
that prophecy is not to come to pass as it is wriitefly 
but will be spiritually fulfilled — but not yet.« 

Alas ! how sad is the case too^ that even tbo very 
small flock of kingdom beUevers, are no divided upon 
the great subjects contained in the holy Roll of pro- 
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pliecy, (particularly, the dreadful time, times and 
half time — ) that instead of strengthening each other 
in the Lord, they rather strengthen the anti-Literalist 
multitude in unbelief of the truth as it is in Jesus, 
whose birth day in Bethlehem was celebrated by a 
host of holy angels, on account of Gabriers procla- 
mation, that Jesus, ("a Saviour") is Christ (the 
'Anointed) Jehovah. At the Advent of the ftoly 
Ghost in form of cloven tongues as of fire, which 
scene foreshadows the coming up out of the wilder- 
ness, leaning on her David (Beloved) under the ma- 
jestic sounds of the Seventh trumpet ("Alleluia for 
the Lord God omnipotent reigneth^') believers in the 
cross, were believers in the Glory, as portrayed by 
Gabriel in the message he delivered to the Blessed 
Virgin at Nazareth ; and this cannot be denied, be- 
cause it is written, "they were all of one heart, and 
of one soul." Now the soul of man (and of all 
Ood^s creation, man only has a soul) is allowed to 
be the substance that originates thought, and from 
thought is deduced reasoniujg, from reasoning, desire, 
from desire intention, from intention action, and by 
the latter, man, (in both his sexes) is to be judged. 
As to the heart, it is in the midst ; and is the seat of 
government. Satan's seat in the fall — Christ^s seat 
in the restoration, so it is written — 1. See our Lord^s 
account of the first ; apd PauPs account of the last 
— *"with the heart man believeth unto righteousness, 
and with the mouth confession is made unto Salva- 
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tioB." The Church that was blest by the mouth of 
her risen Prophet, her ascending Priest, her Com- 
ing King, was taught from her birth at Jerusalem, 
that she was there at home — ^that by the sacred oath 
of God, the throne of David, was reserved for Christ ; 
and that flaming cherubims being placed at the gates 
of Eden, to guard the Tree of Life, the soil chosen 
by the God of Israel, i^ holy in Him, as the place of 
"the throne of the Glory — of — The Son of man— 
the second Adam — the Lord from Heaven — the last 
Adam — a quickening Spirit— the Original of immor- 
tality, dwelling in Light, the image of the invisible 
God, in whose tabernacle, (the raised body of Je- 
sus,) Zion shall behold her Deliverer, and Israel her 
Praise. Thus taught by the Messengers of the Holy 
Ghost, the Church spoke one language — the pure 
language of Heaven, which Gabriel had used in 
celestial song, "Glory to God in the highest, upon 
earth peace, good will toward men." The first min- 
isters of the christian church, that was sealed by the 
God of Hosts, at Jerusalem, after Jesus had gone 
into heaven, were in sacred fellowship with the angel 
<rf the Lord, for they continued his testimony, that 
Jesus is the heir to David's throne; and when Peter 
(by faithfully declaring the return of his Lord and 
Master in times of restitution spoken by God, and 
that there is no other name but "Jesus Christ of 
Nazareth," that can save) was put in "the common 
prison," with the other apostles, this angel came by 
i^ight— opened the prison doors — brought them forth. 
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and said, ^^60, stand and speak ia the temple» to the 
people all the words of diis Life." It was this mira- 
cle, that caused even Caiphas, the high priest, to 
doubt 'thereunto these things would grow ;" and 
then Peter's boldness, and the firmness of all the 
apostles, affected Gamaliel, a learned Doctor of the 
law, and high in reputation for piety, so that he warn- 
ed die council of the Sanhedrim to take heed to their 
intentions concerning these men, lest they should be 
•found at last, fighting against God." If Gamaliel 
believed nothing more, he certainly believed that 
there was a jMrobabilily that the work was divine. 

How majestic the oipder of the church, in the re- 
ception of the Gentiles. The chosen people had 
agreed in all their councils, to reject Christ. Christ 
must have a people for His namer— that prayers might 
be offered for the restoration of the nation that had 
rejected him. The Jews were considered as dead, 
and in their graves. They are dead in Christ, how- 
ever; therefore, the breaking off is not forever, since 
He that is their root, liveth by the power of God. 

But O ! what a contrast is visible between the two 
outward bodies, called Christian. The Jewish Chris- 
tian church in A. D. 33, and onwsurd ; and the Chris- 
tian church of the Gentiles, from A. D. 360 to 1843. 

At this day, what a spectre do we behold, if nomi- 
nal Christianity is permitted a place in contradistinc- 
tion from Judaism, and from paganism.

Alter the Church of England and Ireland, there 
may be numbered nearly one thousand different 
Names, (if the terms, English Baptist, German Bap-, 
tist. Freewill Baptist, Christian Baptist, and about 
four beside. Mormons bringing up the rear — ^then, the 
Presbyterian Church of Scotland — the Dutch Re- 
formed — ^the Presbyterian Church in this country, two 
dty]8i<ms. Old and New — ^the Lutheran*— rthe German. 
Reformed-^the Methodist Episcopal — Protestant 
— Primitive — Quakers — Orthodox — ^Hicksite — if the 
terms in their dtrisions, as well as their secessions, 
be allowed,) — ^which claim the title Church of Christ, 
each of them, as well as the others, only Rome open- 
ly declares her infallibility, with a visible Head, the 
Pope. 

I cannot proceed in representing a List of Names. 
Miss Hannah Adams has performed this labour ; and 
I think gives as many as there are days in the year. 
Blessed Jesus ! Is not this confusion, the result of 
the falling away from Thee, the Royal Stem of 
Jbssb, the Immortal Jew, the Morning Star of Israeir 
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and Jerusalem's Great King 7 Is it npt coafusion^ 
when even Ae sacred ordinances ctf Christ, are sub- 
jecis of dispute, and the holy doctrines of His cross, 
are prostrated to Mammon, the God of this age ? 
Cjeader — I am a woman — weak~oki — ^and poor. 
I aoft nothing, and have nothing in this life, of this 
age, that is honored under the sun ; but, there trem- 
bles in my desolate breast a captive and exile, that in 
her chains can boast of liberty, and in banishment 
shout '' sweet home." It is the soul, an immortal 
substance — aprisoner of hope, a subject of grace, for 
another worl^-one breath is the probation of this 
prisoner— this expires, an4 another, and it is gone — 
the soul looJLS back ; she sees that infancy, child- 
hood, youth, and meridian, are gone breath by breath> 
pulse by pulse, and this brief probation, in human old 
age, is still allotted to me for some purpose of Him 
unto whom belong the issues from death ; and, with 
the entire belief that the foregoing pages are Urue» 
and that the falling away is universal — that the temp^ 
atton the provocation of this proud age, is wakening 
up the wrath of the Lamb, and winding up the watch 
of. the Gentile times, too fast for the spring of alt 
man-made religion, which has nothing to do with 
Paul's Gospel standard for the wild olive — even faith 
— with this belief, I am very sure there is no mixture 
of fear of men and devils, with the awe and dread I 
experience concerning the near approach, the usher* 
ing in of that Day of the Son of man, which is oecu* 
pied in part by His Opposer, and in part by the awful 
judgments of the Lord God ; for it is certain that the 
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trumpet of the second woe, from its loudest blast in 
the dreadful half time of the Beast, when his men 
shall be so tormented as to seek death, but shall not 
find it, neither can they repent of the enormous crimes 
they commit under his reign, such as murder, sor- 
ceries, fornication, and thefts. We may know why 
the last year, (the fourth) is interrupted ; for the 
slaying of the two witnesses, extinguishes the light 
of faith. The two sons of oil, that stand by the God 
of the whole earth, are slain in the street (the market 
place) of the great city where our Lord was crucified 
— with their death the testimony of truth expires — 
there are none to take their place — there is no after 
testimony of Jesus, the soul of prophecy — A horrible 
triumph is suffered on the side of Satan — too, too 
awful is that scene. But hark ! — a voice is sounding 
as when a lion roareth. It is the rainbow Angel. He 
swears by Him that liveth forever and ever, there 
shall be time no longer. He mounts the white horse, 
and heaven is opened to reveal him, •* the Faithful 
and True, that in righteousness He doth judge and 
make war. Out of hid mouth goeth a sharp sword, 
that with it He should smite the nations, whom He 
ruleth with a rod of iron, in the day when He tread- 
eth the wine press of the fierceness and wrath of A.U 
mighty God." 

These things are written in the Holy Book of God. 
Shall they not make us afraid", upon whom the end 
of the Gentile Days^ are come ? Ah ! how few are 
the names, tb«f subscribe to this present truth ; and 
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these how scattered in their sentiments from each 
other. Those who are most decided and faithful, 
seem to be like outcasts, and as they appear to stand 
between the Christian and the Jew, praying that the 
last might see in Jesus his salvation, and the other 
might behold in the Bethlehem manger, Christ the 
King of Zion, both reproach his zeal — and both are 
likely to mock at his sorrow. 

Precious Believers in the literal accomplishment of 
all the original, holy, prophecies, from their stern 
opening in the garden of Eden, to the last sound of 
them in the Isle called Patmos, I inlreat your candid 
attention to the following questions, proposed as it 
were into each of our souls, as inquiry that involves 
our boldness in the day of judgment. 

By what Influence have our minds been stirred up 
to remember the sayings of God, while thousands 
who practice the reading of holy scripture, con- 
fess no literality to the sacred Oaths of the great God 
of heaven and earth, that the personal Presence of 
Jesus Christ upon David^s throne is their confirma-* 
tion, and His Praise ? 

Passing along through files of apparently seconda- 
ry causes, does not a minute search bring evidence, 
that the Holy Influence of that most blessed prayer^ 
recorded in the Gospel of John, 

" Sanctify them through thy truth, 
" Thy woid is truth," 
has reached even to us, weak and poor as we are, 
for see the characters of the prayed for ones then on 
probation here below : 
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" They are not of the world (the age) 

'' Even as I am iiol of the world" (the age.) 

Now read the twentieth verse : 

" Neither pray I for these alone, 

" But for them also that shall believe on me through 
their word." 

Read the first clause of the twenty-first verse— 
" That they all may be one." 

The Blessed Lamb prayed first for Himself, to the 
end that we may be sanctified through the truth ; and 
He said to the Father, "Thy word is truth." 

What hath God spoken ? 

What is his oath to Abraham ? 

What his oath to David ? 

What the decree ? 

Is it not most delightful to trace our belief in the 
sure foundations of God's everlastingKingdom, to the 
prayer of our Saviour, which He oflFered up at the 
close of His instituted communion, the Sacrament of 
His body and blood, by the use of symbols expres- 
sive of the end of the Law, He being the* Shew 
Bread, and Wine Offering, as well as the Lamb ? 

Are we not set apart from this age, in our belief of 
the speedy, personal return of our Saviour, Jesus 
Christ the Lord, to sit on David's throne ? 

*' Who maketh us to differ" from the majority of 
professing Christians of this age ? What have we 
of light an4 truth, that has not come to us through

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the tender mercy of our God^ M^hereby the Day 
Spring from op high hath visited our souls, to guide 
our understanding in the way that leadeth unto Life ? 

Is it not marvellous Grace which hath inducted 
our belief concerning the original object of the mani- 
festation of the Son of God, (even to destroy the 
works of the Devil — Death and the Grave—) into 
the Glory of His personal reign upon David's throne* 
making us thereby meet to be partakers of the inheri- 
tance of the saints in light, even partakers of Christ, 
(Messiah) if we hold the beginning of our confidence 
steadfast unto the end ! 

Can we hold our peace, at this time of " wrong 
judgment," " slacking [of the Law" (of prophecy — 
Literality) " scoffing at the promise of His coming," 
and " turning the things of God upside down," quot- 
ing to God's Words for proof that He destroys His 
own Oath-bound Covenant, and yet expect that we 
shall have boldness in the day of Judgment ? 

Let us look at the picture of that Day, as it was 
exhibited to the evangelic prophet, and to the belov- 
ed apostle John ; and enquire ** who shall be able to 
stand ?" His Revelation " is in flaming fire" — Not 
in fire to destroy the earth, as though it was the 
guilty criminal — but to burn up the lares that witness 
to its ancient curse — to consume the sinners out of 
the earth, and crush the wicked forever. Who shall 
be able to stand, in the trial of that Day (and it hast- 
eth greatly in this our time — as Christians it is our 
time—). Is it not the class which Jesus confesses ' 
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then before the Patter ? What is the praise of that 
class ? Is it'not written in Matt. 10, and Luke 12; 
and did not the Great apostle Paul witness to the 
same concerning the crown of righteousness ? Must 
^e not confess that the babe in tlie manger is the 
heir to David's throne ? that the Man Christ Jesus^ 
is the Righteous Branch from the Root of David, 
that will come in the clouds, descend to the earth, 
and sit upon that throne ? Is there a true confession 
of " the Son of man," where this article is wanting 
<• Jesus of Nazareth the King of the Jews ?" It was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek — and Latin, and fas- 
tened to His cross. If we look at the crosiS, we be* 
hold the title of our Saviour. If we turn our eyes 
away from the cross of Christ, where can we look 
for a propitiation of our sins ? Mary Magdalene 
went to the tomb to look for Him, that bore the cross^ 
that was fastened thereon — and there died the Just 
, for the unjust. Her. faith survived the death groan 
of the slain Lamb— and she had confessed Him, by 
watching His Cross, till His body was taken down-^ 
by a Jew — wrapped in fine linen— and laid in a 
sepulchre that was hewn in stone, wherein never man 
before was laid. And that day was the day of pre- 
paration—God had provided Himself a Lamb. Mary 
Magdalene, with her holy sisters in the faith of Je« 
sus, beheld the sepulchre, and how the body was 
laid. The great Stone (the figure of that cold, heavy 
heart of unbelief. See Ezekiel 36 : 26) was set 
against the door of Jesus' tent— that stone was seal- 
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ed by the chief priests and the Pharisees. That seal 
bore the tesrtimony and witness that Jesus of Nazar- 
eth was laid within— The King of the Jews is dead 
and buried— The Lord of the Sabbath is at rest. 
Not one bone is broken — for He yielded up the Ghost 
in season to keep His rest. No man but Jesus could 
ever do this .thing. He resigned his breath as man, 
by the power that originated His Birth into this 
world ; and is entombed as " Jesus of Nazareth, the 
King of the Jews." 

Mary Magdalene cared no more for that great 
Stone, and the seal, than the angel that cried out in 
view of the anti-Christ, " Who art thou, O Great 
Mountain" — She rested over the Sabbath, and very 
early in.ihe morning of the first day of the week came 
to the sepulchre, with her two confidential, holy sis- 
ters, (and Luke states " certain others with them"*) 
bringing sweet spices to anoint the body of Jesus. 
Ah ! my Dear Mary Magdalene, this was not neces- 
sary. That body was. anointed once, previous to its 
exaltation upon the throne spoken for it by the Jews, 
and to which that title was appended by a Roman 
hand, in Hebrew — Greek — and Latin. — The anoint- 
ing of that body for the burial was done beforehand, 
and decreed by Christ to be memorialized for the 
Woman who received Him into her heart, while her 
sister received Him into her house. 

Mary Magdalene, however, came to anoint Him as 



* I have thought Pilate*8 wife was one of them.

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Lord, and her faith lived even vrtien she discovered 
that His tomb was desolate. She wept — why — 
" they have taken away my Lord, and I know not 
where they have laid Him." Thus she addressed 
the white robed angels. 

And when she had uttered this mournful strain, she 
turned herself back, and saw— as she supposed the 
gardener — Tt was a gardener indeed. It was the 
planter of Eden's bloom— It was Jesus — but Mary 
knew not that it was Jesus, though He spoke, and 
said, " Woman why weepest thou ? whom seekest 
thou ?" 

Answer—" Sir, if thou have bqrne Him hence, tell 
me where thou hast laid Him, and I will take Him 
away." 

Jesus, said Mary. That name was pronounced in 
a manner, that we may well believe none other but 
Jesus could speak. The accent broke the cloud 
hanging over her soul in the shadows of death, and 
Mary exclaimed " Master !" 

Our Glory in the cross of Christ, is justified by 
His resurrection from the dead ; and to glory in any 
thing save the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, that 
is beside — or away from His cross, is denying and 
rejecting Him altogether. Must we not then confess 
with Paul, " Christ— that is, Messiah— and Him cru- 
,cified"— *' Jesus of Nazareth, the King of the Jews ?'* 

Now is the time, for us, to confess Jesus, as the 
King of the Jews, We, who profess to believe, that 
He will shortly come in the clouds of heaven, with 
power and great Glory. We must never be ashamed 
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of this belief, on account of its being a mystery that 
is beyond our powers to explain, for it is beyond us 
to comprehend. It is a subject of faith, and faith is 
the evidence of things not seen. We must speak the 
word of faith, and utter the testimony of faith, and not 
grow weary, although the vision tarry, or seem to us 
to tarry. 

The vision of Glory will speak at the end of the 
tinies of the Gentiles ; and while these l^t, (if God 
endures them well may we wait, poor creatures as 
we are — ) Jerusalem, which is the City of the Great 
King, is under judgment to be trodden down of the 
Gentiles— the attempt of the vile person in the short 
time of Satan's great wrath, raises that whirlwind of 
the Lord, which goeth forth against his enemies. 
We have nothing to fear but Him, and this fear is en- 
joined upon us by our Saviour. Is it not our privi- 
lege now, to take the cup of Salvation, and call upon 
the Name of the Lorb ? Who can deprive us of this 
privilege ? Can man, whose breath is in his nostrils ? 
Can devils, who are under sentence of the vengeance 
of eternal fire ? Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ? 

Can the Beast, Dragon, or false prophet ? Can all 
the abominable armies ? — Oh ! never — ^never — we are 
furnished with an armor that is Divine. Every piece 
completely fits the soul that glories in the Cross 
of Christy for on that cross His title is inscribed 
" Jesus of Nazareth, the King of the Jews." Let us 
dien, gird on this armor of God, and stand on the 
minute watch for the sound of the trumpet that pro- 



c^^ivfk^ Babylon's fall to rise no more ; and Zion's 
T^f X(f^ shine iprev^r and eyer. We, who ha.Te 
]9o^i[fied for her desolations will rejoice in the return 
c^her long captivity ; for this is written, '' Rejoice ye 
if^^b Jejrusj^len^ all ye that loye her, rejoice with joy, 
ajp, y^ that mourn for her, and be delighted with her 
Glory/' 

Vf^ do not expect to inherit earthly blessings in the 
Djayf of the Messiah. Oui^ pprtion we hare chosen 
a); the foot of i)i^ croi^s ; and it may be, that our hea- 
Tenly calling, leads through the fires of nrartyipdpm, 
to Hii;^ ^he Martyr Lamb> our Passover, whQse Name 
we adore. If it plj^ase Him, to keep us alive till His 
comipg, vve shall theQ bechangjed as in a moment, in 
th($ twix^kling of an eye, at the. sound of the last trump, 
and we shall be qaught up with the saints of former 
ages, wakened from their slumbers in the dust, while 
our vile bodies are changed ; and the work is one ; 
for then mortal puts on immortality, and death has no. 
more dominion over us than ov^r Christ our Head. 

As somQ aijdppg my dear acquaintance, who may 
read thiiEi lititl^ book, are not open confessors of Jesus 
Christ, that He will reign in person upon David's 
thrope, I cannot but anticipate the enquiry, ^' what 
does she think will become of us ?' My thoughts, 
d^ar friends, are not worth relating ; for I belong to 
that race of whom the Loan saith " that their thoughts 
are vanity." — See Psalm 94 : 11. The Psalm con- 
cerns the reign of anti*Christ. We must trust no 
spirit that is not proved by the word of God. ^* What 
saith the Scripture r 
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*^ He that belie Yeth and is baptized shall be saved.'' 
— Jesus Christ. 

— *^ if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus ; and shalt believe in thy heart that God hath 
raised Him from the dead, thou shalt be saved." — 
Paul. 

^' Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the Christ is 
born of God." — John. 

The names of one hundred and twenty believers in 
Christy are written on that page of that Blessed Book, 
entitled ** The Lamb's Book of Life," that is appended 
to His ascension ; for they were all waiting upon 
God in the Name of Christ as He commanded, pray- 
ing for the promised Comforter, even the Spirit of 
truth, who was to teach them all things that concerned 
their now unseen Jesus; and to guide them into all 
truth, relative to Salvation, even the Great Salvation 
of God, by Jesus Christ. That Spirit came ; and He 
inspired Peter to proclaim the accomplishment of an- 
cient prophecy in the resurrection of his Master, the 
Lord Jesus from the dead ; and that David knowing 
that God had sworn to him with an oath(3ee Psalm 89 : 
34 — 36,) that of the firuit of his loins, according to the 
flesh, He would raise up Christ to sit upon David's 
throne — and that David by faith in God, spake of the 
resurrection of Christ from the dead, of which, saidPe- 
ter, we (the 126) are witnesses. 

Now, deai^ friends, here is the very heart and soul 
of the Gospel of God, even that He raised up Christ 
from the dead. If He, who knew no sin, was de- 
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livered up by the determinate counsel and foreknow- 
ledge of God, and was not raised again» what is the 
foundation of our . hope 1 — it is Death — and if the 
foundation be Death, so is the superstructure ; and 
Death must save the dead.— 'What a poor, wretched, 
ghostly thing, is that pretended faith, whose appre- 
hension of Christ Jesus cannot reach out even a 
withered hand, having no hand — that cannot look up« 
on Him, having no eyes — cannot speak of Him, hav- 
ing no voice — Christ raised up from the dead, is the 
Hope of the Gospel. Christ ascended up to Heaven 
is the praise of the Gospel, and Christ coming to sit 
upon David's throne, is the Glory of the Gospel — 
the last fulfils God's covenant oa,th to David of sure 
mercies, whereby the Holy Child Jesus is fully vin- 
dicated, to the honor of God the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost, one God from Everlasting to everlast- 
ing, Blessed be He, Amen. 

The ascension of our Divine Lord is the great de- 
fence of holy prophecy ; for in the latter God's church 
is ever calling upon her Saviour to come down from 
Heaven ; and the promise to her is, that the Lord 
(the Word) hex Holy One, the Creator of Israel, her 
King will fulfil all her petitions. 
" Bow thy Heavens, O Lord, and come down, 
Touch the mountains, and they shall smoke." 

— David. 
" Oh that thou wouldst rend the heavens, 
That thou wouldst come down — 
That the mountains might flow down 
At thy P^resence."— lyataA. 
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The same prophets of the Church beheld the ac- 
complishment of this one prayer — very particularly 
David, who spake of the earthquake, and fiery hail 
which are directly followed by the descent of the 
Lord, bowing the heavens, and riding upon them as 
upon a horse. In that day, the church commands all 
kijQgdon)s to Praise the Lord, that rideth upon the. 
heaven of heavens, sending out His mighty voice. 
See Matt. 24 : 31, compare with Psalm 60. " Gath- 
er my saints together unto me." These saints are 
the " sought out" — " the Holy people" in Isaiah 62, 
and Daniel 8 : 24, 12, 7. Paul, the great pattern of 
the conversion of his nation, assures us that their 
election to holiness is effectual in their Root, which 
is Christ, the first fruit, and the first begotten from 
the dead. See Romans 11 : 16. "For the gifts 
and calling of God are without repentance." 29. 

The resurrection of Christ from the dead, supports 
the praise of His ascension, and the Glory of His 
second coming into this world. He rose — not a spirit 
—but a man — having a body of flesh and bones, as 
the Apostles knew 4 and told what they saw — Now> 
my dear friends, I ask, if saving faith is not entirely 
subject to this literality ? Can we be saved through any 
other ? Has God by grace ever given its opposite ? 
What saith the Scripture ? — '^ There is one 
Body ; and one Spirit — even as ye are called ia 
ONE hope of your calling ; 

One Lord, one faith, one baptism — 

One God, and Father of all."— Paw/, 
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The Apostle in the next chapter, writes, " For we 
are members of His body. His flesh — and His bones 
— after declaring that Christ is the Head of the 
church, and the Saviour of the body." 

It appears that the power of Christ's resurrection 
extends to the resurrection of the bodies of His elect, 
whether of Israel, the elect, to whom He will admin- 
ister earthly, as well, as heavenly blessings, in His 
Blessed reign oter them upon Mount Zion, (for in 
that era, Death is swallowed up in victory) or to the 
church that commenced with Eve, to which (by one 
grace) the people belong, that are taken by Him, 
from among the Gentiles, for His Name. The Apos- 
tle, to the Romans wrote concerning this great grace, 
even the deliverance of the creature — that is the ma- 
terial body. — Oh ! what grace is this ? Be astonished 
ye angels who worship the Holy One ! For the dust 
once animated by the spirit of life, shall again be 
formed into a liying soul, and fashioned like unto the 
glorious body of ^rist, according to the working of 
His power, whereby fle is able to subdue all things 
unto Himself. The body, Tile in fallen Adam, be- 
comes glorious in the raised Adam, the seed of Eve, 
(mother of all living) which is the Son of God. This 
subject of all others, exhibits the incomparable and 
inexhaustible Love of God lo man — that even He fs 
the Saviour of the t)ody. Marvellous indeed, is the 
eternal salvation of the soul of man ; but the immor- 
tality of this mysterious substance in him, seems to 
present a plea for it ; but the body, whose origin is 
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du9t» and since Adam transgressed, onlj innocent in 
earth's cold bosom, when dissolved to its first parti- 
cles under the reign of death, always a foreigner from 
celestial hosts, saying *^ the grave is my house, cor- 
ruption my father, the worm my mother and sister" 
— even such a dead dog is so much better than a liv- 
ing lion, in the recollections of God above, that His 
desire is toward it, as the work of His hands, there- 
fore, the alien is adopted into the family of Heaven, 
united to its redeemed spirit, and is the child of God, 
being a child of the resurrection. The robe this body 
wears is immortality — the crown is glory, and the 
beautiful shoes Praise. A mansion prepared by 
Christ its blessed, and everlasting home. 

It seems that the soul, while on her probation, is 
slow to learn, to believe, and to accept this equality 
of her now frail partner ; and it i^ppears that the re- 
ality was never apprehended until the power of 
Christ's resurrection was developed by the personali- 
ty of the Holy Ghost^ who translated spiritually, the 
church of Christ into His Kingdom, which is 
righteousness, peace and joy, by exercise of faith, 
hope, and love, glorying only in the cross Christ 
endured, praising God for the Glory won by Christ, 
that shall be revealed in them, when Christ returns. 
The Apostle Peter, in his Epistle to the strangers 
scattered by persecution, writes that he is a partaker 
of the Glory that is yet to be revealed. It was by 
the faith of Jesus that he then partook of it ; .and to 
this time, his dust waits for the trump of God to 
awaken him in the likeness of His Eternal, Immortal 
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King. This Apostle is an example for us, and Paul 
likewise. David and Job likewise, and all llie wor- 
thies, whose faith is praised in the eleventh Chapter 
of the Epistle to the Hebrews. The very words of 
Job, in his testimony of triumph, may be received as 
the voice of the one body, of tens thousands of 
saints, who were once on pilgrimage, and since at 
rest. It seems he had received the promise, of 
which the others were not possessed. Job's Testi- 
mony. 

" I know that my Redeemer liveth — 

And that he shall stand at the latter Day, 

Upon the earth. 

And though after my skin worms destroy this body, 

Yet in my flesh shall I see God : whom I shall see 
for myself: and mine eyes shall behold." 

Thus confident of the resurrection of his body at 
the coming of his Redeemer to stand upon the earthy 
was holy Job, and that this Redeemer is the mystery 
so great, even God manifest in the flesh. It is 
written that the Lord accepted Job." 

Is it not fair reasoning on these great subjects — 
viz, the birth, life, death, resurrection, ascension, and 
second coming of Christ, that there is no unequal ap- 
propriation of literality to either ? If so — if testi- 
mony is literal to one, it is literal to all, then where 
is the testimony to be found among the treasures of 
holy prophecy, that reverses the decree proclaimed 
by Gabriel as he ann&unced the appearing of Israel's 
Morning Star ? 
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" — thou shah have a son— And shalt call His 
Name Jesus, 

He shall be great ; and shall be called 

The Son of the Highest : 

And the Lord God shall give unto Him 

The throne of His father David, &c."^— 

God had promised by Oath to David, that his 
throne should endure as the sun — be established as 
the moon, yea, and as a faithful w^itness in Heaven. 
As a prophet David knew that the great promise was 
for "a great while to come ;" and with profound hu- 
mility he asked, "Is this the Law of man, O Lord 
God ?" The inference is plain — A Sceptre of 
Righteousness, decreed to govern the children of Ja- 
cob in the latter day, when the Mountain of the Lord's 
House (Jerusalem — ) shall be established in the top 
of the mountains and exalted above the hills, ''the 
stem of Jesse" shall bring forth Him, whose name 
is the Branch ; and He shall build the temple of the 
Lord. 

"The Stem" — who can deny, that even the ex- 
pression is feminine ? Who can deny that the very 
last end of all God's forming in His work of Crea- 
tion was — man — and that of a single Stem of ^a living 
soul, was formed — ^Woman by the Lord God ? The 
Stem of Jesse, the mother of David, is elected in 
typical order, the object of elective grace — she 
brought forth the Beloved, who established Zion, and 
thus he became the father of that Beloved, who came 
from the Stem, by Breath — and not by. the Law of 
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Man. Gabriel announced to Mary, that dhe was ''The 
Stem'' — "Thou shalt bring forth a Son," &c. Did 
you ever remark that the words **He shall grow up 
out of His place"— See Zech« 6 : 12 — were exactly 
fulfilled in our Lord's enduring the humiliation of 
being reported a Galilean ? Well might the Jews 
say, "Shall Christ come out of Galilee?" "Jesus of 
Nazareth King of the Jews," wrote Pilate, and this 
writing was appended to the cross. Look, look at 
Peter and John, entering the Beautiful Gate of the 
temple at three o'clock in the afternoon — the sacred 
hour, that witnessed the extreme of agony — "Eloi, 
Eloi, Lama Sabachthani" a few weeks before — at the 
gate lies a man who had never walked — he is carried, 
and laid down by his friends at the gate — he asks 
alms — Peter replies, " Silver and gold I have none — 
such as I have, give I unto thee. 

" In the Name of Jesus Christr-of Nazareth, rise 
up and walk" — In the name of Saviour Messiah. 
The man stood — and walked — and oh! by virtue of 
the faith Peter had in that Name, the poor crippled 
entered the temple, walking, and leaping, and prais- 
ing—who ? — Peter ?— No— Jesus ? No— God.— 
The presence of God's Grace, was manifested by 
faith in the Name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, and 
this healing Branch grew up out, or away from His 
birth place, which was Bethlehem (the house of 
bread) and condescended to become the Dove,* that

moaned for Jerusalem's Woe— y^s-— Our Jjqrp wdm 
a Galilean. If you please Vo note that the Hieamn|[ 
of tb^ word Galilee, is ** Revolution of the Wheel," 
and will humbly believe that Ezekiel saw visicmt oi 
God, by the opening of the heavens, and the Revela- 
tion of the Word of the XjOrd, His hand resting Oft 
the prophety that a great doud» and a fire infoldinj^ 
itseify and a brightness about the cloud, out of the 
midst thereof, as the color of amber, out of the mids^ 
of the fire, and that this Glory issued from a whirl- 
wind, you may know that He whose right it is Co; 
reign is represented as coming in the extremity of a 
desperate revolution ; and if you please to mark the 
distinction between the first mention of four living 
creatures, whose appearance was, that they had th$ 
likeness of a maTt, and the last which is " the living 
Creature," over whose Heads, the firmament above 
was stretched as the color of " the terrible crystal,*^ 
you may understand that the revolution concerns the 
throne df David,, which is Mount Zion, and the man \ 
standing above the throne (when it is Kke Sapphire 
— ^N. B.JO^ pure blue, significant of liberty. Love, 
and peace — ) is Jesus Christ, whom Pilate confessed 
to the Jews — " Behold the mar) — Behold your 
King ;•' and that His coming out of heaven immedi- 
aiely follows, I say, immediately follows the great 
tribulation, which, is a time of trouble such as nevei^ 
was, and never shall be again. The tribulation^ 
arises in great earnest at the time of the end, and tfa€^ 
teuible crystal over and above the heads of the living 
11 
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cWflatiire, whose spirit influences the revolution, whiclt 
abftses ^high, exahs the low, takes off the diadetni 
and removes the crown, while it reflects the evil that 
Watcheth for Zion, is also a figure of thfe piercing 
EYE of Israel's unslumbering Shepherd, even Zion's 
King, Jesus Christ of Nazareth, the Root of Jesse, 
the Son of David— the Righteous One, whose Rest 
shall be glorious. Thete is not " a creature but is 
manifest in His sight ; for all things are naked and 
opened unto the eyes of Him with whom we have to 
do." 

I will now return by the way that I came (the 
X) and praying that you will read the Title with 
me (stammering language — the Heaven bom I know 
not — neither the Greek, nor the Latin — ^the last I 
hate — ) t aslc, is there a sentence in Holy Scripture, 
which contradicts even t'ilatet I know of none. 
To my simple mind there is not one dark saying io 
the whole Bible, from Gen. 1, to Rev. 22^ concern- 
ing the person of Jesus, upon the throne of David ; 
and I am not puzzled or harrassed about it. The 
horrible gulph (that appears at the fool, and Upon the 
toes of the great image that represents the dominion 
-df the Gentiles,) which gulph is the reservoir of the 
great mystery of iniquity — a mystery tliat commenced 
its work by the utterance of a lie, for Mammon's 
sake, and will be finished by a Lie, is dark in Satan's 
darkness of black and doleful night where never Sun» 
Dr moon, or stars of heaven, can break its spell bound 
beastly gk>om« t have borne some testimony con- 
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eerning its king, the angel from tke bottomless pit, 
because I believed it my duty ; and if my work is 
mean, ** it is that which I could attain unto f and th# 
subject is mean indeed. 

But the opposite — O ! where shall I £nd expres- 
sions to denote, how incapable I am to represent the 
smallest thread of its mass of Glory, The Reign of 
Blessedness by, in, and through the great Mystery 
of godliness, " Israel's Eternity," our Lord Jesus 
Christ. A41 that I can do, is to confess Him befwo 
men, as well as possible for such a poor creature to 
do, and hope in His mercy which endureth forever. 

As to hard sayings-^— (i. e. Scripture passages that 
guard this holy doctrine from the encroachments of 
human curiosity, rendered criminal by neglect of that 
fear of the Lord which is the beginning of wisdom,) 
they are only hard in the presence of unbelief in the 
sacred unity of two distinct natures in Jesus Christ. 
The one should be solemn, holy truth in otxr minds« 
We are bound to believe in Jesus that He was ^' a 
man of sorrows," and that He is '' the man Christ 
Jesus," and thai He^was, and is ; and is to corner 
Saviour, Anointed, the Lord. Pure faith in thd 
myst^ of One Orighial Existence, united to human 
nature by the Breath that created the workU, angeU 
and man, is the gift of God, and is c<mveyed by tho 
Iioly ISeriplaras as officers under command, and di* 
reetion of the same Spirit, .wliich Spirit is free; and 
happy are they who hold this mystery in a pure eoa* 
icience, that ih a bumble ^nist in the application of 



CHu-iflft's blood, that it take» away all ain, so that the 
pardoned soul declares she is whiter than snow, and 
kcr song is, 

" Worthy is the Lamb that was slain 

To receive power, and riches^ and wisdom. 

And strength, and honor, 

And glory, and blessing." 
This faith embraces Gabriers.testimohy, as record*

4, and 5 vs. of chap. 14 ; and remember that God 
(see V. 2, c. 7) is the God of " the children of Israel," 
that are sealed — v. 4— and. that, the Lamb on Mount 
Zion is their King, " the Root — (that is ilie God) of 
David — and the offspring, that is the Branch from the 
Sceptre of the Stem of Jesse, and behold this Branch, 
♦' a tender plant," Is. 53, out of the earth — see Luke

80 said a descendant of Benjamin in Job's tittie, and 
Job was a memorable typ6 of Hun, of whom David 



ifTat a type, so tfwi words of Zopbar arc correct, vHien 
rightly applied, and the present use intended is, e 
kind of lamentation ovef those, who deny that Joseph's 
Coat of many colors is aafe in the house of his father ; 
and Dayid's throne is siiH in reserre for the Just Rv- 
ler, of whom the God of Israel said to David, ^* I will 
be his Father, and He shall be ray Son.^' 

It seems there was not one such *^ would be wise-' 
person in that procession wliich attended the Holy 
Jesus, when He entered Jerusalem in the mann^ 
foretold by the prophet Zech.^— It is written that the 
multitudes that went before, and that followed, cried, 
saying, 

** Hosanna to the Son of David, 
Blessed be He that cometh in the Name of the Lord ; 
Blessed be the Kingdom of our father David, 
That cometh in the Name of the Lord." 

I suppose the would be wise persons are sitting in 
Pilate*s hall of judgment as spectators — ! ! ! They 
observe that Pilate is exceedingly perplexed— The 
Great Dignitary of the Holinesses, is arraigned un* 
justly, and falsely accused* The Roman Governor 
is convicted of tbe wrong— he proposes this question 
to Jesus — " Art thou the King of the Jews t" Note 
— ^Pilate did not say " Art thou a pretender— No-r- 
Art thou the King" — ^The Holy Lamb replied " »ay- 
est thou this thing ^f thyself, or did others tell it thee 
of meT

Pilate then informed Jesus, that ^e chief priests 
and the nation of the Jews, bad delivered Him up-^ 
and asked then ^* What hast Ihou done ?" 

Jesus then said, *^ My Kingdom is not of this 
world." "This world." Blessed ^Jesus ! I under- 
stand thee, being a babe, and a fool. 

First. Jesus acknowledged the Roman world 
then existed, and His Kingdom did not come to that, 
but it would come upon it one Day; and certainly 
for this was I bom, said Jesus, and for this cause 
came I into the world. 

I was born in the Roman age — 

I came into the world — 

I was born for this end — even that I should be a 
King. I came into the world for this cause, even to 
bear witness to the truth. But now, my kingdom is 
not from hence. 

Pilate was perfectly satisfied. He proclaimed 
Jesus faultless — He asked the Jews to consent that 
he should release the- King of the Jews. 

Surely wise men forget that the world spoken of 
by our Blessed Lord (John 18: 36) was the same 
world that Cesar taxed — It was indeed the Roman 
Empire ; and the world taxed by Cesar w^s not the 
Universe ; but the latter is the Lord^s : and Canaan 
is His footstool. 

" The kingdom of Christ is of the heavenly world** 
— anci it ** cometh not by observation" of man under 
the sun, moon and stars of the Universe. Missiona- 
ries cannot report its appearing, by the diffusion of 
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iDtalligence that may be printed upon pages of any 
religious Periodical ; nor can ministers of the Gospel 
set it up in Jerusalem, or any other part of this globe ; 
but they are commanded to publish the Gospel (thd 
news) of the kingdom^ and to pray for its coming 
and Glory. Our Lord expres^y declared that the 
Kingdom of God came by Him, at His first AdVent, 
and He told the Pharisees so ; but they did not be* 
lieve, or would not believe Him. All New Testa* 
ment scripture learners, will confess to the marginal 
reading o^ the 21 v. of Luke 17. " The Kingdom 
of God," was in Jesus ; and Hi? Presence is the 
manifestation thereof. Like lightning will His Glory 
shine in one universal flash, instantly from east to 
west, when He is revealed from Heaven, *' the Son 
of man," in the Day of His powier, in the beauties of 
holiness, from the womb; of the morning, ip take pos* 
session of a Kingdom th^t shall not pass away or 
ever be destroyed. Daniel saw Him, in night visions, 
as " the Son of man" presented before the Ancient 
of Days to receive Power ; and Diiniel behold Him 
in a vision of the Day, by the side of the great river 
Hiddekel, arrayed in Majesty, Priestly,- Prophetic, 
Kingly. The linen Robe — ^he girdle of gold, bespeak 
the Branch that shall rule upon David's throne, King 
and Priest, and in either, as in both. He will e3i;hibit 
Peace— even as the wo?d came from His sacred lips,' 
after His resurrectioni when unbelieving Thomas 
was commanded to touch His sacred side wound-^ 
Oh ! Oh ! Oh ! what a type was Thomas— of— the 
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Jews ! And Thomas exclaimed, ** My Lord, and 
my God r 

. The body of the ** certain Man," Daniel says was 
like the beryl — a precious stone that is famed for un- 
changing and unmixing hue — Jesus Christ at His 
resurrection brought immortality and eternal Life to 
light. He ascended to heaven in that body ; and 
will return the same, and will restore then the King- 
dom to Israel. See Acts 1. Paul to Tim. 2 E. 6 o. 
16 V. 

Daniel beheld His face " as the appearance of light- 
ning — ^His eyes as lamps of fire.'* See Mat. 17 : 2, 
also Rev. I and 19 chapters. Here is a discemer of 
the .thoughts of man ; and His words are like the 
voice of a multitude — A prophet indeed ! His word 
is Himself, and He the Word of God ! Quick and 
Powerful! His arms and his feet like in color to 
polished brass— Strong and Beautiful ! 

Compare Daniel's night vision of the Son of Man 
receiving "Dominion and glory, and a kingdom," 
with the prophetic blessing of the dying Patriarch, 
which he pronounced for Joseph, his favorite son. 
Note that Joseph was a memorable type, both of 
"the Shepherd" and " the Stone of Israel." Mark 
that the fruitful branches <the church of Jerusalem) 
ran over the wall (the land of Canaan) and spread the 
shadow of their great Rock upon Gentile ground. 
Take notice of the expressions "the archers," " sore* 
\j grieved,'* "^sbot at," *»hated him'*—" his bow abode 
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in strength ;^ and '' the ^rms of his hands'' '' made 
strong by the hands of the mighty God of Jacob"-'— 
This prophecy I know could only have its fulfilment^ 
(as prophecy,) in Him, whose testimony is the soul of 
prophecy, which is Jesus — ^in humiliation, sorrow^ 
•pain, and agony, even unto an ignominious death ; in 
His resurrection, ascension and second Advent. The 
blessings of Jacob that prevailed above the blessings 
of bis progenitors were pronounced upon the Head 
of Joseph, and upon the crown (or top) of the Head 
of him who was separated from his bretbten ; and 
" the Head of every man is Christ, and the Head of 
Christ is God." When Jacob had foretold the 
strength of the arms of His hands, by the hands of 
the Mighty God, who was his God, he declared that 
from God '^ should come the Shepherd, the Stone of 
Israel." Behold this Stone upon the ground. It is 
rejected— a Stone of stumbling — a rock of offence — 
many fall upon it and are broken ! Behold it is ele- 
vated) and out of human sight^It falls-^and grinds 
to powder ! Out of the wall (the defence) this stone 
cries, " Woe to the wicked, for the reward of his 
hands shall be given him ;" and the beam out of the 
timber answereth " I will tread down the people in 
mine anger^ and make them drunk (by the strong 
wine of Sodom) in my fury." Ah ! Lord ! no mar- 
vel that even the men that saw not the vision, '^ did 
quake and flee away to hide themselves," at the ap- 
proach of Thy Majesty^ No marvel that the mani-

thy prophet Daniel; for, who among tbe bom ^ 
jokextf is sufficient for such things ?...... 

. , , . , O! LoRi>, if righteous Daniel cottkl 
not support the scene, if thy healing hand nui«t be 
extended to bring hiuinpfirooi the valley of the shadow 
of death, how awful. is theiv doom who will not 
(while judgment tarries) hear the voice of tby 
words ? 

Our Divirie Saviour, in His great- condwrension, 
promised His Apostles a kingdom, like (hat whidh the 
Father liad appointed to Him ; and that they should 
eat and drink at His table in His kingdom. This 
promise Jesus gave to the Apostles after the Pass- 
over, which He desired to celebrate with them before 
He suffered. He told them, as they were all seated 
around Him, tliat tbts was ttre last time His presence 
should grace that feast, until it be-fiilfilled in the king* 
dom of God. " I will no more eat thereof until — ^ 
until what ? until the Kingdom shonid come, as pro^ 
phesied by Jeremiah— see JJJ'chap, thirty-first, 
verse»3l — 34. In that day "they shall serve the 
LoRDi their Grod, and David their King, whom I will 
BAiBB vr unto diem." Jeremiah bad a vision that 
was fearful, as well as Daniel, for he says, " all my 
bones shake, I am like a man overcome by wine, be* 
cause oi the Lord, and because of the words of His 
Holiness !*' He saw the last rebellion— the conse* 
quent judgment ; and then the restoration. 
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The Kingdom of God i7\^hich is foretold in the 
Psalms, and by all the separate ivriters of prophecy^ 
is the kingdom of Messiah ; a)id this kingdom is 
protnised to the '^ people of the saints of the lifost 
High." I believe the people are JiKlah and Israel, 
at tliis day dispersed and scattered over all the babit>^ 
iptbte globe beneath the sun. The saints are holy 
{)ersons9'\:elebrated in Scripti^re, as seryants of the 
true God, (even El Elohe Israel,) whose death is 
precious in the sight of Gon, because they died in 
the failh> seeing the promisees af^r off, and were per- 
suaded that God would build them a city« Abi^am 
was one, and SaraK his true wife, was another. 
In their child is the continuance of saintship, and from 
Isaac, the election to holiness was secured to Jacob, 
whom God, by the Mediator named for His own eter- 
nal Son, the prevalent Prince J and this name de- 
scended to the children^of Jacob, and afterward to the 
tribes of their descendants, and the latter are inherit 
tors of promises divine and glorious, by sovereign de- 
cree of God, as " the people"— of—-His saints — even 
the saints of God who said unto Moses, ** I am the 
God of Abraham, of Isaac, ahd of Jacob, the God of 
your fathers," &c. 

From the Exodus, when Moses led forth the Lord's 
people out of Egypt, to the present, there has been 
much mixing up with other natioQSi sq ths^t the peo- 
|]le of the saints, can only be discerned by God Him*- 
self^ who sees them now as distinct as he viewed the 
threescore and ten persons that went down into Egypt

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in time of famine ihrougliout all the holy land. There 
is no danger of one gr^iin of the corn of heaven being 
lost. The original election is secure in Gob's immu- 
table counsel, and one part concerns land, another 
concerns its possessors, and so fortli. When God 
»aid to Noah, •* I wiH not destroy the earth any more," 
He did not qualify His declaration at all. '* I will 
not"— this is a decree. — As positire is the Word to 
Abraham — to Isaac — to Jacob— to Darid — ahd of the 
latter Christ came, in whom all the promises of God 
are yea and Amen, that He, the manifestation of God 
in the flesh (which saw no corruption, though in it 
He condemned sin, being crucified) should become 
the visible Headship of the kingdom which shall be 
given to the people of the saints of the Most High, 
which kingdom when once set up on the elect earth, 
shall never be destroyed. 

I certainly beKeve that this kingdom is the Joy of 
our Lord, and for it. He endured the cross, despis- 
ing the shame, and is set down at the right hand of 
the Majesty on High, from thence expecting till His 
enemies be made his footstool.* Yes— Our Blessed 
Saviour spake of this Kingdom as His own ; and how 
plain, as well ]as kind were His expressions. See 
Luke 22: 29, 30. 



* H^. 10 : IS. Anti-Milleiiarjans may favor their cause by 
&» text ; but Paul did not intend it. Wlio are the enemies of 
Cluifit 1 I think they are opposers of his Kingship upon Dayid*^ 
throne ! Well then, how shall they be made His footstool 1 I 
answer—- His feet shall rest on them, for they shall submit to 
Him. They shaU obey Him. 
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Now I am far from believing, that the accomplish* 
mcDt of ** the promises made to the fathers/' aretem-* 
poraL It is triie that I believe in the otttward resto* 
ration of the twelve tribes of the children of Israel to 
iheir cT)venant land, and in the reston^cm of tiM 
land : and Chat Jerusalem «haU be built up^ and ex« 
Wbit great splendor. But all this, being the work of 
Jebvs Christ the Lof^», it cannot be temporal, ac* 
cording to the common acceptation of that word. It 
occurs once only in the Bible ; and is appended to 
^ things oeen.** The great Apostle to the Gentiles^ 
who, presented the text, could not however intend to 
establish a position that excluded the visibility of His 
Gloried Master, as raised from the dead to. die no 
more ; and seated on the throne of the Father, witktft 
the vail, until the time shall come, that is set to fa<* 
Tor Zion, when he shall descend from heaven with tL 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with the 
trump of God. It is a lamentable fact, that Paul's 
words are quoted to disprove the great truths which 
are left on sacred record concerning the Glory of Goiy 
in the land of the living ; and no heresy has ever been 
published by professed protestants, but IJaul is nam- 
ed as the founder. " Thus sailh the Lord," is set 
in the rear, and " Paul to the Galalians, Romans, 
Corinthians," &c. &c., in the front of the battle 
against a literal interpretation of old time ptophecy. 
O < how many times have anli-Lrteralists assaulted 
poor me, with PauPs declaration, " He is not a Jew 
that is one outwardly"— supposing it amounted to an 
#ntire reverse of God's sovereign decree, that He will 
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gtttker the dis{iersed of Judab, and will assemble the 
e^bms^ of Inmel, in the latter Day. Such persons 
idem tio forg^ that Jesus Christ was a Jew ; and 
thai His triimphanl resuireetion ffom the dead is per- 
•ortal, wiA Ae Key of Darid in his possession.- I can 
toU^ese objectora-to tbe truth, that the doctrine 
pieAcbod by our Lo&d to Nicodemus, is v^y precious 
to a Go0 fearing Litendist ; and that i% is in perfect; 
kftraoony with the word of the Lorb by Eiekiel and 
J^recaiab. The election of Jacob's descendants, is 
vmto h<^es9, and their conversion is repreaented as 
** Itfe from A« dead." *' They are beloved for tha 
lathers* sakes/' (Ronu lU) even Abralmm, Isaac, Ja* 
cob and David, wUh vrfaom God entered into cove^ 
naiit ooncemifig the land of Canaan, the Mountain of 
Zion, and Ihe Presence of a Divine King upon Da« 
vid's Ihrone. I suppose that Paul was entirely op« 
posed to hypocritical professions of zeal Ibr the law 
9i Got) } md if a mm declaimed against stealing, and 
was at the same time guilty of the crime himself^ Paul 
set him down for a bad man ; and if a Jew pretended 
to abhor idolatry, and yet ^committed sacrilege, his 
boast of the Jdw was vain. Ahitophel was an out-» 
ward Jew. David ws^? a Jew inwardly. Annanias 
was an outward christian. Paul was an inward 
diristian: Now we say of Ahitophel, that he was a 
tr^tor ; and of David that be was « saint ; that An- 
nanias was a hypocrite, and Paul a true fdlower of 
Christ. Alt of them descended from Jacob, and were 
nomind Jews ; but two are reprobates ; and two are 
saints. I must contend for the national restoration 
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of the Jews and ihe ten lost tribes of Israel, because 
it is so decreed, and written in the word of Gop ; bu$ 
I do not pretend that this restoration anaounts to no 
more than outward reinstatement in the land of theiif 
fathers* A meagre belief this would be. The rCf 
storation of the Jews to the favor of Goo, is the pri*- 
mary object in original holy prophecy ; apd it com- 
inences with repentance toward God, and faith in our 
Lord Jesus Christ. *' They shall call oa my 
Name," ** they shall look on Him whom they havp 
pierced, and they shall mourn for Him" — objectors 
may say, if they see Christ, where is the propriety 
^f saying they then have faith toward Him ? I an- 
swer, they believe as Paul^ and Thomas did. f aul's 
. surrender to Jesus of Nazareth is a pattern of God's 
long-suffering toward the Jewish nation, Paul was 
struck to the ground, by the power of Christ's glory ; 
hut not stiuck dead as a rebel against the Gospel. 
The Pharisee vanished ; but the Jew remained, a 
monument of meroy, a miracle of grace, and a con- 
Jtrile believer in the Name that he had persecuted and 
endeavored to destroy. 

In the glory of the. latter Day, which i» " the Day 
pf Christ," ** the Righteous Ruler," '' The Plant of 
renown," the Righteous Branch, is exhibited to the 
view ~of all Israel, in the character of a Priest upon 
David's throne. I firmly believe that this object is 
literal, but not temporal, that is, not measured by 
time. The person of Christ was never temporal on 
this wise. Death could not assault His sacred vitals ; 

for they were the seat of original holiness : and ^ he

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who has the power of death, which is the devil," coifld 
have nothing in Jssts, except by imputation ; nor 
tould this give satan advantage, only on the ground 
of voluntary subjection to the sufferings of death on 
Christ's part, who " yielded up the ghost," as it is 
written, laying down His Life — original Life — it 
came by the Holy Ghost ; and was not a partaker of 
Adam's death — ^His Life was His own ; and He the 
eternal Existence. He had power to lay down His 
life, and had power to take it again. He laid it down 
in humiliation, for the express purpose that he might 
resume it in glory, as the Chief Shepherd df Israel, 
and Zion's Peace. All that was visible of Christ in 
His kumiliation, as ** the Son of man,'* w^s visible 
also in His resurrection from the dead. He was laid 
in the tomb, as Enosh ;* but rose again the Ish and 
tabernacle of (Jod forever. The only alteration in 
Christ's person at His restirrection, is this, that He 
dieth no more. By pouring out His soul unto death* 
and shedding His precious blood by sweat, by thorns, 
by nails, and the spear, Jestjs Christ in His own 
body took the sin of the world. It was upon Him, 
but not in Him, therefore death could not possibly 
hold Him, that He should see corruption. Jesus' 
flesh was called " that holy thing," by Gabriel the 
angelic Messenger, and this was brought forth by a 
Stem from Jesse, and Divinity secured His humanity 
from contamination, while it suffered infirmity, such 



♦ Despaired of, <Stc. 
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as the weakness of infancy, and the sorrows of man- 
hood, to attend his pilgrimage, from Bethlehem to 
Golgotha-— from His birth, to Joseph's lomb. How 
evident is the fact that '^ Christ was crucified through 
Weakness ^^ that human flesh, however pure, was 
within the pale of the " suflferings of death" whea 
Jesus tasted them* Is it less evident that the same 
flesh " liveth again" by the power of God ? Could 
death alter Jesvs ? His birth into this world was the 
mystery which caused David to marvel, when he ask- 
ed in his prayer " Is this the law of man, O Lord ?" 
His resurrection from the dead, as Messiah, '' or 
Holy One," secures the glorious mystery in faith's 
embrace, that in the manger lay Emmanuel, and that 
means, *' God with us." Could death change Em- 
manuel? No« No. Jesus came^ forth out of the tomb, 
the same person as was taken down from the cross, 
on which He died " The Just for the unjust" — ^the 
same person that Joseph wrapped in fine linen, with 
s{Hcea, and laid in his own new tomb. Jesus ap- 
peared to Mary Magdalen, and said '^go to my breth* 
ren" — thus owning His alliance to them in the flesh, 
while as yet the Holy Ghost had not yet come to ef- 
fect their union with Him in the resurrection. If 
death could not act upon the person of Christ, by 
corruption, then we know that we are justified in be-^ 
lieving His doctrine, that He Had Live In HmsEi^ 
»^hat He had power to lay it down, and power to 
take it again, and all this, by gift ai^d by command" 
ment of the Father. It then comes to ask, did the 
*^ loosing the pains of death/' alter the person of 
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Christ? No. The holy prisoner Himself came 
forth from the tomb — Peter says " this same Jesus 
whom ye have crucified**— His condition was change- 
ed — ^not His person. The latter was in possessioa 
of " flesh and bones" — the saered hands, feet, and 
side, exhibited the print of the nails and spear — while 
the Holy Ghost rested on Peter,^ ia visibility, a« ** in 
form of cloven tongues as of fire," that apostle 
boldly exclaimed, " let all the house of Israel 
know assuredly, that God hath made that same 
Jesus whom ye have crucified, both Lord and 
Christ." In^this I view the exaltation of our Saviour's 
human nature, that the same Jesus who submitted to 
death, is changed in eondrtion, being made perfeot 
through sufferings, and even tasting death, He wa^i 
raised frond the humiliation of Enosh, to the gWry of 
Ish ; and that this glory will be made manifest mpoa 
the earth, as was His personal shame* I cannot be* 
lieve that Christ in His ascension to the Father, was 
altered in person. Stephen beheld the glory of God, 
and Jesus standing on the right hand of God. Jesus 
will come in that glory ; but He comes as the Son of 
man ; and " in the times of restitution of all things 
which God halh ^spoken by the mouth of all His 
holy prophets since the world began," Christ (who 
is the belierer's life) will appear ; E»d He will iiettle 
the controversy of Zion — He will raise up the taber- 
nacle of David thait is faHen, and close »p the breaches 
thereof : raise up the ruins, and build it as in the days 
of old." He will gather Judah, and assemble the 
outoasts pf Israel : He will judge iq the earth with 
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righteous judgment, and " reiga upon Mount Zion, 
and in Jerusalem, and before His ancients gloriously." 
I believe that the setting up, and establisbiog the 
kingdom of God upon earth, is the result of our 
Lord's second Advent — that He spake of this king- 
dom at the table, as His Father's* appointment to 
Him^ — and that it is the kingdom of David, elevated 
to dignity so miich exceeding the reign of Solomon^ 
that language fails in drawing a comparison whereby 
to express any likeness of it. 
. This Kingdom, having Christ for its Ruler, can 
never fade, decline, or fall. At its commencement, 
the lowly Shepherd likened it to a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took and sowed in his field, which 
is indeed the least of all seeds, but when it is grown, 
it is the greatest among heibii : To this agree the 
words of the prophet Isaiah, " A little one shall be^ 
come a thousand ; and a small one a sUong nation^ 
t the Lord will hasten it in His time." This kingdonEi 
is inherited by Christ in His Glory, and not by a tem- 
poral Prince. It consists not in flesh and blood ; wxi 
in meat and drink — these things are not its founda* 
lion, nor its happiness. Every thing of an outward 
nature is subordinate to the Spirit of God, whose 
kingdom consists in righteousness and pea5e, and joy 
in the Holy Ghost. In the days of this kingdom 
shall the righteous flourish, and abundance of peace 
so long as tlie moon endureth. The glory of this king* 
dom will be forever increasing as the growth of its 
subjects 'yjasd-i beUeve that its strength too, will in-^ 
prea^ a9 it3 subjects advt^nce in the knowledge of 
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their Shiloh, that they will mount up with wings as 
do eagles* "They shall go from strength to strength, 
untif every otte of them in Zion appeareth before 
God." — ^i. e. be translated body and all, into the very 
image of God, and immortal as their King. * * * 
I believe that our Lord's parable of the leaven which 
the woman took, and hid in three measures of meal, 
till the whole was leavened, will be purely illustrated 
i n the setting up, organization, increase, prosperity, 
and glory of this kingdom. 

Let us consider this parable. First, the Leaven ; 
for it toay be of some service to us, and may shew 
us who the woman is that hides it in the meal. 

Leaven is «our dough. A small piece worked into 
flour and water, foments in a short time, and the 
leaven is lost in the effervesence, and tbelieavj state 
ef the meal is changed also* It is put in a heated 
even, and when baked through, is taken out, an4 
ealled a new loaf — or fresh bread. 

The Jeaven mentioned in Matthew 13: 33, oper* 
ates through every >partiole of the meal, and is the 
relish as well as the life of the bread. Our Lord 
compared this article to the kingdom of heaven. It 
must of course be accepted as a symbol of his doc- 
trines, which 'are either a savor of life or death. It 
is of the first importance to hide the leaven in the 
meal ; and except this is done, the leaven corrupts, 
and will generate worms. Woe be to those who have 
now the leaven, and neglect to use it ; for they must 
suffer the wrath of the Lamb in a stale of torment 
where the worm never dies. 
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It is an object of particular interest^ that the use of 
leaven was strictly prohibited in all the sacrificial rites 
of the Law, and during the seasons of sacred feasts, 
except the feasts of first fruits of the harvest reaped 
by the children of Israel, when they have possession 
of the holy land. At the commencement of this feast, 
a sheaf of com must be waved before the Lord. At 
the hand of the priest this was required, that the coa- 
gregation might be accepted of God, as recipients of 
His grace, who is essentially the First fruit of the 
paradise of God, Jesus Christ the Righteous. On 
the same day, (even on the first day of the week,) 
the God of Israel required His people to offer unto 
Him, a he lamb of the first year — a lamb without 
blemish, for a burnt offering. This offering of flesh 
and blood, was to be attended with a meat offering of 
fine flour mingled with oil, " an offering by fire unto 
the Lord for a sweet savor," with a drink offering of 
wine the fourth part of a bin, or about six gills. 

The children of Israel were told that they should 
not eat the bread of Canaan, nor taste of the parched 
corn, or the green ears, until the self same day that 
they brought this offering unto their God. Now this 
offering must be made in the Holy Land ; and on the 
very spot that the God of Israel sanctified to His 
Great, and Adorable Name. 

From the Sabbath following this sacred feast of the 
first fruits unto their God, the children of Israel were 
to count seven Sabbaths : and on the next day after 
the seventh Sabbath, they were to number fifty days, 
and then offer a new meat offering unto the Lord. 
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Ble8$ed be God for His marvellous grace, that tte 
will never alter His purposes toward the children of 
Israel ; but will have all this offering presented unto 
Him by the congregation of Jacob, assembled in Ilia 
Presence at Jerusalem^ in the set time to favor Zion 
His holy hill. 

Concerning the " new meat o&ring,'* the LoRt? 
said, " Ye shall bring out of your bouses two wave 
loaves of fine flour, of two tenth deals ; they shall be 
of fine flour, they shall be baken with leaven ; they 
are the first fruits unto the Lord." 

In all other sacred feasts, leaven was forbidden — 
in this, leaven is commanded. I believe it is a sym* 
bol of the kingdom of heaven, which shall be estab- 
lished upon the earth in the Day of Christ, when He 
Cometh to be glorified in His saints,, aqd to be admir- 
ed in all them that believe in that Day. I quote to 
ibe words of inspired prophecy, as recorded in the 
seventy second Psalm. *' There shall be a handful 
of corn in the earth upon the top of the mountains i 
the fruit thereof shall shake like Lebanon ; and they of 
the city shall flourish like grass of the earth." The 
whole Psalm represents the glorious reign of the 
Messiah, before whom all kings shall fall down and 
worship — unto whom all nations shall ofler. praise. 
This is Jesus of Nazareth, whose sin killing doctrine^ 
are to this day esteemed only as sour, and unfit for 
the service of His own people, for whose peace He 
became a curse, and for their rejection of Him, are 
deprived of tl^ life which is more than meat, and of 
the body which is more than raiment, as well as of 
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their eutward temple, where their fathers heard the 
voice of the Son of God. 

Eighteen hundred and ten years are gone by, since 
•a miraculous ^ow was made of the diaking of the 
fruit of the com of consecrated earth, in the city 
of the Great King. The one hundred and twenty 
members of the elect church of God, that then believ- 
ed rn J>B6Us Christ, and w^re then separated unto 
the Gospel of God, were halloaed by tl>e Holy 
Ghost, as a kind of first fruits of the Glory by Christ, 
tlirough whom, and by Him^ and for His sake, the 
perfect gift came ** down jjrom the Father of lights, 
with whom is no variableness, neither shadow of 
iuruing." James, a servant of God, andoif the Lord 
Jesus Christ, addressed his epistle to them, and to 
■those •who were added by the Holy Ghost, as repre- 
sentatives of -riie twelve tribes ; and he takes notice of 
iheir spiritual election by the will of God, that as 
they were begotten by the word of truth, they should 
be a kind of first fririts. Not the Very ob3ect«ymboU 
ized in the law of 4^e fiew meat offeiing, nor yet the 
kingdom that succeeds the fulness of the Gentiles, 
that is, llie ond of their dominion over the holy city ; 
but a true miniature of the holiness of Christ's visi- 
ble body after His personal return to Zion ; for then 
He will display His Glory in the national resurrec- 
tion of Judah and Israel, unto overlasting life. The 
work of Christ, as Clwist, which is Messiah, is not 
delegated to angels nor io men. He will do it Hinwself ; 
and He is their Prophet, their Priest, and their King, 

unto whom God hath said, '^ ye sha^l be unto me a

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peculiar people above all people that be in ihe earlh.^ 
The distinction is not lost in the Gospel of the king- 
dom of God, which Glory is yet to be rerealed, that 
all flesh may see it together— I know that the heirship 
to the promise made to Abraham of the land, is not 
of the law of ceremonies, but through the righteous* 
ness of faith ; and that the conversion of the children 
of Israel by the Spirit of Him that raised up Christ 
from the dead, must precede their happy settlement, 
and safe repose in their covenant land. We are per- 
fectly assured by the word of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that the house of Jerusaj^m shall be desolate, until 
the timf come when her children shall say, ** Blessed 
is He that cometh in the Name of the Lord," The 
fact is this, that a holy God must have a holy people 
upon earth, that shall do His will upon earth, as an- 
gels do it in heaven ; and He must have a Kingdona 
of Glory upon earth, and over it sway His Sceptre 
which is Righteousness. The subjects of this king- 
dom upon earth shall inherit by Christ their chief 
Shepherd, the blessings of heaven above, and the 
blessings of the deep that lieth under ; they shall 
comprehend the love of Christ, in that Day when 
. they know that He is their Lord. They will drink 
freely of the cup of salvation, as humble peni- 
tents, and rest their souls in His great Atonement for 
their individual, national^ and official sins, transgres- 
sions, iniquities, abominations, and idols. From all 
theit filthiness, and all their uncleanness will He 
cleanse ihem ; and their humility shall be perfect in 
tis sight. They will not blow a trumpet for thefar 
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own praise, but shout His matchless fame. They 
will never say we have done great things, or our so- 
ciety, our people, our nation, but, " the Lord hath 
done great things for us, whereof we are glad," will 
burst forth from every mouth in all the ranks pf Is- 
rael. Then they shall enjoy the precious things of 
the earth, and the fulness thereof, with the good will 
of Him that dwelt in the bush ; and in His Light they 
shall see light, even the light of the glory of God in 
the face of Jesus Christ, as Moses and Elijah be- 
held Him as they entered into the cloud — ^Daniel by 
the river Hiddekel, Isaiah in a vision at Jerusalem, 
and John by the Spirit at Patmos. O ! glorious 
Day ! when shall it dawn ? All now is black night ! 
Men are asleep, as on the top of a coast — they dream 
vain dreams. The woman has not taken the leaven* 
Jerusalem is trodden down of the Gentiles. The 
Spirit of grace, and the Spirit of supplication is not 
poured upon the house of David, Nathan, and Levi. 
There is no real mourning, and bitterness for Hin^ 
whom they have pierced ; for they do not see Him* 
And must Jerusalem yet drink the cup of the fury 
of the Lord, before she will take the leaven, and hide 
it in the three measures of meal, till the whole are 
mourners for sin, and prepared for a wave offering 
before the Lord ? She is now in widowhood ? Will 
she dare to play the harlot ? Alas ! Alas ! her filthi- 
ness is in her skirts, and the yoke of her transgrca- 
sionlris bound by the hand of her God, until sh» will 
acc^t of liberty on his own terms, " repent and be- 
lieye the Gospel." Will this ever be ? Yes. At 
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Jerthsalem there shall be a great mournfng as the 
mouraing of Hadadrimmon in the ralley of MegitJ- 
do, and the families of the house of David, Narftan-, 
Shimei and Levi shall all mourn apart^ and their wiTes 
apart. In that day one shaH say nnto their afflTcted 
Shepherd, ** what are these wounds in thy hands ?• 
Then He shall answer, " those with which I was 
wounded in the house of my friends.^ I believe that 
in a very few years, this seene will take place. The 
prophecy is not obscure now. The hands of the 
Shepherd have been wounded by the cruel nails. The 
Roman sword entered His soal. Now we^ are to 
look for a turn of times ; and the sword that awakes 
out of the bottomless pit, shall sliiver to atoms, when 
the frighted remnant of Judah hn)k up. to their long 
rejected Saviour for mercy, and call upon His Name 
for pardon and deliverance. 

This great work must be accomplished at Jerusa- 
lein, where Christ was stonedj buffetted, spit upon, 
scourged, blasphemed, and blindfolded by the chief 
priests, the elders, and captains of the temple, in the 
doleful night that He was betrayed by Judas into -the 
hands of His cruel foes^. O ! ye professors of Chris- 
tianity at this day, who occupy the seals of dignity, 
and claim the honor due to Christ only in His person- 
al return to set rightousness in the earth, remember 
Judas — his covetousness conquered his conscience 
because of unbelief in the soured leaven — the doc- 
trineT of the cross — and your rejection of the i^r^n 
of Christ upon David*s throne, may provoke Grtpjo 
abandon you to the Strong Delusijon, so that yolr will. 
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be covetous of your poor lives in the time of the Dev- 
il's great wrath, and in seeking to save them, you are 
lost beyond remedy.* Judas is called a devil in his 
apostacy — he was chosen for an Apostle, He was 
one of the twelve. 

I have frequently heard professors say, **if we are 
prepared to die, we are prepared f(5r the coming of 
Christ." This appears to be true, according to the 
letter. But my felloxy beings, I doubt whether a 
person who makes pretension to godliness, while he 
rejects the testimony of the law, the prophets, the 
Psalms, which concerns the glory of the Messiah upon 
earth in the latter day, can be prepared to die. Re- 
jection of the literality of the prophecies, involves op- 
position to the doctrine of Christ, who said " the 
scripture cannot be broken," and He asserted con- 
cerning His approaching sufferings, " that this that is 
written must yet be accomplished in me." *• And He 
was reckoned wilh the transgressors," After Judas 
bad betrayed Him with a kiss, and unholy hands ar- 
rested the Blessed Lamb, Peter drew His sword, &c. 
Instantly was he reproved by his suffering Master, 
who said, " Thinkest thou that I cannot now pray 
to my Father, and He shall presently gjve me more 
than twelve legions of angels ? But how then shall 
the scripture be fulfilled that thus it must l?e ?" 

Not only the scriptures of the law and the prophet^ 
are violated by anli-Literalists, but the very express

declarations of Jesus Christ conceFning His second 
Advent, are denied. The message of Gabriel ta 
Mary that announced His birth, and the address of 
the angels to His apostles, while Jesus went up to 
heaven, are rejected. The testimony of the Holy 
Ghost by Peter, Paul, James and Jude, are all set 
away undei thjs Gentile measure, and darkness is 
named spirituality. The Apocalypse is wx.ested 
from the Jew ; and in particular the Key o£ David i& 
claimed in Paul's name^ for thq illegiiipaato descen- 
dants of Solomon who nr^arried many heathen, ladies 
to his shame and sorrow. This turning of God's 
things in Christ, upside dowj), is esteemed as the pot-* 
tef'8 clay, a stupid, senseless work *y and such«^ wisdom 
shall perish. The Lobd Jj:sus Christ after His 
personal agonies were all finished,, and He was alive 
from the tomb, to die no more, spake of His cross 
and passion to the eleven apostles in Jerusalem, and 
said^ " Thus it is written ;" and, thus it behoved 
Christ to suffer, and to rise from the dead the third 
day. He reminded them alsa of His former preach- 
ing, that He had declared the fulfilment of ALB# 
THINGS which were written in the law of Moses^ 
and ia the prophets,, and in the Psalms concerning 
Him. 

In the fulfilment of the law we discover its spirit- 
uality, or life ; and not in the letter by itself, or in 
the performance and celebration of its various ordi- 
nances and ceremonies. It is in the fulfilment which 
concerns God's immutable couasel that types and 
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shadows are exemplified by an object that shewj 
forth the praise of the God of Israel, who will have 
all men know that the spiritual body of the law is the 
literal Saviocir of Israel, the Lord Jesus Christ- 
Yes. He is the object, in His pure doctrines, His 
innocent nature, His vicarious death, and future 
Glory. Not one jot or tittle of the law can pass till 
all be fulfilled', so then, if Christ is the perfect Lamb, 
who are the wave loaves of the new meat offering, bul 
the very people unto whom the law was given, who 
have His sure promise that in the last days He will 
vn-ite it in their hearts,, and will put His Spirit within 
them ? . . . . • ...-., 

. . The church that is interested in the spiritual' 
humiliation of Jesus Christ^ is a church of martyrs:. 
These will c<5me with Him and will behold His Glory. 
They wiH be with Him— they will be like Him, and 
will reign with Christ a thousand years.

I have digressed from the subject of the law, but 
now return to it, as to testimony of the truth as it is in 
Jesus. Here I shall remark that the Parable of the 
leaven^ can have no literal accomplishment, until the 
metalic image kingdoms have ceased to be ; and the 
Stone which grinds them to powder is acknowledged 
in Zlon, as the Eleet— ^Precious. Then will com- 
mence the feast of first fruits of thanksgiving and 
humWe praise ; and after seven Sabbaths, and fifty 
days, the two wave loaves raised by the commanded 
leaven shall be presented before the Lord, with the 
twice seven sacrifices, on the fif^eth day, seven-Sa^b-. 
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baths being complete. Not one jot or tittle of the 
Law shall fail of an accomplishment by which it is 
magnified and made honorable, to the praise of God^ 
in the sight of all flesh. Christ, the Messiah, the 
Captain of Salration, the Righteous Ruler, will 
bring all this to pass, at the time, and in the seasons 
appointed by the Father. All the statutes, ordinance^, 
and commandments of the Lord God of Israel, are 
safely locked up in the heart of Christ, who is the 
Ark of the Testament, as well as the Ark of safety ; 
and if we desire to understand His estimate of the 
Law, that is the " inheritance of the congregation of 
Jacob," which He sent to them by His servant Moses* 
I believe We cannot do better than to study with 
pi-ayer, the cxix Psalm, bearing in our minds, that 
Christ was as really man, as He is God ; and that 
His human nature was " a tender plant," and while 
He was " the Arm of the Lord," as man He appear* 
ed to have no form or comeliness in His doctrines, 
nor in His humble life. His doctrines marked his 
lowly head ^ — from Capernaum to Calvary. So 
study Psalm cxix, and confess that no other man than 
Christ, could ever profess it entire. Do not stumble 
at the last verse ; for so you will deny Him ; bu^ 
He will not deny Himself. It is written that " He 
hath done no violence, neither was any deceit in His 
mouth, yet it pleased the Lord to bruise Him--^pul 
Him to grief '-«made His soul a sin offering, and 
lay upon Him the iniquity of God's **gone astray,'* 
or " lost sheep." Survey the Law spoken, by the 
Jioao to Moses, which Moses spake unto Aaron

his broiher, (after the breach upon Aaron's house, 
byjudgraent of God,) coneernfng hi« entering ** the 
ho)y place wiihhi the vail."^ Two kids of the goata 
were commanded for the people. Aaron was eom- 

* maHcJed ** to present them before the Lord at the 
door of the tabernacle of the congregation ; and there 
cast lots upon ihem — one for the Lord, and the other 
for the scape ^oat. The one upon which the Lord's 
lot fell, Aaron is commanded to offer for a sin offer- 
k)g for the people, and to hiring his blood within th« 
vail, aftd to sprinkle it upon the mercy seat, and be- 
fore the mercy seat, and hallow the sin oflfering by 
putting sweet incense on burning coak of fire froca 
off the altar before the Lord, that the cloud of th« 
incense may cover the mercy seat that is, upon the 
testimony, that he (Aaron) die not." 

Had the goat any sin ? Not the goat of the Lord's 
lot — yet this was slain. The escaped was consider- 

• ed as one, by the decreed act, of the hands of the 
high Priest upon his head, and confessing over him 
all the iniquities of the children of Israel, and all their 
transgressions in all their sins> putting them upon 
the head of the goat. VVas this, goat a guilty — s^ ciim^ 
iiialr-^object ? Not by himself: but made so by the 
multitudes of the sins of the children of Israel, laid 
upon, liun by imputation, in the act of God's high 
priest, according as God comnaanded should be done^ 
The poor scape goat is sent away by the hand of a 
jit man (margin is a man of opportunity ][: into the wil-. 
derness, the goat bearing upon him all their iniquities 
into a land not inhabited.'' What is the nai&e of tbi^ 
scape goat? And what is the name of the goat of 
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the Lord for a sin offering ? Paul says, tbaUCIirist 
was offered to bear the sins of many. — Is not Christ 
upon the accursed tree the sin offering ; and is He 
not ascended into the heavens in his raised body, to 
exhibit His Atonement before the Lord ? Can any - 
other man enter those heavens, until this High Priest 
come out, and cleanses the sanctuary, by confessing 
Israel's guilt upon the Head of the escaped goat — His 
raised body, bearing the scars, the marks of His 
wounds ? In the live goat then, let us behold the 
mystery of humility, of patience, of endurance, and 
love, which is treasured up in the heart of Christ, 
for the children of Israel, brought forth in the day 
when as High Priest over Gop's house forever. He 
shall confess their guilt over Himself, their scape 
goat, and as their Redeemer God, will remember 
their sins and their iniquities no more. '* Behold 
what manner of love is this ?" It is in my mind to 
Wfite particularly about this love of Christ to tha *' 
children of Israel, but not on this page« I niDW 
return to the. wave loaves of two tenth deals of fine 
flour, fomented by leaven, and presented before the 
Lomi. In the sixth chapter of Isaiah, which is en- 
titled " Isaiah's vision of the Lord's Glory," it may 
be remarked that the Glory occupies only the first 
part of the chapter. The tenth verse represents the 
state of the Jews (see John's Gospel 6 : 41) in the 
days of our Lord's humiliation, the eleventh and 
twelfth, the desolate state ^of the holy land of Judea^ 
and the dispersion of the people ; the last verse re- 
fers to the " remnant elected according to grace." 



<• 
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Isaiah enquired concerning the judgment upon the 
land and people, " Lord how long," — and is answer- 
ed in terms that reach to the prophecy of Zech. 14 c. 
I believe one end of the remnant (a tenth) is the holy 
seed ; that is, the elect who shall not be deceived by 
anti-Christ's false prophet, and the stsbstance (the 
leaven that works) is in them (" I have girded thee 
though thou hast not i^nown me'') ; and that this sub- 
stance is faith in the promises of God to the fathers, 
though as yet, they do not apprehend Christ as their 
sin offering, and JesTTs their Saviour from sin. The 
tenth or '* a tenth« shall return, and shall be eaten.' 
Here is one half of the consecrated fine flour. As 
leaven is called for to raise the two tenth deals, that 
two loaves of new bread be waved before the Lord, 
on the fiftieth Day of the feast of first fruits, I cannot 
say it is " the residue of man," and the* Gentiles upon 
whom " my Name" (saith the Lord) " is called," 
spoken of by James in Acts 15 : 17 ; but it may be 
ihey-are the happy ones who shall first come to the 
light of Zion, and be " an acceptable offering," waved 
before the Lord, a part of the Loaf raised by the^^v- 
en, the doctrines of the X, and sanctified b^he 
Holy Ghost. This work I do believe, is yet to 
be done. I believe it will be done after the 
Lord Jesus has settled the controversy of 
Zion; and "brought A SWORD" upon Israel 



• I hope tiiese may be the little cbiMren of this age, wbo will 
be preserved through the awful time, times, and half time. 
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that shall avenge the quarrel of the holy covenant—* 
when He . hath " performed His whole work (see 
Isaiah 61 : 17) upon Mount Zion, and Jerusalem^ 
punished the fruit of the stout heart of the Assyrian^ 
and the glory of his high looks," ** burned His thorns* 
and briers in^ne day" — and when the uncircumcised 
heart of Israel is humbled, and " they confess their 
trespass, which they trespassed against Him," re- 
pent like Job, as in dust and ashes, tremble as Saul 
on his way to Damascus, .submit as he did to Jesus 
— and be healed of unbelief like Thomas, handle the 
Word of Life, Behold His Glory,, shout His praise, 
magnify. His Name, and obey His voice, follow the 
Lamb, and sing His song, in the anthem of Moses. 
When this comes to pass, I do believe that the Name 
of the Lord shall be exalted among the Gentiles, that 
Ihe Messiah shall receive His inheritance among the 
heathen, and that from that day and forward, gener* 
ation after generation, and even all generations shall 
call the mother of Jesus 

Blessed ! Hail highlj favored of the T^rd most hiqw, 
^ B I Aaron's house hy " Oath of God* shall cry : 
^ilizabeth, the first that owned Thy Son, 

Seen in thy womb by faith, felt in her own

Temple, where all nations shall rehearse His infancy^ 
— His childhood — His youth. His manhood — ^unto 
«s a child is bom* Unto us a Son is given — thou hast 
tlw dew of thy youth. " He went about doing good" 
—-and every voice proclaim in chorus sweet and free 

** Worthy the Lamb, the lovely Lamb, 
He bled— He died |pr me." 

** Salvation to our God which sitteth upon the throne, 
«nd unto the Lamb." 

Never can the prophecy of the fair virgin of Naza- 
f eth be at all accompanied by the plaudit or blessing 
i»f other nations than her own. Her humiliation is 
closely allied to theX ; and the sword pierced through 
ber soul, when the chief priests cried " we have no 
king but Cesar ;" for Gabriel's testimony is in sack- 
cloth, its melody gone, for the Ark of God is taken 
out of Zion, borne to the place of a scull, and its sa- 
cred side, where rests the holy Law> is opened by a 
spear held in a savage Roman hand, that exceeded 
others in his thirst for the blood of Innocence, " the 
innocent Blood," 

But the testimony of Gabriel casts off the sackcloth, 

when Jesus wraps the napkin together that was about 

His lowly head, and laid, it by itself, for a testimony 

that it was needed no more ; for He had conquered 

death by dying and won the many crowns due only to 

fair Salem's Glorious King, the Faithful and True 

Amen of God, the Heir to David's throne. Gabriel 

however is not recorded by the Evangelists as a her- 
14 
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aid of the resurrection to revive that stricken dotey 
the soul pierced mother of the Lord. A silence, sa- 
cred as His virgin tomb, where reposed His holy 
body, evening and morning of a paschal Sabbath, is 
preserved concerning this elect Stem of Jesse, the 
gift of God, till after the ascension of Christ to heav- 
en ; and there her name is mentioned, and mentioned 
as the mother of Jestjs in company with the Apos- 
tles, the holy women, and the brethren of our Lord* 
They are all engaged in prayer and supplication to the 
Father Above, the God of heaven, and waiting for 
the promised Comforter, to report the Glory of their 
Master's arrival at the throne of the Ancient of Days ; 
and to guide them into all truth, as it is in Jesus^ to 
the praise of God. 

After this, " Mary the mother of our Lord," is 
mentioned no more in the Acts of the Apostles, nor 
in any of the Epistles, nor in the Book of the Reve- 
lation of Jestts Christ. In the latter, the word mo- 
ther occurs but once ; and not to the honor of woman 
at all. See c. 17. ** MOTHER OF HARLOTS," 
and— " Abominations of THE EARTH." Not a 
holy mother. Even the latter clause is quite suffi- 
cient lo seal her infamy, the mother of Abominations 
—of the earth. THE EARTH,* which is the place 
where her Abominations are brought forth, is the ob- 
ject of vengeance at the commencement of the pour-

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ing out of the first vial of the wrath of God. Two 
witnesses are necessary. We must of course locJt 
among the prophets of old time. Our Blessed Sa- 
viour has never intimated that any prophet shall rise 
after Him ("the Prophet like unto Moses) except 
false prophets." The Divine Apocalypse, which in 
our time is divided into twenty-two chapters, is the 
record of the word of God, and testimony of Jesus 
Christ. It represents ** the Lord's Day" — of mer- 
cy, of judgment — (" He that hath an ear let him hear, 
&c.") The Lord's Day — of vengeance— of glory. 
The title is sufficient to stimulate true lovers of Je- 
sus, and strengthen their minds in the Lord, (*' with- 
out me ye can do nothing") who pronounces Himself 
" the Beginning, and the ending," i. e. the Beginning 
of good — the ending of evil. This Book must cer- 
tainly be received as the sum, and the conclusion of 
all prophecy that involves the great subject of Christ's 
Power, Kingdom and glory. In the first chapter, 
and in the last, a blessing is promised to those who 
keep — take notice — *' the sayings of the prophecy of 
this Book."* 
An awful sentence is published in the eighteenth

How dreadftil is the judgment upon such iniquity ! 
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verse of the last chapter, against ^'any man that shaR 
add unto these things" — any man that shall pretend to 
teach beyond it. Tradition, that is, doctrine, which 
deviates from any of the sayings of this Bock, is ei* 
pressly judged; and awful, beyond all human con- 
ception, must be their doom who attempt such a sac- 
rilege. The plagues represent seven pourings of the* 
wrath of Almighty Gon who liveth forever and ever. 
What heart can endure, what handabe strong, whe& 
Gon riseth up to take vengeance ? 

The verse that follows condemns to the second 
death, " any man that shall take away from the words'^ 
— (not take away the words — but take from them) 
of the Book of this prophecy. Whether he is an in- 
fidel — or lascivious — or professedly very pious^t 
makes bo difference — *Vany man that robbetfa the 
•ayings, or words, of the book of this prophecy, is 
doomed tP banishment from God and the Lamb," 
He is doomed to the second death, having his por- 
tion as a liar, in company with the Beast and false 
prophet, in a lake of fire which is kindled in Divine 
anger, and burns to the lowest hell — that is the grave 
of the vile — the vile per^n. — See Nahum's prophe- 
cy — " thou art vile.**^ 

This Holy Book is light in God's Light which is 
holiness, in which He is glorious. Justice and Jxidg-v 
ment are the habitations of His throne, and Jesus 
Christ is seated thereon, and He sent His angel unto. 
His servant John, (who was in exile by decree of one 
of those violent. See our Lord'^s words, Matt. 11 : 
12,) to exhibit in visions of light the great and dreads 
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ful Day of the Lord ; and to prepare the senses of 
the Apostle, it appears he was in the Spirit, as well 
as the Spirit in him ; and thus shut up in the secret 
place of the Most High, he beheld, and he heard the 
things great and naarvellous, (even to John unsearch- 
able,) which concern the mystery of God, the mys- 
tery of iniquity and their end. 

** The mystery of iniquity," is undoubtedly anti- 
christ; and John saw him in a figure — a horrible 
monster indeed ! — ** a scarlet colored beast," Notice 
scarlet — the hue of a destructive element, and upon 
that beast it must denote the strange fiame o^ the 
Wicked One. "What a monster ! he has seven heads 
and ten horns — ^more horns than heads-:— No crowns 
upon his heads or his horns — his burning color forms 
their halo-^his wickedness is their glory, which is 
burning blasphemy, and fuel of hell j&re. They are 
his fat — ^or fattened ones — they bellow as bulls, strong 
bulls of Bashan (Mount of Slander.) But oh ! Mr. 
Lucifer, thou art but a man after all ; and thy helper 
is a created being. The Lord of hosts will kindle 
under thy glory a burning that shall consume both 
soul and body, with all thy thorns and briers in one 
day. ** The Light of Israel is the fire, and his Holy 
wOnb is that flame." He can, and He will bring 
down thy pomp— He will spread under thee, and 
cover thee with the worm that never dies — He will 
exhibit thy carcass an abhorring unto all flesh, cast 
out of thy grave, like an Abominable Branch, thou 
art doomed to come down to the sides of the pit and 
to lie in fire that is never quenched* 
14* 
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The revelation in the 17th chapter is replete with 
the most horrid gloom. One of the seven vengeance 
vial bearers, came to John, and informed him, that 
he must see the judgment of the great whore, that 
sittethupon many waters. Pause — *' the judgment!' 
— the sentence. 

" So he carried me away in the spirit into the 
wilderness," " a place without any order, and where 
the light is as darkness," and in the wilderness John 
saw a woman sitting on the last anli-christ — ^he is 
doubtless carrying her for the sake of her gold, and 
peajls, and precious stones. As to her ** scarlet and 
purple," anti-christ must of course be averse to the 
array, for it is sacerdotal, and with lier spiritual pre- 
tensions, claims, and assumption, anli^christ will never 
agree. — No ! «o Queens— No Queen — " I am God-— 
I will ascend above the heights of the clouds, I will 
be like the Most High. In short, anti-christ will not 
desire Babylon the Mystery— to be the glory of bis 
kingdom — the instant he gains the ten kingdoms, she 
is given up ; and destroyed. While she subserves 
his purpose (which must be to obtain the ten powers) 
he professes to uphold her. Deceit and treachery 
preside in full strength of satan's malice within the 
breast of his chief son ; and by these is hidden his 
utter contempt for the woman who has mounted her- 
self on his back, as she supposes, triumphant over 
the heritage of Gon. How can she know better, 
seeing she is drunk with such strong drink as the 
blood of the saints of Jesus ? 

It is not at all difficult to opine concerning this 
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woman, that she is (in Revelation) as exactly the op- 
posite of Zion, as the wild Beast who carries her, is 
the reverse of the Holy Lamb. I say in Revelation, 
John saw her thus— She is arrayed in pride and van- 
ity, and she ia drunk. But naystery and confusion 
are inscribed upon her face, and John beholds her 
with great astonishment. 

Without pretending to designate the wilderness — •■ 
the Beast, or tfae Woman, I beHeve there is suffi- 
cient ground for confession of the truth ( which I 
would humbly assert is the injention of ray testimo- 
ny,) to occupy, in order that this awful Revelation, 
be more prayerfully noticed, more faithfully consid- 
ered, and devoutly believed, as one section of pro- 
phecy concerning the terrible day, which is certainly 
at hand ;. for the signs are present in our time, by 
which we are to know, that it i& even at the door. — 
Iniquity abounds— 'i. e. injustice and perverseness. Is 
it not the case that persons who declare the truth of 
Christ's Glory, and cry " Behold He cometh," are 
called mad ? Is this not unjust ? How can the " falling 
away" spoken of by Paul as the preparation for anti- 
christ's reign, be characterized nqiore fully, than by 
the rejection of the True King, (which is Jesus Christ) 
upon David's throne in the times of restitution decreed 
by^the God of heaven and earth, and declared by all 
1;he;jboly prophets as scribes, for God the Holy Ghost ? 
I.3ay, how marked is the face of this generation with 
iapostacy in black unbelief concerning the true Mes- 
siah upon David's throne ! I am now looking on the 
majority that must constitute this apostacy y for it is. 
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not represented in the holy scriptures that the whote 
world shall instantly subscribe their names to anti- 
christ at his coining. On the contrary, there will be 
resistance even unto Wood, and John exclaims ** Here 
is the patience of the saints," and at the time of the 
old woman (that is the mother of harlots,) adminis- 
tering to herself the last draught of ihe life stream, 
from hearts that have loved both bread and wine, as 
symbols hallowed in the Master's bands, a voice is 
heard from heaven, saying unto the servant John, 
** Write— happy the dead which die for the Lord 
from henceforth." Why ? — Answer-^the number is 
made up — they rest from their labors .-*-Now you 
see the ranks of martyrdom are complete ; and the 
file being full that are beheaded for the witness of 
Jesus, the other file that were slain foi^ the word ef 
God, whieh they served in prophecy, cease their cry 
**0 Lord how long;" for, the "liiile season" is 
passed by, their fellow servants and brethren are 
killed, and the seal of Judgment is opened by tlie re^ 
jected King, " the Lion of the tribe of Judah the Root 
of David," appearing Kke a Lamb just slain (i. e. by 
the apostacy crowned with the reign of satan^s wrath 
by the Lawless One ;) and the martyrs are all at 
rest, while the awful battle is fought, that gathers the 
sour — the bitter vine of the earth which is destined 
to be cast into the great vine press of the wrath of 
God. John says, that blood reached unto the horse^s 
bridles, by the space of a thousand- and six hundred 
fbrlongs — ^What^a spectacle of woe upon the apos- 
tate earth is to follow the response of the Spirit, per-^ 
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baps in three days and a half, from that proclamation 
** Blessed are the dead," &c. for I do not hesitate to 
say, that the command ** Write," see 14 : 13, thun- 
ders terror in many souls when the two last martyrs, 
Jesus' witnesses are slain. They soon, however, try 
to appear merry, and probably drink a great deal of 
wine. See Belshazzar's feast—the type. The voice 
they cannot forget, for it said " Write, Blessed are 
the dead that die in the Lord from henceforth" — from 
this time — " Behold I come quickly, and my reward 
is with me to give every man according as his work 
shall be." 

That voice from heaven must be beard by the infidels, 
though they may not understand the speech. Bel- 
shazzar saw " the part" of the band writing upon the 
plaister of the wall of his banqueting hall, but the 
form of the judgment he knew not till Daniel gave the 
interpretation. 

I believe that the harvest (15, 16 vs.) is the blessed 
gathering of Jesus' saints to Him in the air ; and the 
horrible vintage is the result of that battle of the 
Great Day of God Almighty, when " the sword of 
the Lord shall devour from one end of the land to the 
other end of the land, (1000,600 furlongs) no fleshy 
shall have peace" (compare with our Lord's word's, 
M|itt. 24 : 22) for we must never forget the escaped in 
Ezek. 7 ; nor the remnant in Zech., for their sakas 
the work of vengeance is " cut short in righteous-^ 
ness," or " no flesh could be saved." So the Bless- 
ed One declared ; and the Redeemer of Zion will 
plead for the lives of His remnant, that are escaped 
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from the Strong to spoil, even the Serpent's Headl. 
The Vile person, the Abominable Desolator — ^thte 
Man of Sin — the Son of perdition— the Root of Gall 
— the Branch of the terrible ones — the Lawless one 
— the Rod of Wickedness — the Crown of pride — the 
Horn of the Lord's adversaries — the Abomini^le 
Branch— the fierce King, king over all the children 
of pride, king over the locusts, (that devour the Com 
— poison the air, etc.,) which is the angel of the bot- 
tomless pit, veho gathers his armies by the agency of 
unclean spirits to a place called Armaggeddon, to 
fight against the Holy Mystery — the faithful and true 
— Judah's Lion— the Lamb of God. The King of 

kings — the Lord of lords 

Habakkuk's prayer is answered in that tenrible 
Day. The Lord will remember mercy for His rem- 
nant. They will be brought through the fire ; and 
they shall know that Christ is the Load. The rem- 
nant are preserved in their bodies, according to the 
purpose of God, who sailh, " I will multiply them, 
and they shall not be few." '* I will increttse them 
with men as a flock. As the"^ holy flock, as the flock 
of Jerusalem in her solemn feasts, so shall the waste 
• cities be filled with flocks of men ; and they shall 
know that I am the Lord." More of this by and by 
if the Lord permit me. It is a delightful theme ; J)Ut 
I am pressed to return for a little to the Revelation of 

♦ Certainly a reference to the Hebrew Christian church, — in- 
creased in one day, three thousand— "a holy flock*'-- Praising 
God. Bee Acts 9. 
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Ae mystery, which is for ** lamentation, mourning 
and woe." ... I shall not venture to designate 
the wilderness— the Beast — or the woman. I hare 
no authority or power to do it. I see in the woman's 
forehead her title, written in full capitals. She is ta- 
ken up on the back of anti-Christ, which shews that 
her own power is gone— she cannot walk because 
she is drunk. She is not yet divested of her sy mbol- 
ication, nor stripped of her costly jewels. She holds 
her golden cup (imitation cup) in her cruel grasp — it 
is full. What is the composition ? It is " the wine 
of the wrath of her fornication." Question. Will 
the Beast carry this woman about in the wilderness, 
to administer this potion ? John saw her golden cup 
** full of abomination, and filthiness of her fornica- 
tion." The Beast is possessed of her seven moun- 
tains ; and these mountains are The Heads of The 
Beast. Very astonishing. " Where the woman 
sittelh." Is this her first location, " seven moun- 
tains ?" Are these mountains the bound of her seat 
—her empire ? No. She sitteth upon many waters ; 
a«d the waters are symbolic, they represent " peo- 
ples — multitudes — nations and tongues." A great 
and dangerous woman is this woman. 

What will be her judgment ? John was called to 
see it. Desolation, nakedness, fire, and sword ! 

It is plain truth that the Beast carries her on to her 
ruin. His purpose 5^is effected by the instrumental- 
ity of ten kings who are all of one mind (earthly, sen- 
sual, devilish) and all their power they pbtain firom 
the Beast to reign one hour with him ; and their work 
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is to Strip the woman naked — eat hei flesh — and burn 
her as with fire — then they follow the Beast to the 
great battle field, shouting 

" Who is like unto the Beast," and on they baste 
to make war with the Lamb. In the hour of these 
kings, the witnesses of Jesus ascend, and they that 
are last shall be first, saith the Lord — so depend they 
return immediately, and fight for the kingdom of their 
father David, as " mighty ones." Many conjectures 
are expressed as to the persons of these two last wit- 
nesses of Jesus. Some say ** Moses and Elijah^r— 
others " Elijah and Enoch." Anti-Millenarians hold 
the sentiment that they intend the Old and New Tes- 
tament. . • • • 

There is not a parallel to this object for secrecy, in 
respect of identity of the two witnesses, through the 
pages of inspired testimony. We are reminded of 
the solemn declaration that Moses made to the con- 
gregation of the Lord, when he had attained the one 
hundred and twenty-first year of his pilgrimage ; and 
it should be sacred in our remembrance. " Secret 
things belong unto the Lord our God." The truth 
must be confessed that this special secret belongs to 
Christ. Who can doubt but He is the naighty angel 
that is clothed with a cloud — crowned with a rain- 
bow— &c. &c. See Rev. 10. This angel said to 
John—" I will give power to my two witnesses"— 
they have bodies— verse 8— they are styled prophets. 
Is it lawful to use a mortaFs judgment in designating 
these tormentors of " them that dwell upon the 
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earth"* in the "short lime of Satan's great wrath?" 
. The answer is no ! Human 
learning, human wisdom, and human discernment are 
forbidden the attempt ; and should one say, I am di- 
rected by the^Spirit of God, the solemn command is 
presented, "try the spirits, &c."- — and the only re- 
source in regard to sentiment — opinion — or judgment 
—is " to the law and to the testimony" if they agree 
not with this rule, it is certain there is no light in^ 
them. • Now we know that God is light ; and in 
Him is no darkness at all. It is written that " He 
covereih Himself with light as with a garment ; and 
the light dwelleth with Him." His word is the lamp 
by which we read His purposes ; and whatever is 
made manifest according to " Thus saith the Lord," 
is true light in our minds by grace of the Spirit, re- 
flected from the scripture of truth, and may be con- 
templated upon with thankfulness and delight. On 
the subject of the two witnesses, we have no right to 
make any conclusion unauthorized by the lively Ora- 
cles of God. They are Christ's two prophets ; and 
to them He will give power to bear their testimony 
for Him just one thousand, two hundred and sixty 
days. They can shut heaven that it rain not in the 
days of their prophecy — have power to turn waters to 
blood, and to smite the earth with all plagues as often as 
they will. When their testimony is finished the 
be^st that ascendeth out of the bottomless pit, kills 
them. Their bodies are not buried. They he in 
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the* street of the great city where our Lorb wafl^ 
crucified. 

Solemn subject. What can such a worm as I say ? 
I have pondered these things for years- — ^have prayed 
and wept. I want the literal fulfilment of prophecy 
to be set as a beacon le warn the present generation 
of the great danger that is near ; and among other 
open declarations of the Adorable Jesus, I read the^ 
plain woids, that His two witnesses shall teach du- 
ring the reign of the last anti-Christ. They are call- 
ed prophets. Of course we are bound to believe they 
are not Books, nor parchments— nor seraphs or cher- 
ubs ; but men. I believe that the two last witnesses 
of Jesus Christ are two men. I used to think thai 
they must be a man and woman, as Simeon and Anna ; 
but when I considered that the mission of the two 
last witnesses for the Messiah, must be to (he Jews 
at Jerusalem in the reign of anti-Christ, I said it is 
not the infancy of my Saviour these witnesses beheld ; 
but the manhood, and that in prophetic, priestly, and 
Kingly vision. My mind was then directed to the 
scene on Mount Tabor. I read that Moses and Eli- 
jah entered the bright cloud with Christ, after they 
had talked with Him concerning His decease which 
He should accomplish at Jerusalem. Were they not ' 
then His two witnesses before Peter, James and 
John ? Moses and Elijah spake of His sufferings ; 
and the three apostles must have heard that part of 
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the conference, for it is through them these things 
are communicated to us in the four Gospels. See 
John 1 : 14 ; Luke 9: 28, 35 ; Matt. 17; and Mark 
9. It is written that Peter, James and John were 
heavy with sleep ; but when they awoke, still the two 
witnesses were with their Master. Secret things be- 
long to the Lord God of hosts ; and " He revealeth 
the deep and secret things," as it pleaseth Him. 
Whatever Moses and Elijah saw of Jesus, when 
they entered with Him into the cloud, is a profound 
secret to us ; but according to the doctrine of our 
Lord it must be proclaimed upon the house tops. 
We know it is written that they " feared as they en- 
tered into the cloud." . . 

Moses died. Can man die twice? Is Lazarus 
an example ? Elijah was translated. He went up 
by a whirlwind to heaven. Is Elijah changed, or re- 
moved ? Since Adam lost immortality, has any hu- 
man body possessed it except the body of our Lord 
Jesus Christ ? Paul wrote to his son in the faith that 
our Lord Jesus Christ " only hath immortality."-^ 
Are we not to understand the Apostle as testifying of 
the body of Christ in the consummate glory of the 
resurrection life, which he prayed for, that He might 
be glorified with the Father, and glorified by the Fa- 
ther in His very body that was soon to suffer upon 
the cross, and to lie in the heart of the earth ! I be- 
lieve that the Lord God who planted Eden, and made 
Eve, had personal glory, and in that glory appeared 
to Adam, bringing her to the man, who confessed 
her his equal, as Ruler over the animal creation of 
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God. In the fall of Adam, the declarative glory af 
the Lord God, sustained a mighty injury, seeing 
that God had created the man in the image, and after 
the likeness of the Lord God. On this account 
Adam was stripped of the imgige he had insulted ; 
and waft dust in God's sight. How just the decree 
must holy angels say ! And yet those pure spirits re- 
joice over fallen man, not thai he is fallen, but that 
he is raised up again ; and they adore the unfathom- 
able mystery of grace in man's redemption, because 
the Glory of the Lord is manifested in the result. 
Thus a multitude of the heavenly host expressed their 
delight in Gabriel's testimony to the Bethlehem shep- 
herds, that a Saviour is born which is Christ the 
Lord. " Glory to God in the highest, and on earth 
peace, good will toward men." The angels were 
never disappointed in Him that Gabriel reported " a 
Saviour." Although Jesus (in taking a part of flesh 
and blood, was made a httle lower than the angels, 
Gabriel, who is styled " the angel of the Lord," con- 
fessed that Christ is the Lord ; and when the time 
arrived for our Lord to rise from the dead, Gabriel 
descended from heaven in great glory. His coun- 
tenance was like lightning, and his robes white as 
snow. He rolled away the stone from the door of 
the sepulchre, and sat upon it, as it were defying the 
Jewish watchmen, arid waiting for his Adorable Cap- 
tain, the Great Commander of all the angelic hosts, 
to appear, that he might attend his ascension to hea- 
ven. And Jesus went up; for the heavens must re- 
ceive Him, for He was declared to be the Son of 
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God with power, according, to the Spirit of holiness 
by His resurrection from the dead ; and thb heavens 
are His home as the Beloved who was made of the 
seed of David according to the flesh, (which exhibits 
the fact that He shall bruise ^the ficjrpent's Head,) un^ 
til the Roman Age and Bablyon^s dominion are run 
out and expire. Is it not evident that Christ'^ <p^soB 
on the right ihand of God is in ^possession of immor* 
tality, and that He entered the holy of holies alone^ 
dwelling in light which no man can approach unto 4 
and that He must come out of that Light which no 
Aian can see, into the Day which is named after Him 
as MessisA, that the Scriptures nciay be fulfilled ? 
This day is called the great and dreadful day of 'the 
Lord ; and before its iteming (which coming, I hold 
is the gkffious Epiphany of Jesus Christ,) the Lord 
of hosts saith unto the sons of Jacob, and to Israel 
-by Malachi, *' Behold I will send you Elijah the pro^ 
phet" — I believe that Elijah the Tishbite will come ; 
hut not from the holy place where Christ ascended, 
»» no one could enter there but the High Priest who 
by His own blood obtained eternal redemption for 
His elect. Elijah was removed out of this world in 
bis body, and went to heaven, but it is not written 
that he went into the heavens^ therefore I have no 
fightio opine that Elijah is allied to the Martyr Lamb 
in the gtery of immortality^ in his removal from earth 
to heaveti ; but rather to believe ihat his mission is 
^o be finished in the time of satan's great wrath, or 
Abe ibxty-two months of Apollyon's reign at JerussJem.

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The case of Enoch comes up before us. It is writ- 
ten that he was not found, for God took hini« 

It is written of Moses that he died ; and that God 
buried him. Now these two cases are very different. 
Enoch had finished his work upon earth. He walked 
with God. He pleased God. He seemed to be like 
an angel clothed with light ; and it is declared by 
Paul, that Enoch was translated by faith, that he 
should not see death. I accept of this testimony ac« 
cording to the letter, and suppose that Enoch's trans*^ 
lation, or removal from the earth without seeing death, 
was the fruit of failh, that God so delights in, that 
He will do all it asks, even to cast down*the Mount 
of Olives, and plant it in the sea. I do not expect 
that Enoch will return until that glorious prophecy 
which he spake to the sinners of the old world, (by 
which he honored the Lord God,) shall be fulfilled ; 
and then the seventh irom Adam is a living witness 
that Christ upon David's throne is the First, and the 
Last. Enoch's life upon earth numbered three hun- 
dred and sixty-five'years ; and he was not, for God 
took him. 

Moses lived one hundred and twenty years, and 
he died ; his eye was not dim, nor his natural force 
abated. One third of the time, Moses was engaged 
in public service for the God of his fathers ; but his 
faith was not perfect. At the time he was to speak 
unto the Rock which was a type of Christ, Moses 
, actually stumbled at the Word, and was disobedient; 
for he spake to Israel, and he smote the Rock. It 
was in the first montl^ of the fortieth year after the 
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Exode from Egypt, that this ofFence was committed 
by Moses and Aaron against the Christ of God. 
Miriam was dead and buried. The prophetess was 
no more. The threefold cord was broken. The 
cord was now two fold and of one sex. How soon 
was it broken. Aaron died in the fifth month of 
that year, without seeing the promised land ; and 
Moses died in the twelfth, after beholding the holy 
Mountain from the top of Nebo ; and it is written 
that the Lord buried Mpses, in a valley of Moab^ 
over against Beth Peor (House of the opening") but 
no man knoweth of his sepulchre unto this day. The 
Lord appeared to Joshua, and informed him £>{ the 
event ; and it is very striking that Joshua's commis- 
sion was not renewed after Moses' death, in the man- 
ner that might have been expected ; but only " now 
arise, and go over this Jordan, thou and all this peo- 
ple with thee, unto the land which I do give to them, 
even to the children of Israel, is the letter of admin- 
istration, that authorised a descendant of Joseph to 
command the officers of the host who submitted to 
him instantly, saying, " All that thou commandest us 
we will do, and whithersoever thou sendest us we 
will go, only the Lord thy God be with thee, as He 
was with Moses. 

The words " Moses, my servant, is dead," have 
thrilling emphasis attending their accent upon the 
spirit that waits upon Christ, as the Rock of Israel. 
Solemnity and affection are in the sound of these 
words, five in number, as were the wounds in that

holy One upon, the cross. The Lord's servant was 
no more to ser?e in that dispensation ; but the ser- 
vant's servant, the son of Nun is the person whom 
God will magnify in the sight of all Israel, as a type 
of Him who should have more honor than Moses^ 
even '' Christ, the minister of the circumcision for 
the truth of God, to confirm the promisejB made unto 
the fathers." 

In the Gospel dispensation there is a service for 
Moses to perform, and he appears in company with 
a prophet that never died, and ws^ buried, as Moses 
certainly was, according to the word of God. 

The personal sufferings of Christ were not appre^ 
bended by His apostles while they had His personal 
ministry among them ; and ama^^ement seized their 
minds while He declared all the abuses He must en- 
dure at His next f>assover, when He should be deliver- 
ed unto the Gentiles, be mocked, spitefully entreated, 
and spitted on, scourged, crowned with thorns, cru- 
cified, buried, and on the third day, will rise again. 
It is recorded Luke 18'. 3i, that "they understood 
none of these things. *' In the law it is written m 
the mouth of two or three witnesses every word must 
be established^ 

Moses and Elijah appear in Glwry, and stand upon 
the holy mount with Christ, in the sight of Peter, 
James, and John, whom He took with Him, as the 
witnesses of this great scene. Moses and Elijah bor^e 
testimony of the sufferings, and God the Father bore 
testimony to the Glory of Jesus, who was then trans- 
figured as the personal witness^ and thje Amejo erf 
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God, that He will not fail nor be discouraged until 
He have set judgment in the earth, and the isles shall 
wait for His Law. ^ 

Let us humbly acknowledge the propriety" of view- C 
ing in Moses and Elijah our Lord's two witnesses, as S | G • 
they certainly were on that occasion the two prephets i 
who spake of His cross and passion, while His per- 
son represented the glory of His Melchisidec Priest- 
hood as The King of I^eace. 

In respect of the future ministry of our Lord's two 
witnesses, there is a wide and solemn contrast, such 
as naturally strikes the mind with horror, that it should 
be necessary after the gift of the Holy Ghost, by 
vhom was declared in the mouth of chosen witnesses, 
that Jesus is the heir to David's throne. Alas ! what 
a strange work does apostacy from the priginal Gos- 
pel of God elicit in the last time. By Original Gos- 
pel I mean that message recorded in Isaiah 9, and 
addressed to Mary as recorded in Luke 2 ; and this 
Gospel the apostles preached, and Paul pronounced 
man or angel accursed that preached any other. 
Paul knew by the Spirit that it would be done ; that 
the people would not endure sound doctrine, but turn 
away from the truth, and that this is the result of 
false teaching is manifest by the effect of heresy from 
the pulpit, as in the case of Hymeneus and Philetus, 
who denied the resurrection of the body at the last 
day. A notable heresy this, and a virtual rejection 
of the person of Christ, of course that denial of Him, 
which procures the judgment of damnation due to the 
unpardonable sin of blasphemy against the Holy 
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Ghost, who brought Chiist into the world to suflfer, 
brought Him from the tomb- to be glorified, and will 
bring from^ the heavenlies His raised body, to reign 
upon David's throne. 

Our Lord said " Woe to the world because of of- 
fences ; for it must needs be that offences come ; but 
woe to the man by whom the offence comeih." 

As the capital offence is resistance of the Holy 
Ghost, by whom Peter, and afl the Apostles preached 
that Jesus is the Christ, we must look back on the 
early years of Christianity, to find the preacher by 
whose instrumentality the church fell away from the 
truth as it is in Jesus ; and leaving his name out of 
this page, we must say, that he is at the head of the 
class of mystifiers of God's word, who crucify the 
Son of God afresh, and put Him to open shame. 
What a provocation is this, which has been the 
caeans of scattering the truth away from the houses 
professedly consecrated to Divine service, and what 
a punishment is decreed for the last generation of this 
revolt. Upon such God shall send a Strong Delu- 
sion that they shall believe a lie, that they all may be 
damned because they received not the truth in tlie 
love of it,* 

The mystery of iniquity was at work in Paul's 
time ; and John declared tliat there were many anti- 
Christ's while he was yet in the body upon earth ; 
but the falling away that Paul mentions as the oppor-

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lutiity of satan in the revelation of that Lawless One, 
whom the Lord will destroy at His second Advent^ 
was to succeed the working of the mystery, as an 
overflowing of rain, follows after the scattering drops 
that portend the shower. In Paul's time there was 
a notable hindrance to the work of iniquity shrouded 
In the mystery of satan, which is hypocrisy. This 
must be the Despotic Ruler in that Day. There was 
such a hindrance to the increase of hypocrites ; and 
there is to this day, only the form is changed. The 
goddess Diana is not worshipped now, but images of 
gospel saints are invoked and hallowed. 

But the very HE, whose removal makes way for 
the Man of sin, who is the son of perdition, and that 
Wicked, I believe is the Turk, who (as representa- 
tive of Mahomet) now occupies the sacred spot, 
where once shone the Light of the heavenlies, and 
the temple stood, which even our Blessed Saviour 
confessed was His House of prayer. The last anti- 
Christ is the serpent's Head ; and the devil is only 
reversing his position, when the Turk is cast out ; 
for his head son is the temporal prince who is wor- 
shipped on that spot, next to, and after Mahomet ; but 
not by Mahomet's followers. No. The very words 
anti-Christ shew us the nation to whom He will 
come. The promise of a Messiah (the Anointed) is 
sure to David's house ; and this is the Lion of Judah, 
who is the Lamb of Gon, and the King of Israel. . 

. Anti-Christ therefore, is the 
false Messiah — the enemy of the true Christ. There 
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have been many pretenders lo this headship of aatan ; 
but their trumpet was not sounded on Mount Moriab. 
Now we ought to know that anti -Christ is an individ- 
ual in human shape, represented figuratively as a 
Monster Animal, whose heads and horns are symbols 
of States, and Kingdoms. Satan's object in the re- 
signation of his power to the son of perdition, is ma- 
lice against the Son of God, and His elect throne, 
which is Mount Zion, and I believe is the Paradise 
of God, called the place of the throne, and the place 
of the soles of His feet, who announces Himself ihe 
Holy One of Israel, and their King. 

The object of the false Christ is universal Domin- 
ion for himself. Anti-Christ cares no more for the 
devil, than the devil does for him. The devil indul- 
ges his mahce against Christ, by whom he is to be 
tormented in the times of restitution, in which bis 
power over death is void by the Power of Christ's 
Life, who will certainly confine him in the pit from 
which anti-Christ comes to reign. The devil will be 
denied any share of the supremacy by anti-Christ 
after the latter obtains his object, the worship due 
only to God, for he says *' 1 am a God — I sit in the 
seat o^oD ;" and thus he denies his Master. If 
anti-Christ would say, I am the devil in human shape ; 
and I sit in his seat, he would ihen confess 
the devil ; but in his usurpation of dominion he glo- 
ries over satan, who is only a cipher in his spirilua' 
character, having resigned that power wliich he pos- 
sessed as unseen, to the Man who craved God's do- 
minion upon earth. Well may the reign of anti-

Christ te called the short time of the devil's great 
wrath, when he comes as man to deceive the whole 
world I And if anli-christ is a liar in every other 
respect, yet, in confessing Mount Zion God's seat, he 
confesses to ihe manifestation of Go© in the flesh. 
His transgression then is against Christ, and is so 
personal even in sealing up the sum of wisdom and 
the perfection of beauty, that there is but one securi- 
ty for the true Christ ; and what is that? I answer 
that it is the very olgect so hated by the brethren and 
nation of Christ, the union of two natures in Him, 
Emmanuel I I view this union as the foundation of, 
God's praise in the earth, "and Christ is that founda- 
tion, therefore it is said of Him Thy throne, God, 
is forever and ever- 

When our Blessed Saviour was upon earth, He 
acted in His twofold character, divine and human. 
He sat down by Jacob's well at noon day, as a weary 
traveller, in appearance a way faring pilgrim and 
stranger > and asked for a drink of water. 

In the temple Jesus stood, and cried " If any man 
thirst let him come unto me and drink,*' alluding to 
the Holy Ghost. 

At Lazarus' grave Jesus wept as a man jpr his 
brother, commanded the removal of the stone as a 
Master, called upon the Fallier as a Son, and then 
cried with a loud voice, ** Lazarus come forth." And 
he that was dead obeyed that voice. It is written that 
" unto God the Lord belong the issues from death." 
Jesus said to Martha, he that believeth in me, though 
16 
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he were dead y€t shall he live ; and whosoever livetb 
and believeth in me, shall never die." 

As man Jesus said unto Peter " What ! couldest 
thou not watch with me one hour ?" As God He 
demanded of the officers *' whom seek ye f for they 
answered ** Jesus of Nazareth ;" and His declaration 
"I am He," prostrated them upon their backs, on the 
ground. Then with authority he demanded liberty 
■ for His disciples that they might go their way. 

Reader, if thou art not wiUing to go the rounds of 
my testimony for the limes we live in, we must part ; 
for I cannot work in any other way than tdo. I 
was engaged with the two last witnesses a little while 
ago ; now I am leaving them to confer with Eve the 
mother of all living, with Noah, Abraham, Isaac, Ja- 
cob, David, the prophets, and the Evangelists about 
Him, who is the only Saviour of Israel, and their 
God forever and ever. 

The subject is far above, and oufpf human sight ; 
for it is the mystery of God. Who by searching can 
find out God, even in the least of all His works of^ 
creation that we see with our eyes, or feel with our 
hands, or taste in our mouths, or tread with our feet ? 
The IfcDRD asked Job if he knew where is the way 
that light dwelleth, and where is the place for dark- 
ness, because the number of his days was great. 
** Hast thou" (said the Lord to Job) ** entered into the 
treasures of the snow ? or, hast thou seen the treas- 
ures of the hail, which I have reserved against the 
time of trouble, against the day of battle and war ?'* 
(Rev. 11 : 19; and 16: 14.) 
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The LoRP asked Job where he was when Gop 
laid the foundations of the earth, and whereupon they 
were fastened, or who laid the corner stone 1 or who 
shut up the sea with doors, when it brake forth, &;c« 

" By what way is the light parted, which scalter- 
eth the east wind upon the earth ? Who halh divid- 
ed a water course or a way for the lightning of thun- 
der? Knowest thou the ordinances of heaven? 
Who can number the clouds in wisdom ? Moreover,' 
the Lord said to Job, " Shall he that contendeth with 
Ahe Almighty instruct Him ? he that reproveth God, 
let him answer It." Then Job exclaimed, "Behold 
I am vile ; what shall I answer thee ? I will lay my 
hand upon my mouth." ^ 

Ignorance and weakness are stamped upon man in 
the fall ; and it is written, that ** man at bis best es 
tate, is altogether vanity," which is frailty in the out- 
ward and iniquity in the inward constitution of man 
since the fall. In this state, what can man know by 
himself of the Blessed Jesus ? Canst thou explain 
the miracles He wrought ? For instance the cleans- 
ing of the leper at Capernaum. Jesus touched him ; 
and said be thou clean ; also the ten in Galilee, " Go, 
shew yourselves to the priests." As they wei^, they 
were cleansed. One of the ten (and only one,) turn- 
ed back, and with a loud voice glorified God. He 
fell down on his face at Jesus' feet, giving Him 
thanks ; and he was a Samaritan. This poor crea- 
ture must have despaired of help by the means pre- 
scribed ; for he was an " alien from the common- 
wealth of Israel ;" and between his people and the

Jews, there was a barrier which prerented his seek- 
ing to their priests for assistance ; and yet he was 
cleansed. This man knew that Jesus was his priest, 
so he turned back, and he had his reward. The 
Priest pronounced him whole, and told him that by, 
his faith he was made so. As to the others, we know 
theiy did not return to Jesus ; and therefore they gave 
not to God the praise for their marvellous cure. The 
Lord might say of them^as of Ephraim in former 
days, " they knew not that I healed them." 

I have mentioned these miracles of healing as ex- 
amples of mysteries : — on the Lord's part of Godli* 
ness manifested in the flesh, for the lepers were made 
whole by the word of Christ : on the part of the dis^ 
eased, the prajse of faith, for Jesus told the Samari* 
tan his faith had nnide him whole. Faith is the gift 
of God ; and the exercise of faith is by His Spirit 
that raised up Jesus from the dead. The same Spirijt 
which brought from the tomb, our Lord, the Sbep*- 
herd of Israel, was present in the soul of the Samari- 
tan, when he fell down at Jesus' feet, and glorified 
the God of Israel. What a contrast is represented 
in these two events ? What a mystery^ is the action 
of the will on matter, even the human will ; and we 
give the matter praise, tl>at is nothing by itself, but 
s dependant on the will — and (if we could but real- 
ize it) on the will of God. What does man know oi 
God that cheers the mind, separate from God's will 
to shew mercy, and peace to the conscience. Every 
body wants a God of some sort : and eis^pects some* 
thing from his God. The God of Salvation is the 
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Gop, only God, and there is but One true God, and 
He is the only Saviour. The only, living ^nd true 
God, is the Saviour of Israel, and beside Him there 
is no God. Isaiah 43 : 3 — 11. I am (see Exodus 
3 : 14) the Lord (Micah, 4 : 7) thy Gop (Psalm, 
118 : 27) from the land of Egypt (Ex. 29 : 46) and 
thou shalt know no God but me : Exodus, twentieth 
chapter) — for there is no Saviour beside me. X> I 
Israel 1 thou hast destroyed thyself; but in me i^ 
thy Hfitp. I will be thy KING. Where is any 
other that may save thee in all thy cities ? and thy 
judges of whom thou saidst, give me a king and 
princes ? I will ransom them from the power of 
death (i. e. the devil.) I will redeem them from the 
grave ! 

The soul, which is indeed a mystery, hid in the 
flesh, is the origin of our thoughts, and the conscience 
is the soul's opinion of the thoughts, desires, and 
actions of man. Thought itself is put for the motion 
of the mind, ainl the latter f9r the will. If we are 
not reprobates, i. e. if we are not abandoned to our* 
selves, thoughts will come out of the soul that con* 
cern its state when the flesh is cold in the tomb. It 
is God that effects this and grace is the influence ; 
but the poor soul is then in the midst of God's ene- 
mies. The carnal nature of the mind, nursed and 
nourished by satan, (that old serpent,) is set in mo- 
tion wholly to oppose the originator of serious thoughts 
which is the object chiefly concerned, and begins to 
groan for its state ; and trembles on account of her 

immortality. Conscience has a charge to keep, and

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that is, to represent the soul's opinion of God. What 
opinion can the unpardoned soul entertain of God? 
Where can she find him? I shall answer at once, 
and answer for every soul, In Christ JESUS, and no 
where else } no where else, can God be found. fdrev- 
er, but in Christ, so, that the soul that is not cleansed 
of its fretting leprosy by Jbsus* word, cannot put 
forth acceptable thoughts af the God of Israel. I 
may be asked to exhibit proof of the verity of my de-* 
claration. My only evidence is the written words of 
God; and in my search for this matterj I must of 
necessity apply first, to the law, and to the testimony.. 
The English language is the orgaiv of communica-i 
tion to me, and by it I will stand contentedly, except 
the Lord give me supernatural sight, and a moulh 
accordingly. I have consulted Critics — t have spo-» 
ken with the inheritors of the original, and with chris- 
tians who have studied the Hebrew language ; and I 
am satisfied with the Protestant translation of the 
sacred books of the law and the prophets. I decid- 
edly prefer the English to any other language, except 
the original ; and love the English transktion very- 
much. Now I will brandish this great sword for the 
truth of God, as high as my feeble arm will permit.. 
O, Lord ! wilt thou help me ? 

" Hear, O Israel, the Lord, our God, is one Lord^ 
Deut. 6:4. The Unity of Gob the creator and 
former of all things, is a sacred truth never to be for^^ 
gotten by His elect, whp shall praise Him in the 
heights and in the depths of His Love, even forever. 
This God, who is the Lord, hath named Himself the 
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God of AbrahaiB^ the God of Isaac, the God of Jacob\ 
and of Israel. 

Haw came this election, that God even declares 
is His memorial tlvroughout all generations ? The 
question carries us back to Abraham, who was by 
natural birth a Chaldean, as a Jew born in England 
is called an Englishman. It is written that God called 
Abram to leave his father's house, his kindred, and 
country, to be a pilgrim and stranger in the holy land. 
Abram obeyed the call. He was a worshipper of the 
LoftB, who appeared unto him. It is written that GoD 
called Abraham alone ; (see Is* 51 : 2) but he took Lot, 
his brother's son with him. Lot was not called b^ 
the Lord as was Abram, unto whom pertained ihiB 
election of grace, that he should be a father of many 
nations* It is not for us to search into the Divine 
vviU, as to reason, why, Abram was selected to be 
|he prince of his times^ He had no child, eitjier soij 
or daughter ; and he was seventy-five years of age^ 
when the Lord, called him, and called him alone— r 
Isaiah 51 : 2.. Abram could not expect that his adop^ 
tion of Lot would bring about the great matter, which 
is the first branch of Divine promise to Terah's elder 
son, named high father. Indeed Abraham beljevQd 
God's Word, and he obeyed His call :. for believing 
he is called " the Friend of God." For obeying (see 
Gen. 12 : 4-.-J7 : 23, 27—22 : 3, 10,) he is qall^d 
" faithful Abraham ;" and l<he security, of blessings 
to him was the Divine approbation, and acceptance of 
obedience of faith — see Gen. 22 : 16 — 18. The 
promviQ of God wa3. cgnfirmed^ by aa oath (which. 
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the Law, given four hundred years after could 
not abrogate ;) which sealed the covenant for an ev- 
erlasting Life, which is treasured up In The Loan. 

• 

It is to be observed that Abraham is the tenth from 
Noah, who was chosen to salyatioA because he was 
a just man, walked with God, and kept hioiself sep^ 
arate from wicked ones. Noah was perfect in his 
generations from Seth, the appointed typical Seed of 
the mother of all living, after Abel's martyrdom^ in 
whose death the Lamb of Gon was slain. Noah*s 
eldest son is the first object of prophecy after the 
flood ; and the words in English number seven ; a 
perfect number. 

<* Blessed be-^the Lord God — of Shem." I view 
this prophecy as a sacred memorial of the Original 
purpose of that decree " He shalx. bruise thy Head;* 
and I read it two ways. First, Noah blest the Holy 
One, as a type of the Father ; and this Praise is to 
endure forever, as the Lord God of Shem. Second, 
that Shem shall bless the Lord God, as the LoRp 
God of Shem. The prophecy that follows concerns 
the Gentiles, and the precious Name in small capitals, 
is not there. " God shall persuade Japheth, and he 
shall dwell in the tents of Shem." N. B, "The Gen- 
tiles shall con;ie to thy LIGHT." — the Light of Zion 
is the Holy One of Israel. Shem shall rest in his 
tents in that day, when the glory ofj the gentiles is 
unto Zion as a flowing stream. 

The perfect generations of Noah continue from 
Shem (who is the twelfth from Ev0— th^ mother of 
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all living, therefore in ihe restoration we reckon Adam 
as her son. In the literal, Adam is the federal Head 
— Cain is utterly rejected— Abel had no literal por- 
tion on the earth in the fallen age — what a type of 
the Martyr Lamb ! So Shem i$ the ninth from Adami 
the eighth from the appointed Seed of the woman, 
the seventh from Enosh, " the mortal man despaired 
« oP — ) to Abraham, who was informed by God Him- 
self, the Lord God, that in Isaac should his seed be 
called that was to inherit the promises. Now I shall 
ascend the ladder that Jacob saw (which reached 
from earlh to heaven — for it is written that this lad- 
der was SET upon THE EARTH— and in Divine 
order angels first ascended) and faith in the promised 
seed is my Strength. — Isaac is the first step after 
Abraham, Joy. The next is Jacob— sirnamed Is- 
rael — ^Victory, then Judah — ^Praise, then Pharez, Es- 
som,Aram,Amminadab, Nashon, Salmon, Boaz, Jes- 
se, David the King — Solomon, Rehoboam, Abiah, 
Asa, Jehoshaphat, Joram, Ahaziah, Jehoash, Ama- 
ziah, Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, Hezekiah, Manasseh? 
Josiah, Jehoiakim, and Zedekiah. — A very strong 
Ladder this to bear such a weight. You see I have 
Adam down below in my reckoning up the continua- 
tion of perfect g^erations from Shem ; and Adam is 
the last to be restored. He is not restored till afteor 
Abraham is the possessor of his inheritance in many 
nations. There is a great work to be performed ere 
Adam is literally blest. By Adam sin came and 
death : it has passed upon all, to shew that in Ad^iR 
all mankind fell, ^nd died. 
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The first 43prn of woman in exile, was a murderer. 
" Blood ! has a voice ! to pierce the skies !" it cried 
to the Lord from the grou.nd which opened her 
mouth (so it is written) to receive it from a Brother's 
jmnd ! , I suppose there was a terrible earthquake 
when that Wicked slew the righteous man. Abel 
was on the Lord's side, who desired fto restore the 
kingdom that was lost ; and for his obedience of faith, 
lost his natural life, but obtained witness that he was 
righteous, God testifying of hiis gifts, No more sac- 
rifice was to be offered till after that cry of Abel s is 
silenced by the destruction of all Cain's race by the 
ilood. In the new world Noah offered a burnt offer- 
ing. The Lord smelled in it a savour of rest ; and 
this world cannot be destroyed c/n that account. 
There is an election in it ; and that is the Lord's. By 
His word the heavens and the earth that are now, are 
kept in store, reserved unto fire against the day of 
judgment and perdition of ungodly men. This is the 
final judgment — and as it is recorded in the twentieth 
chapter of the Revelations, succeeds the last tempta- 
tion of satan, which is after tlie Millennium, or reign 
of blessedness upon earth by Him whom Jacob saw 
standing above the ladder that reached to heaven. 
The view I have taken of the angels ascending that 
ladder is very awful. There is not one of them pure 
— not one holy, not one. Death has reigned over 
them all. Let us look above it. Let us look by 
faith — a telescope that fits the eye of a soul |that 
mourns for Rachel's woe. Above tlie ladder stands 
the Lord. Now let us turn over two leaves of the 



liofy Book, and read about Jacob's wrestling with 
God ; for so it is written ** he had power with God,'' 
Hosea — and Jacob's assertion is, *' I have seen God 
face to face, and my life is preserved." This testi** 
mony we ate bound to believe, at the peril of our 
salvation we deny God's truth. NoW let us see how 
God appeared on that occasion. It is written that 
Jacob was alone — and a man wrestled with him. 
The Lord. By Hosea in c. 12 : 4, this man is call- 
ed the angel, and the Lord says, " yea, he* had 
power over the angel and prevailed ;" he wept ,* and 
made supplication unto Him — he found Him in Beth- 
el and there He spakfe with us, even the Lord God 
<yf hosis. The Lord (THE WORD) is His Memo- 
rial. 

Strong scripture proof I call this, of the Eternity of 
Israel's King, even that Good Shepherd that gave 
His life for the sheep ; and He stood above the lad- 
der, on which I see the representatives of Kingship, 
that need a sacrifice to make an Atonement for them, 
upon whom was the Anointing, and upon none since 
their day, except on Mary's Son. Look at their po- 
sition. The doomed captive, whose eyes were put 
out by the king of the heathen — he is nearest the 
Lord, and cannot see Him. Yet Zedekiah was not 
so great in wickedness as Uzziah, that usurper of the 
priesthood, as their several punishment shews forth ; 
for the Leper is banished from God's house — put out 
of the sacred camp — yea like Adam expelled from the 

• Jacob. 
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Holy Presence. The blind and the .lame came to 
Jesus in the temple, and He healed them there. The 
Lepers He healed out of the holy city. Manasseh ! 
why that king committed more sins, and greater, than 
even the heathen nations whom the Lord destroyed 
before the children of Israel ; and he made Judah to 
sin with his idols in such a manner that the Lord 
God of Israel said " I will wipe Jerusalem as a man 
wipeth a dish, turning it upside*down." But ah ! the 
first stain upon David's throne was adultery, that sin 
which* the law pronounced worthy of Death. If 
tears of penitence could have washed that guilt away, 
the son of Jesse would have accomplished it — tears 
were his meat and drink — sorrow was his concipanion 
day and night. His confessions to God how humble, 
'* Against Thee, Thee only have I sinned, and done 
this evil in Thy sight, that thou mightest be justified 
when thou speakest, and be clear when thou judgest !'* 
How deep his sense of guilt, and his inability to ex* 
piate it. 

" No bleeding bird, nor bleeding beast, 
Nor hysop branch, nor sprinkling priest. 
Nor running brook, nor flood nor sea^ 
C an wash the stain of guilt away ; 
Jesus ! the Lord, His blood alone, 
Can cleanse king David and his throne.'* 

Solomon sinned greatly. Even 
Hezekiah, Josiah, Asa and Jehoshaphat failed more 
or less; and to this day, the sins of Idolatry, Adul- 
tery, Sacrilege, Pride, &c., are upon David's throne. 
As to Jehosaphat, he was accused of helping the un 
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godly, and loving" ihem that hated the Lord. And 
was not this treason — so if we count up Manass^h's 
sins, what cap be said of Mount Zion in riew of the 
rejection of Christ ? Is she not full of wounds, bruis- 
es, and putrifying sores ? If the Royal sinners are 
saved, it is by the Ladder ; and there is no other way 
to get to the Lord, but by ascending that ladder. If 
they went up, (and we are assured that David did — ) 
we also believe their descent to earth will be upon it, 
and in that Day, all the tribes of the earth shall look 
upon Him they have pierced, yea, all Israel shall as- 
suredly know that He is the Lord. Ah ! that 
LADDER! it is •firm as a Rock ! It is likewise 
tender as the stem of the lily — its height exceeds the 
tall cedars of Lebanon ; and there is room upon its 
sacred steps for all the sinners of Adam's race. It is 
the delight loo of holy angels, and they disdain not to 
ascend with the publican that cries for mercy, or the 
leper that thanks God for it. They went up with it 
too, when Israel's Eternity took it to heaven ; and in 
the Day that is fast approaching, will come with it, 
surrounded by martyrs for its namesake ; and the 
trumpet shall sound Alleluia, for the Lord God om- 
nipotent reigneth. 

The original election of Abraham to be the father 

of many nations, has support by the sovereign will of 

God ; and can never fail, for it is written that He is 

in One mind ; who can turn Him ? It is the line of 

descent we are to mark from Abraham, the father of 

many. nations ; and God said unio Abraham, in Isaac 
17 
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shall thy seed be called ; and " from Isaac, I hare 
loved Jacob saithlhe Lord." Jacob is sirnaraed Is- 
rael ; and upon him was put a double seal of the cov- 
enant with Abraham,- and the oaih to Isaac ; first by 
the son of promise, who, as type of the meek and 
lowly Jesus, blessed Jacob, which was atlerward con- 
firmed by the mouth of God, to the supplanter for a 
law, and to the prince of the covenant for an everlast- 
ing obligation, that Jacob's hneal, literal descendants 
should inherit the paradise of GoD^ 

Here the election is one root, holy by the oath of 
God : therefore He said to the children of Israel in 
the wilderness, " I am— the LoRD-rihy God/' Exo-» 
dus 20: 1. 

" Thou shalt have no other gods before me." Gods 
plural— that word represented as it is in the plural 
number, affords 50 plea at aH against me. I consider 
it a hint, or a reference to the doctrine of truth (" no 
other gods" — " before me" — ) that there is but ONE, 
Almighties. ONE Adonai— One Elohim. The last 
and the first titles teach me that God is Omnipotent. 
The middle (Adonai) that God is, was, is, God, with- 
out beginning or end. God spake to the whole con- 
gregation all the words- of His law ; but they are 
considered as one body, and as individually concern- 
ed ; therefore it is written " Thou, thy— thee"--in all 
the holy decalogue. I suppose that no person can 
accuse the prophet Ezekiel of heresy, i. e. false be- 
lief. Does he not in the twenty-fourth verse of the 
first chapter, speak of the Omnipotent in the plural 
sense— the Almighties ? Now we are certainly in- 
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structed that God is Creator, that God is Preserver ; 
and that God is Judge ; and that in Nanae He is ONE 
indivisible object of Supreme honnage^ worship, Ado- 
ration and Praise. 

I now plainly ask the question, 

Did Jesus Christ ever teach the reverse ? 

Did His apostles after Him ? 

The gauntlet is thrown — it is into a stinking age — 
catch it infidel, and come to the fight. I am very- 
jealous for the Lord God of hosts ; and declare' war 
on behalf of the commonwealth of Israel, for, the right 
of the house of David and David's Lord. 

In the first instance I assert that the ancient consti- 
tution of Government was formed by the Almighty 
Lord God of Israel, as a pattern of the purity and 
righteousness of their great Deliverer from the iron 
furnace ; and that Moses, Aaron, and Miriam, were 
not competent to the oflfices of teacher, priest, and 
king, over a people called to exhibit perfect holiness, 
which is the end of that ^w ; therefore, they did not 
conduct the sacred army over Jordan, and to the 
promised land. 

Moses was sensible of this fact, tliat nothing good 
or truly great could be finished by human instrumen- 
tality ; and therefore he prayed to the Lord for that 
Divine person then to appear, even the Shepherd, the 
Stone of Israel, who must come — (not of Levi) (not 
of Joseph) but from God ; and come by God, even 
the God of Jacob. See Gen. 49 : 24, 25. Moses 
never lost sight of this glorious object but once, in 
forty years of public life, that we know of— foy that 
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one sin he lost his office — I think not bis crown of 
righteousness of faith. I look upon Moses that he 
was well acquainted with the Lord, and understood 
the law that he deHvered to the children of Israel, and 
believed in the Lord as the end of the law ; but 
Moses could not write that law in the hearts and in 
the minds of Israel — Moses believed in Christ, the 
• Great prophet who shouU fail in nothing ; (see Deut. 
18 : 18 :) and Moses will receive a great reward, not 
for working, but for believing. O ! that great man, 
he esteemed the reproaches of Christ greater riches 
than the treasures of Egypt. By faith Moses kept 
the passover, and the sprinkling of blood; and by 
faith he took the children of Israel through the Red 
Sea, as on dry land. Ah ! Moses came to Jesus on 
the Mount* before ever Mary was born, or David and 
Bethlehem mentioned in prophecy — Moses knew his 
King on Mount Tabor. The true tabernacle which 
God pitched, and not man. He conferred with the 
Lord on that most awful of all holy mysteries, the 
sufiioring of His death as vicarious, and so absolutely 
necessary that He must suffer it,t or never enter into 
His Glory which is, the subject of those petitions — 

" Thy Kingdom come on earth. 

Thy will be done on earth, 

As it is done in heaven,*' 

Moses understood the law too well, to suppose that 
outward ordinances could ever fill a breach in it, or

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legal sacrifices make Atonenjenl for sin against the 
Great I AM THAT I AM, who spake all its words 
unto Moses, " face to face, and mouth to mouth,'' ap- 
parently; and the similitude of the Lord, that is, the 
form or likeness of the Lord he shall behold said the 
Adonai, unto Aaron and Miriam. I believe from this 
testimony of the Lord for His servant, Moses, that 
Moses had a sight of his Saviour, even as man, as 
well as the sight of his King as God Man. Moses 
spake of Christ that he should be like him, as pro- 
phet, that is, in human form : and that he should be 
afflicted, &c. Read the eleventh chapter of Exodus, 
and study it. 

See V. 10. The Lord was displeased ; and Mo- 
ses was displeased. The Lord was displeased with 
]the people, and Moses was weary of his own life. 
He felt the burden of the people too heavy' for him to 
bear, and prayed God to kill him instantly out of* the 
way of his wretchedness. 

Whoever you are that read this, will you please to 
remember Geths.emane. 

" And he takelh with Him Peter, James, and John, 
and began to be sore amazed, and to be very heavy. 
And Hjb saith unto them, My soul is exceeding sor- 
rowful even unto death.'* 

Here is a likeness to Moses in grief ; and it is a 
goleqan lesson — one that very few persons study-^ 
and one that mortal man cannot understand, except in 
the Spirit that baptizes into Christ's death. How 
holy was the sorrow unto death, that amazed Christ ! 
Jl was the burden of transgression by Adam, in 
17* 
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whom fell, and died, the whole human race ^ This 
event is the pendulum of time, swinging to and fro, 
over the world, until that Mighty Angel stands upon 
earth and sea, to utter the glorious oath which con- 
cerns redemption of the immortality lost, unto the 
glory of eternal Life. 

I hold by the very words of testimony that Moses 
bore to the Prophetic character and oflSce of Christ ; 
and believe that Moses meant no more. The Blessed 
Jesus said to the Jews in the temple, ** had ye be- 
lieved Moses ye would have believed me ; for he 
wrote of me." Now we must recollect that Moses 
wrote of Christ, as the Rock of Israel ; that His 
work is perfect ; for all His ways are judgment; a 
God of truth, and without iniquity, just and right is 
He. 

Moses never did intimate that the Messiah, which 
is Anointed, or Holy One, should be like, untahim^ 
as a Levite ; for Moses knew that the Messiah is the 
Shepherd that comes from the mighty Go© of Jacob,, 
and that this King is the^eed of the woman that shall 
bruise the serpent's Head — of course He is the Lamb 
of God that taketh away the sin of the world, and on 
the part of the woman, Moses could not reckon upon 
any tribe but the Kingly, that should present the 
Peace both of Israel, and El Elohe Israel. Moses 
spoke of the Great Prophet — David of the Great 
Priest — llOth Psalm, and Malachi the Great King, 
the Lord of hosts, whose Name is dreadful among 
the heathen, and each and all of them intended Is- 
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rael's Redeemer the promised Branch unto David, a 
King that shall execute judgment in the earth ; and 
in whose days of his prosperous reign, there is one 
day set apart for removing the iniquity of Jerusalem, 
in which day the Lord of Hosts is represented as 
saying ** Behold the man whose name is the Branch : 
He' shall be a Priest upon his throne ; and the coun* 
sel of peace shall be between them both," viz. the 
Lord of hosts, and the Man whose name is the 
Branch, Zech. 3 ; and 6 c. 

Pilate's exclamation to the chief priests and offi- 
cers of the temple, on the occasion of bringing the 
lowly Jesus forth to them, in testimony, that there 
was no cause, why the Roman in Jerusalem, should 
(condemn the king of the Jews, rose up before me as 
I finished the line that reads, the Man whose Name 
is the Branch. — I shall not attempt to describe the 
sensation, because no equal comparison is ready with 
me ; but I have this impression, that when Pontius 
Pilate presented the Heavenly Victim to the Jews, 
the three words he then uttered, were given by Di- 
vine Authority, and to my apprehension they read 
thus : 

Behold ! the NOBLE ! 
Pilate said " Behold the Man"— I believe Pilate's 
eyes were opened as Balaam's were ; but the eyes of 
the Jews were closed, according to ihe divine pre- 
diction by Isaiah, Jeremiah, and Ezekiel. How aw* 
ful is Judicial Blindness! 

Let us meditate on the scene — (or a part of it) that 
preceded our Lord's presentation by the Roman Gov 
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ernor, to the Jews, who before resisted the testimo- 
ny " I find in Him No Fault at all, and cried out 
against His release, ^* Not this Man, but Barabbas." 
(" son of confusion") '* Now Barabbas was a robber!" 

"Then Pilate therefore took JESUS (see John 19: 
1) and scourged Him." — 

" And the soldiers platt«d a crown of thorns, "knd 
put it on His head, and they put on Him a purple 
robe. 
" And said. Hail! (Peace be unto thee) King of the 

Jews !'' 
" And they smote Him with their hands !" 
This is the testimony of John, the beloved disciple, 
who wrote his Gospel after his return from banish- 
ment to Patmos by the heathen Lion Domitian. *t 

Matthew records that *' they put a reed in His 
right hand— and bowed the knee before Him, and 
mocked Him, saying " Hail ! King of the Jews \ 
And they spit upon Him, and took the reed, and 
smote Him on the head." 

" Jesus came forth wearing the crown of thorns, 
and the purple robe." 

He is innocent, asserted Pilate, 



♦ Isaiah 6 : 10—13. Jeremiah 6 : 21. Please read verses 20 
and 22 also. Ezekiel 12 : 2. Look at Jer. 7th chapter " Thus 
saith the Lord, cursed be the man that ttusteth in man, aod 
mak^th flesh his arm, and whose heart departeth from the LoEp. 
For ho shall be like the heath in the desert, and shali. i^oT s^e 
when good cometh, dtc." How can a temporal Prince, who is 
j:nosh, fill the office of Messiah 1 WJiere is Samuel with t^0 
^cred horn ? 
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Crucify Him, crucify Him, cried the chief priests, 
and officers of the temple. 

" Pilate saith unto ihem, Take ye Him ; and cru- 
cify Him, for I find no fault in Him." See v. 33 of 
chap. 18. 

On hearing this second testimony of Pilate, on be- 
half of the Divine Innocence then standing like a 
dumb sheep before the shearers — the Jews arraigned 
Christ at the bar of that sacred Law which the Lord 
spake unto Moses, on the occasion of blasphemy 
against the name of the LORD, with curses, by a 
descendant from the tribe of Dan. Hear ! hear ! 
" Whpsoever curseih his God, shall bear his sin." 

" And he that blasphemeth the Name of the Lord, 
he shall be surely put to death." 

" The Jews said by our law He ought to die, be- 
cause He made Himself the Son of God." 

Pilate's conviction increased, and he asked Jesus, 
" Whence art thou ?" " But Jestts gave him no 
answer." 

Pilate demanded an answer. 

The Blessed One did not aflford a direct answer. 
The Gospel of the kingdom was the pearl of great 
price. Pilate and Nicodemus must not be treated 
alike. Jesus knew all things within Pilate, as well 
as the outward course of that convicted heathen. Je- 
sus spake as to a man that knew more than he pro- 
fessed to know. He said, " Thou couldst have no 
power at all against me, except it were given to thee 
from above." 

The Righteous Judge against idolatry suffers ihe 
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dominion of a Pagan Horn in the city, and over the 
people of the Great King, and the Divine allotment 
of my time of sorrow is in thy day — thus, thou hast 
power over me ; but ** he that hath delivered me 
hath the greater sin ; for Judas knew that JESUS 
was perfectly innocent of any error in the course He 
pursued ; and more than this, Judas knew that Christ 
had wrought the works of God. 

Pilate then sought more earnestly than ever, to 
obtain a release for the sacred prisoner ; but the Jews 
cried out, " If ibou let this man go, thou art not Ce- 
sar's friend." " Whosoever maketh himself a king 
speaketh against Cesar."* 

It is evident that Pilate did not believe that Jesus 
designed to interfere with the Roman government ; 
and by his actions we are led to believe that he had 
such inward conviction of the truth, that he was afraid 
to deliver Jesus to death. 

See what Pilate did. He brought Jesus forth again, 
and sat down in the judgment seat, in a place that is 
called in the Hebrew, Gabbatha, that is a high place. 

^* And it was the preparation of the passover, and 
about midday. 

The Rom^n Governor takes the judgment seat. 
He is now formally to acquit, or formally to con- 
demn, the Jewish prisoner of the Roman State, 



* Why did the chief priests neglect to . ?ort thw Herod ians ? 
Ans. Because they were afraid of Herod. >', 3. Proud, hypo- 
critical professors, assai! the helpless, as „ ^ Tews viewed 
Jpsus 
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" And he said unto the Jews, 
BEHOLD ! YOUR KING !" 

This is the sentence. Had Pilate been born a 
Medo-Persian, the Jews could not have carried their 
point with himv 

When Pilate said Behold your*King, the Jews 
responded, " Away with Him, away with Him — 
Crucify Him, Crucify Him." 

" Shall I crucify your King ?" 

** We have no king but Cesar." 

Pilaie then delivered Jesus to their will ; and they 
took Jesus and led Him away. ... 

It is now our business to review these scenes in 
which are combined the mystery of evil on man'^ 
part, and the mystery of good on the part of God. It 
is a painful, trying subject; and the enthusiastic 
Philo-Judean might plead lobe excused, were it not 
shewn to the conscience, that bitter physic is more 
than ever in requisition, now, that the limes of the 
Gentiles are just expiring, and the judgment of Delu- 
sion of course must come, which will surely usher in 
the great Day of wrath, even His wralh who siiteth 
upon the throne of God and the Lamb. It is no time 
to dally — nor to flatter — to cry peace, when there is 
none. Where, O peace ! daughter of heaven, where 
waves thy Olive Branch, under the grand Banner of 
Truth ? . . . Man talks of peace — and boasts of it 
—he presents I'hat vagabond Stupidity, in her stale of 
helplessness and false security, and makes a parade 
of forms and ceremonies. 

Let us examine the ceremonies by which Chris- 
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lianity was established — viz., the rejection— the con- 
fession — the lifting up, by putting down— the suffer- 
ings, and the degradation of the Son of God — the one 
only Saviour of Israel. Our Lord had preached His 
farewell sermon to the eleven. Judas Was not pre- 
sent to hear the*heavenly doctrines, and to receive 
the holy Benediction that mouth most sweetly tuned 
fwr the harmony of Salvation, had, poured forth as 
precious ointment to heal the wounded hearts of His 
disciples. Sorrow had filled their breasts from Gali- 
lee to Jerusalem — for their lowly Master had declar- 
ed to them the result of this pilgrimage to the holy 
mountain of the Lord, that was to be now ordained 
and set apart for a judgment seat (not of Solomon) 
but the Devil, that Calumniator of the God of Truth, 
whose ancient Lie framed its base pillars in malice 
and envy, on the ground that is named Emmanuel's 
th'rone. 

The Blessed Jesus had referred the twelve (Judas 
heard — ) to the scriptures of the prophets concerning 
" the Son of man ;" for it was the human nature He 
had assumed and the flesh He had taken (but not of 
man) that must suffer, and be glorified ; and truly 
was He THE Son of man, Adam in innocence — 
earth holy by Breath the living and true God. Jesus 
Christ declared that ** God is a Spirit ;" and John the 
Baptist bare witness of Jesus that He (Jesus — " the 
only begotten Son which is* in the bosom of the 



* By the term is, in v. 18, John's Gospel Chap. 1, I under- 
stand that Christ is in God, as God is, without beginning, and 
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Father,") had declared Him { and thai ''no man had seen 
GrOD in His Being, Power, Government, ami Exoel- 
lency, glory, and praise, is incomprehensible to a 
^created man — " the only begotten Son," which Is, He 
hath declared Him. 

Poor, ignorant, sinful mortals, whose breath is cor- 
f apt in their nosUrils, when they cavil at the myatery 
of the incarnation of the Son, are challenged to inter- 
pret God. Ah ! who can find Him out, that has man 
#br hiB fathet, at bis mortal birth. Just one attribute 
of God, even ALL SEJEING, prostrated Royal David 
in the dust as it were ; and H« wiio was " a man 
after God's own heart," exclaimed ** Such knowledge 
is too >&7onderful for me ; It is high, I cannot attain 
unto it" — signifying, I, who am searched and known 
hy Thee, (froin whose Spirit (omniscience) I cannot 
go, from whose Presence I cannot fleci who cannot be 
hid from thy sight by heaven, hell, the wings of m<)hi- 
ing, the darkness of night, or bosom of the deep,) con- 
fess that thy knowledge is not attainable by David 
thy servant — thou art high, I cannot reach thee. 
Happy David — his meditation of God was sweet, for 
the thoughts of his heart were chastened by that holy 



withoat end ; and may not be denied ; for the word CHBiST 
means Holy One, or Anointed of God. N. B. The jnice of the 
olive was not used in this anointing ; but the personal descent 
of the Holy Ghost — first at the baptism in Jordan — second at 
the transfiguration ; and third by the resurrection, in which 
Christ Himself is represented as the Spirit—**' Now the Lokd is 
that Spirit," &c.

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fear vrhich is the beginning of wisdom ; and the pot-' 
poses of God were most precious in his view, while 
he declared the sum of them was nwre in number 
than the sand. 

Reader of my testimony, (which is like the chat- 
tering of the little swallow — for what am I ? — the 
symbol of weakness) if we possess not a measure of 
this holy affection in our souls, which is Wisdom, and 
a fountain of light, in which is strong confidence, and 
pure virtue, we cannot review the scenes recorded in 
the Gospels ; for we are blind. If we have not that 
fear of the Lord which is His treasure, a principle 
that settles the soul at Jbsus' feet, like Mary of Beth« 
any, who chose His Word for her portion, we shall 
shiver with cold as Peter did in Caiphas palace, and 
the flesh will conquer, either by sleep, or (what is 
more criminal, sensual, earthly, and devilish,) by 
skeptic ifs — and buts ; and whys, after Satan in his 
quotations of the scriptures on the mount of tempta- 
tion. We must not enter this field as men and wo- 
men — the wily serpent never is absent from it ; and 
he is sure of victory as in Eden — we must come in 
the spiritual transformation — little children, weaned 
from the miik, and drawn from the breasts ; i. e. re- 
sided to the loss of earthly gratifications — detached 
from the world, and dedicated like Samuel, who wor- 
shipped the Lord, " who revealed Himself to Samuel 
by the word of the Lord." " Scornful men that 
rule in Jerusalem," make lies their refuge, and hide 
their counsels under falsehood; but little ones in 
Zion, are delighted to stand in the good way, the way

of truth, and the Rest of the Lord is their refresUng 
and their stay. Such cry Hosanna in the temple, 
even Hosanna to the son of David. These n^ay sur- 
vey their Rock prostrated for them, and hide like the 
dove escaped from the fowler, in its cleft side. 

Our review embraces the proclamation *of the 
Name of the Lord ; the Lord God, merciful and 
gracious, long-suffering, abundant in goodness and 
truth ; keeping mercy for thousands, forgiving ini- 
quity, transgression and sin. All this is written as 
with a sun beam upon Jesus Christ, and by Him we 
know the mercyj grace, forbearance, goodness and 
truth of Self Existent Deity. The patriarchs had 
faith to apprehend this doctrine of a manifestation in 
fleshy by what they beheld in spirit, and they worship- 
ped the Glory of all glory who appeared to Abram, 
and said, " I am the Almighty God" (Gen. 17 : l)to 
Isaac and spake saying I am the God of Abraham 
thy father — to Jacob as an equal to wrestle with the 
pilgrim who cried to the Lord for a fulfilment of His 
word. Gen. 32 : 9—12, 24—30. 

This I do know is true ; for it is witnessed by our 
Lord Jesus Christ in the treasury of the temple, af- 
ter the Jews had vindicated their blasphemy against 
the Light of Israel, and repeated their deaial of Jesus 
that He was not a Jew.* 

** Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day ; 
and he saw it, and was glad.'' 4^brahain owned the

What a reverse is the seene q{ thf^t m<Nri»ng ia 
which ihis Lamb is confessed to be perfeot, (land 
without any or the least a];q>earance^ resistance) by 
a Gentile govei^nor of the Capital. Cit^ of the Jews ! 
Astctfiishing ! The very Paschal Sacrifice is pronoun 
ced " without blemish" (See tlx. 12 : 6,) by a hea- 
then; and the circumcision claim the right of sen- 
tence upoi^ Him, as " worthy of death !'* At the^ 
same titiae ^ey had not the powder to kill the vietioi^, 
Teferring to the Law that forbids murder, apd insists 
^d upon the execution of the crime at the hand of a

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man, who had mingled human blood with the idola- 
trous sacrifices of the heathen ! See Luke 13 ; 1. 
We must here observe, that the Law condemned any 
one that even knew of a crime, although he did not 
commit it himself by act or voice. If, therefore, the 
Jews regarded Jesus' life as an object sheltered 
from their wrath by the Law of God, where is their 
excuse for asking Pilate to pronounce the judgment 
of death /or them ? Any Israelite who by ear, or 
eye, was known to trespass against the Law, and did 
not inform against the sinner, he, (the witness) shall 
bear his iniquity. The Jews knew they could not 
slay Jesus. How could they ask for his 'death? 
Here is an account to be settled in the Judgment 
Day. . . . : 

If Blasphemy against God would have been proved 
upon Jesus, the Jews were bound by the Law to stone 
Him to death ; and each member of the congregation 
must do his part. Instead of this, we hear them re- 
fer to the statute which forbids them to ** smite the 
life of a man," which is sufficient to prove, that the 
offering up of Jbsu^ as a malefactor, was a pretence, 
in order to avoid the displeasure of Herod, whose in- 
fluence with Cesar might procure to them exile from 
Jerusalem, and destroy their peace, by scattering the 
nation all over the world. 

But — Look at Jesus.— Though faultless in Pilate's 
opinion, He is scourged by that roan, who was an 
alien (by birth) from the commonwealth of Israel ; 
and knew that it was not his duty to blend the con- 
cerns of Cesar with the Law of the God of the He-

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brews. By this act, however, Pilate is now con- 
firmed in his opinion of the Sufferer, that He was 
faultless ; and y^t Pilate allowed Jiis soldiers, to pat 
a crown of thorns upon the sacred h^ad of the spot.-- 
less Lamb ; and coyer His lacerated body with a 
robe of tnock royalty, smiting and spitting upon Hi& 
holy face, saying, Hail, King of the Jews ! 

'' Behold tiheMan 1'*^" Crucify Him, crucify Him.'*^ 

" Behold your King !" " Away with Hira, away 
with Hiro> crucify Him !" " Shall I crucify Youfc 
King 1" 

*• We have noking^bui Cesar." — TheaPilate con^^ 
8ented*to their will. 

As natural men, and nominal Jews, the chief priesta^ 
and officers of the temple, had uttered melancholy 
truth. Jerusalem (tlie City of tli^ Great King) had 
for her pillars in that day, the legs of iron, and David's 
throne, was^ bare of il^j Glory. The perfect Lamb 
assumed no privilege to sit thereon ; but disclaimed 
His right to a kingdom in the Gentile age. 

The Jew& were not aware of the real meaning, and 
the extent of their confession, to Cesar. It sealed the 
rejection of their only Lawful King, (which is th^ 
LoRi> of hosts,) that was made^ by tlieir fathers in 
Samuel's time, and was a virtual defiance of the God- 
of Israel to save them. " We have No King bat 
Cesar.** No marvel thai the motto of Zion'a disperse 
ed children, has been a counterpart to this forlorn de- 
claration. A Jew who will confess to Cesar, forget-, 
ting that Gob, the God of Israel, is the king of Israel^ 
must also cry, *^ O Cesar ! Thou hast conquered,** 
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and the Horn of Israel is in ihy possession. The 
doors of Lebanon fly open for thee, whom we con^ 
fessed for our only king^ and the Wall of Zion, with 
her battlements, her gates and bars, are prostrate by 
thy decree — yea, Cesar has conquered. 

Let us contemplate the direct Une of judgment that 
was Sitretched over Jerusalem, in the Roman siege^ 
and observe the mete yard in Goi>'s hand a perfect 
and just measure of Hia throne, (which is Jerusalem,]^ 
for her rejection of Chriat at the bar of Pilate. 
** O ! Virgin daughter of Zion ! 
Thy breach is great like the sea ! 
Who can heal thee ?" 

** All that pass by clap their hands at thee !" 
** They hiaa and wag the head-^** 
'* All thine enemies have opened their mouth agaitisl 

thee," 
** They hiss and gnash their teeth — ^^ 
" They say we have swallowed her up — **" 
** Certainly this is the day that we looked for. 
We have found — we have seen it." 

. • . • 1773 years have rolled away since this, 
song of Cesar was proclaimed on the holy moui)taixx 
of the Lord of hoBts> '^-The gods of this people hare 
delivered their city into my hand." Has it eve^ 
ceaaed its dismal chaunt in the ears of Zion's chil- 
dren ? Never— unto thi»day. 1810 years have gone 
by, since the Blessed Jbsus foretold Cesar's triumph. 
Our LoRp. was then at the descent of the Mount of 
Olives. The multitude of His disciples that went 
b^fo^e, and the multitude that follQwed after, loudly 
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proclaimed Him " THE KING that cometh in the 
Name of the Lord, which Name is EL ELOHE 
Israel." Their upper garment they spread in His 
path, and some cut down branches from the trees,* 
and strewed them in the way. They sang of salva- 
lion in its heights—even peace in heaven and Glory. 
Among this multitude there were some of the Phari- 
sees. This circumstance revives in my mind the 
sixth verse of the first chapter of Job. These Phari- 
sees said to Jesus, Master, rebuke thy disciples. 
And He answered, that if they should hold their 
peace the stones would immediately cry out. And 
then (while the disciples were loudly rejoicing, crying 
Ho.^anna and Blessed is He that cometh,) Jerusa** 
lem's Great King uttered lamentation, and mourning, 
and woe, weeping over the Zion He loved. All, and 
every word of His prophecy have been fulfilled ; and from 



* The beloved diseiple in his Gosp^ records, that much peo« 
pie that were come to Jerusalem to keep the passover, went out 
to meet Jssus, and they took branches of palm trees, (see Levi- 
ticus 23 : 40,) which signified that they believed that Jesus wag 
lihe Righteous One— they also adopted the prophetic song, " Save 
now, O LoBD. Blessed be He that cometh in the Name of Ado- 
oai ; we have blessed you out of the house of the Lobd.'' Mat- 
thew and Mark say branches of trees were strewed in the way — 
the Olive— denoting peace— the fig-tree that Jesus was a Jew. 
Willow of the brook (Kidron) shewing His tenderness and lowly 
mind^the pomegraBite-^wbich is a type of the precioos blood, 
Matercession, and fruits of the Spirit of Christ— the fir-tree— aa 
emblem of joy— the Pine of prosperity— the Myrtle His unchang- 
ing Glory— the Cedar denoting that He is the Righteous Branchy 
always gree^i— the tree of Hfe. 
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Uie time that the Roman plough passed orer the site 
of the lerapfe^ to the present day, " The Lord hath 
cast ojSf His altar ; He hath abhorred His sanctuary : 
He hath given *Zion's walls into the hands of the 
heathen, and by the heathen is Jerusalem trodden 
down : the inheritance of her children is turned to* 
strangers, and none detirereth then» out of the alien^is 
hand ;" nor shall that Glorious Mountain be redeem- 
ed until the time come when the Jews shall say, 

'^ Blessed ia He that cometh in the Name of the 
Lor©;' 

Praised be the Gtod of Grace,, mercy and peace-*-- 
the Gon of patience and consoIati<m,*that the tims is 
not to be prolonged, nor the Tision of peace to tarry, 
Bor the Glory be c<mcealed, beyond the two thousand 
three hundred day|i spoken of to Daniel by the certain 
man clothed in linen, that merciful and &itbfol High 
Priest, who maketh intercession for the people o{ 
Daniel ; and the prophet knew that the cleansing of 
the Sanctuary is preparatire to the Glory of the Son 
of man upon a throne of universal dominioni ** that alt 
people, nations, and languages shall serve Him, 
whose dominion is an everlasting dominion, and His 
Kingdom that which shall not be destroyed." 

It is the Kingdom of God, the Infinite, Immutable, 
Supreme, Incomprehensible, All, and forever Glo^ 
i^ious. Eternal, Almighty Existence, how can it b^ 
destroyed ? It is the last expression of His Good-* 
ness, and the first display of His declarative Glory in 
the Highest — that is, in our Saviour, the Lord of AIL 
Now the goodness of God is the praise of all ^is 
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Attributes ; and by it He reaches (humanly speaking) 
to fallen man, in the great mystery — His Gospel. — 
See Genesis 2: 18; and 3 : 15. Glorious Secret ! 
It belongs to Adonai. It is God's treasury in which 
are hid all His precious things, of Wisdom, Know- 
ledge, Power, and Love ; to all beings created in- 
comprehensible, from Gabriel who standelb in His 
immediate Presence, to Paul who was caught up 
(whether in or out of His body he could not tell — ^he 
said God knoweth ;) to the third heaven. Paul 
heard the pure language of Paradise,, and Ji& asserts 
that the words are unspeakable by man. Paul is 
Gabriel's superior in the Gospel, which is God's new 
Creation in Christ Jesus, as Gabriel is a little higher 
than man, who was formed of the dust of the ground, 
but made three — ^body— soul — and spirit— the. image 
of El o him. If any man, (save the Man Christ Jfi- 
BTTs) could have assumed this apprehension of Christ, 
Paul must have some claim to this knowledge, for he 
was "not a whit behind the very chiefest of the apos- 
tles," he was " not rude in knowledge ; he had the 
Spirit of power, of love, and of a sound mind"-^ 
taught in the Lord ; and published the Word of Life 
in demonstration of the Holy Ghost sent down from 
heaven ; yet Paul (after he had received from God 
such abundance of grace, that he acted as a mediator 
(for in Christ's stead he besought me'n to be reconcil- 
ed to God ;) between his Maker and his fellow men,) 
yet Paul in the thirty-fifth year from his miraculous 
conversion to the faith of God's elect, and (not less) 
eighteen years after his rapture to the third heaven.

acknowledges himself imperfect in the knowledge of 
Christ the Resurrection, and he expresses himself in 
strong language, eren to say, " this one thing I do^ 
forgetting those things that are behind, and reaching 
forth unto those things which are before, I press to- 
ward the mark for the [prize, of the high calling of 
God in Christ Jesus." What is the prize ? I must 
aQSwer this question in those solemn words of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which he addressed to a daugh- 
ter of Abraham that mourned for a brother (her only 
brother) that slept in the grave. " I am the resur- 
HECTioN and the Life." Now let us turn over two 
leaves, and read our Blessed Saviour's exposition of 
Eternal Life ; — " And this is Life Eternal, that they 
may know Thee, the only true God, and Jesus 
Christ whom thou hast sent."* 

The great Apostle to the Gentiles, while he lived 
in the flesh, hjid the Spirit of adoption ; and the 
Spirit witnessed with his spirit that he was a child of 
God. Still he then Hved a life in the flesh, which 
hindered the full enjoyment of a child's inheritance, 
viz., the Estate of his father. God's Estate is Eter- 
nal Life, " and this Life is in His Son," our Lord 
Jesus, who is alive from the dead, to die no more ; 
and is passed into the heavens, dwelling in 'the light 
that no man can approach, whom no man halh seen 
or can see ; and yet Paul desired to depart from the 
life of his body, that he might be with Christ. How 
is this ? Did the Apostle Paul utter or write contra- 

♦ Is this blasphemy t 
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dictions ? No. Paul erer taught '' in faith and 
rerity ;" and by faith he understood that even xhiB 
world was framed by mystery ; ^' that the things we 
sec are not. made by things that appear." If the 
works are mysterious, hoW much their Maker ? To 
comprehend the apostle, we must be in fellowship 
with the same Spiiit by which he taught ; and this 10 
the Lord. We must do likewise as he did, pay dp« 
rout attention to the holy scriptures. Paul taught "irt 
Christ." We must be in Christ to understand him. 
Man's wisdom, man may understand, but the wis- 
dcMn of God in -a mystery, neither philosophers or 
princes can know. Paul counted all his human learn- 
ing as loss, and valued only the inBtructions of Christ, 
by the Spirit and ihe Word. 

The 16th verse of the 6th chapter pf 1 to Timothy, 
is a magnificent testimony to the Divinity of Christ ; 
and this Glonlous Object is the foundation of Paul's 
doctrine, which he asserts *' is a faithful doctrine, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners, &c. ;" and Paul gloried in 
the gospel because it is the Power of God unto Sal- 
vation to every one that believeth, to the Jew first, 
and also to the Gentile. On the ground of Christ's 
Divinity, Paul's faith in the Atonement rested as in 
the shadow of a great Rock in a weary land. The 
resurrection of Christ from the dead, was Paul's af' 
fidavit before the Jews at Antioch, that Christ whom 
they desired Pilate to slay, is the Holy One, because 
He saw no corruption ; and that by this event, the 
promise which was made to the fathers, God fulfilled 
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ipnto their children, cfven that on this wise, He gave to 
them the sure mercies of David, 

That lh« Advent of Jesus into this wretched world, 
in huAiHatioiv was by the Holy Ghost ; and that 
Jesus gave up His Life to resume it, is proved by 
the result ; and the ascension of His body (raised 
from the tomb) to heaven, being attested by the Holy 
Ghost in Paul, that apostle proclaims that the inves- 
titure of Immortality in Jesus raised up, and Christ 
risen from the dead, is the seal of His Gonsbip in its 
full extent; and of course that His dwelling in Light 
unapproachable by man, and He as God hidden from 
human sight, also ^s Jesus sitting at the Father's 
right hand, is the pledge that the glory which shall 
be revealed in the saints, is beyond the power of 
man's heart to conceive ; and that only God can 
know it. 

Paul the apostle never lost -sight of Saul the Phari- 
see* He renaembered the death of the latter, and the 
birth of the former, with scales upon his eyes ; and 
that by the falling of the scales his sight was restoed 
in Jesus' Name. Pajil knew the cause of that three 
days of darkness ; it was a glance from the byes of 
Steven's Master, the Holy Martyr Lamb ; the same 
that looked on Peter by lamp light tas Peter might 
then suppose) in the dreadful night of the betrayal, by 
a thief, and he an apostle — the twelfth chosen, the 
only lost! — son of perdition^— a devil!!! "It is, 
night wherein beasts of the forest creep forth ;" and 
the devil like a roaring lion goeth about seeking whom 

he may devour. His object is to betray Christ : and

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dien claim for bis possessioii that mazi by wbom bet- 
effects the execution of his malice. 

It may be conciuded an impossibility thaKhe traQS' 
gressioB of Judas Iscariot shoukLhaTe its couottrpart 
in the christian church in anti-cfarist's time. In one 
respect, it certainly is beyond Satan's power. Th^ 
person that Judas sold to the chief priests and elders 
for the price of a dog, the person that was scourged 
1^ Pontius Pilate, and crucified by the Jewa, is In- 
finitely beyond the reach of Satan^s Head, and the 
Dragon's open mouth. Upon the throne of Gob, at 
Uie Father's right hand, in the bearenlies, exalted far 
id:>OTe all principality and power, and might, and do* 
minion, and every name that is named, not only in 
tfais world, but ako in that which is to come, th^jt . 
person silteth in the glory of Israel's Mighty ONE^ 
" in whom is hid the Life of His elect ;" in whom 
dwelleth ALL the fulness of the GouHEAn bodify, 
** by whom were all things created, that are in hear-* 
en, and that are in earth, visible and invisible, whetii-' 
er they be thrones or dominions," or angels, or oien ; 
all things were created by Him, and for Iflm, THE 
head of power, principality, and sway ; before whom 
the angels veil their faces with their wings ; unto 
wbom the host t)f Seraphims present the praise of 

- Holy— Holy— Holy 
Is the Lord God of hosts ; for whose Almighty vTord 
the flaming cherubims that guard the tree of life, are 
waiting before the Mercy Seat, covering its sacred 
gold with their wings, " looking one to another," (for 
on Him they dare not gaze,) " with their face toward 
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the Mercy Selit," ready to extend didr wings of fire, 
and more the wheels of jadgment on to the batde

'' Thfe exercise of repentance toward God, (whigh 
cannot he separated from faith in a divine Atonement) 
(except to sink the poor soul in horror of despair,) ii; 
the sign of deliverance from the wrath to come ; and 
also«deliverance from captivity to sin, which kindles 
wrath. It is not the mere sorrow itself, birt the exer* 
cise of sorrow for sin against Gob, that honors God 
in the sight of angels and men. The former rejoice 
whe*i the profane oath is changed for the humble ciy 
<^ Gob be mer<)iful to nrie a sinner ;" or the infidel 
Bcoff is superceded by ^ Lord save, or I perish/' 
The latter edified when a drtirtkard becomes sober, 
the lacivious chaste— the chwri bountiful, and ihe 
proud huqrible. God looketh on the heart, and ob- 
serve th the lines of repentance traced in a secret sigh 
^' Against Thee, Thee only have I sinned, and done 
evil in Thy sight, thart thou mightest be justified wheii 
thou speakest, and be clear when thou judgest." Here 
is the exercise of repentance for sin, in humble con- 
fession to God, in which (to sweeten the bitter cup) 
divine sympathy ismingled(not in the cause of ihe sor- 
row, but with sorrow for its cause—) and this sym- 
pathy is afforded in the drawings of the Father to the 
cross of Christ, in the ioye of Jesus covering the peni- 
tent as with a maiule to hide his shame, and the ten- 
der whisper of the Comforter, '^ old things are pass- 
ed away, and all things are become new." 
19* 
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How strange to human reason is the S^alvafron of 
the soul by grace ! that repentance is required m 
sight of angels and men ; and that it is secretly con- 
veyed into the soul, by God Himself, who in Chrftt 
reconciles th« sinner, and then commends Uae^ tears * 
produced by His own free and sovereign grace. See 
thi» iti the case of that mourner at the Master's feet, 
in Simon's house — '* She loveth much" — '* Thy faith 
hath saved thee*^ — witness it in the address of our 
'Lord to Ananias concerning the humbled persecutor 
— " Behold he prayeth !" 

The pride of man disdains this method of ihe Lord 
OoD, because he neither comprehends its origin in 
Infinite Mercy, nor is willing to be treated as a child. 
" Ye will not come unto me that ye might have life," 
ftaid Jesus to the Jews' in the temple. The grace of 
repentance which He alone can give ** unto life." 
See Abts 1 1 : 48— was an abomination to the Phari- 
sees, Sadducees, and the Henrodians in that day. The 
first loathed its humble Author, as opposed to their 
pride : the second hated the doctrine of a resurrec- 
tion spiritual, and literal ; and the third were desircHis 
that the Idumean should be received as Messiah. 

While this was the state of Jerusalefn, it might 
well be said by her lowly Shepherd that the things 
belonging to her peace were hid from h6r eyes. Rib- 
pentance toward (xod fg one of those things. 

It is hard to reclaim a backslider. This* was- the 
character of Jerusalem m ourLoi^D's time of preach-* 
ing to her the gospel of His spiritual Kingdom, that 
must be established in them as in Abraham, who re- 
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signed even the child of promise, without one enquiry 
of why, Q/£ for what purpose, bnly because his God 
denrmnded thou sacrifice. 

Jerusalem Was a backslider in heart ; and all her 
ways were contrary to the precepts of her great King. 
She is still a backslider ; her face is harder than a 
rock-*-she refuses to returtf ; and I wish to be un^Jer- 
stood that I mean the Jerusalem our Lord addressed ; 

'of course, it is not the mountain, the walls, or the 
buildings ; but the children of Jacob by Leah, which 
are CjEilled Judah and his companions. Hear the 
prophet Jeremiah, " Oh Jerusalem wash thy heart 

■ from wipkedness, that thou mayest be saved !** Hear 
the prophet Isaiah, " Thy silver is beoo^ie dross ; 
thy wine is mixed with water. Thy rulers are re- 
bellious, and companions of thietes ; every one lov- 
eth gifts, and fblloweth after rewards, &c." Hear 
the prophet Ezekiel. ^Mn thy filthiness islewdness^; 
because I have ^purged thee, and thou wast not purg* 
ed, thou shah not be purged from thy filthiness any 
more till I have caused my fury to rest upon thee." 
Hear the prophet Daniel's confession of the state of 
his people. " We have sinned, and have committed 
iniquity, and have done wickedly, and hav6 rebelled, 
even by departing from thy precepts, and thy judg- 
ments. Neither have we hearkened unto thy ser- 
vants the prophets, which spake in thy Name, to our 
kings, our princes, and our fathers, and to ^ the peo- 
ple of the land."

" Even from the days of your fathers ye are gone 
away from naine ordinances, and have not kept them.'* 
. The plain truth of the matter is this : the church, 
i. e. the congregation of the LoRfi fell from grace 
very soon after they were encainped in the desejrt of 
Sinai. It is written that after they had pitched in the 
wilderness, Moses went up unto Gob, and received| 
9, most gracious message for Israel : 
** Thus shalt thou say to the house of Jacobs 
y And tell the children of Israel, 
" Ye have seen what I did to the Egyptians, 
** And how I hear you on eagles wings,

*' And a holy nation. 

'' These are the words which thou shalt speak

" And Moses came, and called for the elders of the

which the Lord commanded him." 

" And all the people answ^ed together, and said, 
All that the Lord hath spoken, we will do." 

Afterward Moses told the church all the words and 
judgments of the Lord," and they with one voice 
answered, saying. All the words which the Lord 
hath said, we will do." 

" And Moses wrote all the words of the Lord, 
and rose up early in the morning, and builded an al- 
tar under the hill, and twelve pillars according to the 
twelve tribes of Israel." 

*' And he sent young men of the children of Israel, 
which offered burnt offerings and sacrificed peace 
offerings of oxen unto the Lord." 

** And he took the * Book of the Covenant, and 
read in the audience of the people ; and- they said 
All that the Lord hath said will we do, and be febe-

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Now ]et us obserre that Moses had distrilHlted half 
of the blood of the innocent animals that were offer- 
ed unto Adonai, upon the altar^ and -the other he 
sared in baaens^ til^^stfter the Covenani was pubUsh- 
ed» and the church had promised obedience to the 
requirem^ts of their Goi>, the Goi^ of Israel. Hien 
Moses took the saved blood, and sprinkled it on the 
people, and said, 

'' Behold the Blood of ^e Covenant 
** Which the Lord halh nciade with you 
^* C<mceining all these words.'! ^ 

Let us pause a moment to censider this scene. 
The church bad been delivered from their enemies, 
and baptiied in the Sea — they were in grace, i. e. in 
favctt with the Lord ; (whom Pharaoh blai^hemed) 
and had received the token of His * Rest in, and 
with tbem,^ and their children forever. They had 
been fed (every one) with Bread from the Lord,, that 
was white as snow ; and drank water from the Rock 
according to the word of the Lord* The Duke of 
Edom that assembled his army to oppose Israel at 
Rephidim, was vanquished by the sword of Joshua, 
and Moses gave the glory to God, by erecting an al- 
tar to the name of JEHOVAH Nissi ; or, " the 
LORD IS my Banner." — Not the rod in his hand — 
not Captain Joshua Nun, nor Aaron and Hur that 
stayed up his hands ; but Adonai—the Eternal Exist- 
ence, whose high hand brought Israel out of the iron 
furnace, whose holy Arm revealed Him the Strength 
of Jacob when he wrestled (as the patriarch migm

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ihen suppose) for deliverance from fear of Amalek's 
father ; and Moses bad prophesied in bis triumphant 
Song, that by the greatness of Hi9 Arm God would 
prostrate the powers of Edom, when the King com- 
«th that shall establish Israel in thd holy mountain 
of their inheritance, Jerusalem the throne of the 
Lord. 

Well may we exclaim with the Psalmist, 
^ Blessed is the nation wh.ose 6aD ia the Lord ; 
and the people whom He hath chosen for His own 
inheritance." 

But— alas ! Israel fell from grace. The church 
assumed a high responsibility. She virtually pro- 
fessed that she was able to sustain a position that 
would secure to her the promised kingdom. She 
would DO all that her God required, asking for no as- 
sistance from Him or His servant Moses. There 
was no plea we are ** but dust and ashes'^ — ^no prayer 
** give me understanding that I may learn thy com- 
mandments*' " O ! that my ways *ere directed to 
keep thy statutes." " Save me, wid I shall keep thy 
testimonies." No confession of ^original sin, or tna- 
tive helplessness — " Lord ! I know the way of 
man is not in himself ; it is not in man that walketh 
to direct his steps" — there was no acknowledgment 
that their dwelling was " in houses of clay whose 
foundation is in the dust, which are crushed before 
the moth." No sign of fear and trembling before the 
Lord, and repentance toward Him, although I ut re-

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cently they had wished He had killed them in Egypt, 
while they sat .by the flesh pots, &c. ; and abused 
His servant Mose» at Rephidim because they could 
find no well of water in the desert ; no symptom of 
faith in Him that called Abraham alone, and blessed 
him, nor any revival of their praise for the pastdeliv-» 
erance or present grace. 

There was indeed an entire failure, which onlyre- 
quired^circumstance to expose ; and this was their case 
three days ;^after ; " for the Lord descended upon 
mount Sinai in fire • and Moses brought the people 
forth, out of the camp, to— MEET WITH GOD."* 
- What a scene ! the lightnings of God, His thun* 
ders in the thick cloud, and the voice of His great 
trumpet, are the signals for Moses to bring Israel out 
of their sanctuaty, to stand at the foot of Sinai, cov- 
ered with terrors, that were mercifully restained le«* 
Israel perish. 

The mountain quaked — the people trembled— 
The voice of the trumpet sounded long. 
And its terrible blast waxed louder and louder. 

Then Moses spake.— ^Who can tell what he said T 
We know that he spake to God ;" and that God an* 
swered him by a voice, and the Lord called him to 
come up to the top of the mount ; and Moses went up ; 
and then the Lord told him to go down, and charge 
the people not to come into the cloud to gaze upon the 
Lord, " lest many of them perish."

! the depth both of the wisdom and goodness 
of God! How tender His care for the hves of His 
people Israel ! 

After this the glory of the Lord, and His cloUd, 

tarried upon Sinai six days ; and on the seventh He 

received Moses into His pavilion (the midst of tbe 

cloud) and Moses was there forty days and forty 

nights. 

Now Israel is left in the care of Aaron. Moses is 
gone, out of their sight. He is in the secret place of 
Him, whose glorious Eye is likened unto devouring 
fire. Now Israel must be contented to study the 
subject without the Letter. God had spoken the 
holy decalogue. Every syllable portrayed in vivid 
lightnings, every word rolling in thunders ; and each 
tommatid shaking Sinai to its centre, while Israel di- 
vested of their self-sufficiency, retreated, ** and stood 
afar off, saying to Moses, speak thou with us, and 
we will hear ; but let not God speak with us lest we 
^ie." 

Moses then admonished Israel to put away that 
slavish fear^ informing them that God had come to 
convert them, that they might not sin. 

In ihe absence of Moses, the children of Israel had 
their desire that God would not speak to them any 
more ; and their outward senses being no longer sa- 
luted by the terrors of the Almighty, there was op- 
portunity for improvement of the great sermon 
preached to them by the Lord, their Holy One, i. e. 
if they remembered the words that were spoken unto 
them. Alas ! it is a melancholy truth, that they did 

20 
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not remember His commandments to do them ; tbey 
forsook the covenant of God their Saviour, (who did 
great things for them in Egypt, wondrous works in 
the land of Ham, and terrible things by the Red 
Sea;) and demanded of Aaron to make them gods- 
Unto a molten calf they addressed the praise of their 

redemption from Egypt Thus their fall from 

grace, was finished by open transgression, and Israel 
thus proved a harlot in the days of her youth. 

From that day to the birth of our Saviour, the elect 
church of God had always indulged their pride, by 
which they vexed the Holy Spirit, and tempted the 
LoRD^Q destroy them. When Jbsus came in the 
form of a servant, " they were offended in Him ;'' 
and are the same to this day. A marvellous work 
indeed is the conversion of a Jew. If Paul, inspired 
by the Holy Ghost, shook his raiment, and ceased to 
warn his nation, we are under the necessity of believ- 
ing that God has given them up ; and that it is our 
duty to mourn for them as dead, yet not to sorrow as 
those that have no hope, because it is written that the 
Lord God will open their graves, and He will bring 
them up out of their graves, and He will put His 
Spirit within them, and they shall live, and He will 
bring them to their own land, and they shall know 
that Christ is the Lord. This is recorded in 
the thirty-seventh chapter of the Book of Ezekiel ; 
and it is the Word of God, and cannot possibly fail. 

The question presents what is the duty of chris- 
tians, toward the Jews beside mourning for them as 
dead f It may be said that the Gospel must be 
preached to them, according to the commission " Go 
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leach all nations," &c. By whom ? is the 
next question. In the time of the reign of the 
Holy Ghost, when christian love and unity prevailed, 
the Lord of the Gospel had a church in Jerusalem, 
that assembled in His Name, and were led by His 
Spirit. In that church were holy men that gave ' 
themselves continually to prayer, and to the ministry 
of the Word. On the Sabbath days they went into 
the synagogues, and reasoned with the Jews. On 
other days, they ceased not to teach in Jesus' Name, 
but went from house to house, preaching the glad 
tidings of the kingdom of God. They were poor in 
purse — poor in spirit, and rich in faith. Jewish blood 
flowed in their veins ; and Jesus' Love filled their 
souls. His blood, shed fof the remission of sins, they 
held was a propitiatory sacrifice for the sins of the 
world. His resurrection from the deadi they declar- 
ed was a glorious fulfilment of God's promise to the 
fathers, that Messiah should be raised up to sit on 
David's throne. The second coming of Jesus Christ 
into this world they proclaimed with the same au- 
thority, as the resurrection from the dead ; and while 
they solemnly affirmed that there was no salvation in 
any other name, than Jesus Christ of Nazareth, they 
also , represented Him the chief corner stone and 
Head Ston&in Zion, and her glorious King, "accor- 
ding to the scriptures of the prophets," *^ by the word 
of the Lord." The doctrine .of conversion to God 
by repentance toward God, they founded upon the 
gufFerings of Christ ; and built up their testimony on 
His personal return, stating that this event involved 
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the times of refreshiog from the pres^Dce of the Lorb^ 
apd the times of restitution of all things, which God^ 
hath spoken by the mouth of all His holy prophets 
since the world began. See Acts 3 : 18 — 21 ; and 
4: 10—12; and 10 : 39—43; and 15;, 14—18 -^ 
\ also 13 : 32—38, 

Great power attended their ministry of the gospel 
of Christ. They preached the word with boldness, 
for they knew the witness they witnessed before men, 
was the living truth before God. These men stood 
firm in the centre of truth's grand platform, which is 
" THE PURPOSE OF GoD ;" and the cross of Christ was 
their Standard, supported by the Holy Ghost, that, 
wrought by them miracles of healing mercy on the 
bodies, and in.the souls of their fellow beings, both 
women and men. Upon their sacred Blood sprinkled 
Banner, was inscribed in immortal characters the 
everlasting Love of EL ELOHE for Zion : " Be- 
hold I have graven thee upon the palms of my 
hands ;" and with '* an iron pen in the Rock forever." 
They wielded a sword whose approach was health 
to the sick, and life to the dead, for the Name of Je- 
sus upon their lips, was the voice of the Spirit bear- 
ing record for the spotless paschal Lamb — ** Eneas, 
Jesus Christ maketh thee whole" — " Tabitha arise." 

Their sword had a double edge ; and neither ex- 
hibited a particle of rust, while in the hands of the . 
primitive Soldiers of Jesus, the Great Captain of^ 
Salvation. The terrible edge that severed the life- 
string in the heart of Ananias, (the first name upon 
the liar's list in the christian church book of records^ 
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and in the heart of his wife (the second liar of christian 
name) was averted from the jailor who fastened their 
feet in the stocks, and the life edge was laid upon his 
soul, so that he rejoiced in God with all his house. 

Those men wielded the sword of the Spirit by 
command of their general ; and not by sufferance. 
Tliey knew their calling was of God in Clurist Jesus, 
and that they were ordained for the work of the min- 
istry, by the Holy Ghost. On this wise they went 
forth, just as the Spirit led them, preaching a full 
Gospel'- the gospel of Christ the Messiah— of Christ 
the second Adam. Of Christ the light of the world 
—of Christ the universal Judge, to the praise of GoD, 
the God of heaven. 

Those men were careful for nothing but the honor 
of their Master ; and His approbation of their labors 
in the gospel, they looked for in the conversion of 
souls — the spread of the truth — the advancement of 
the kingdom that shall come with Him, when He re- 
turns from His far journey, to be espoused to His 
beloved Zion, in the new and everlasting covenant of 
Sovereign grace. They knew that the Bridegroom 
would bring His friends with Him, to rejoice 
in His voice of triumph, when He says to His elect 
bride, ** Arise, shine, for thy Light is come ; though 
ye have lain among the pots, yet thou shalt be as the 
wings of a dove covered with silver, and her feathers 
with yellow gold." . To gather a people for Paul — 
Peter— A polios &c., was no object to the primitive 
ambassadors of Christ, neither did they prize the 
increase of names baptized in the liquid element by 
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iteir hands, but the increase of the Holy Ghost, that 
keeps the Lamb's Book of life ; and the baptism of 
the Spirit they knew was not of the ordinance itself 
that is called " the laying, on of the apostles hands/' 
but the gift of Christ, who sent the New Comforter 
to witness with the water, and with the blood, that 
upon earth there is peace with God, by His beloYed 
Son, The descent of the Holy Ghost into souls of 
^ belieyers in the gospel th^t were baptized by water, 
to show that by His name they died to s^in, and linked 
to God, was the evidence (in themselves and to 
others) that the Lord added them to ihe church that 
should be saved unto glory. The evidence is peace 
and joy, and established in prayer and praise, which 
results in a new and divine life. The primitive miiv 
isters of Christ disclaimed all glory of this great work 
as due lo theiifi, and iheir souh abhorred the praise of 
men. It seems that Paul and Barnabaa were ready 
to tear oflf the raiment that covered their bodies, when 
high sounding names, and titles were awarded them 
by heathen priests, who would have bound on their 
heads the garlands that were made for Jupiter.* 
They both ckied out" why do ye these things ? We 
are men, of like passions with you," &c. 

If s^uch men failed in their mission of the gospel 
to the backslidden City ; if Paul was compelled to 
sliake his raiment at Corinth ; and at Antioch for- 
mally to announce that Gop cona«najnded laim to turn

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away from the Jews, what can be done for the Dis- 
persed now, while Night is sitttng on her ebon throne,, 
men are sleeping — the enemy sowing tares — wild 
*beasts of the forest creep forth growling like the 
wolf that is in sight of his prey ? 

For one poor soul that has no power at all, nor the 
smallest particle of interest in the present age, to re^ 
present an opinion on thia momentous theme, appears, 
something like the effort of a little waiting maid in 
days far gone by, who could just hint her sentiment 
of Elisha in one ejaculation to the Gop of Israel. I 
do not feel much inclined to do it ; and should leave 
a in my Testimony for the Times,, 

did not fear of misapprehension concerning my prin-^ 
ciples may prejudice the very few persons who res- 
pect my feeble efforts, against this book. Bear, then, 
with the folly of an old woman, and read her opinion. 

* As it is not impossible for God to bless the weak- 
est means that may be used to accomplish the great-* 
est matters, I would not dare to think, (much lessf^ tp, 
publish) that in the absence of apostolic power from 
the christian community, it is absolutely wrong for 
uninspired men to take up that which inspired apos^ 
ties laid down, and to prove the nineteenth century i^ 
vhich is night. If the Lord Jesus Christ permits^

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this thing, there should not be an objection named. It 
is the sole prerogative of David^s Son, and Lord, to 
judge the secrets of man's heart, the words spoken 
or written, and ihe actions performed by man. 

It is a nice point to hold an opinion of our fellow 
men, quite clear from the spirit of censure or applause. 
Mortals are not allowed to judge, because ihey are 
imperfect in knowledge ; and Paul has expressed 
himself in positive terms on this subject, even de- 
claring that he knew nothing by himself, yet this did 
not justify him ; but he refers it to the Lord, and 
then exhorts the christians at Corinth io judge noth- 
ing before the time until ihe Lord come, who both 
will bring to light the bidden things of darkness, and 
will make manifest the counsels of the hearts, and 
then shall every man have praise of God. 

The only judgment that is permitted us poor sin- 
ners, is put in the scale opposite to our knowledge. 
If we add to this a particle of self will, we are guilty 
of trespass against the Sixth Commandment, wheth- 
er it relates to our own souls, or our neighbor's con- 
cerns, for, to say of our stale, this is too bad for 
Christ to heal, is the sanie as to quench His Spirit ; 
and to judge the motives of others, (without know^ 
ledge) is killing them in the sight of God. Great is 
the sin, and as common among professors as the 
ground upon which we tread. Who can say ** I am 
pure" from this sin ? Who can say ** I have made 
my heart clean ?" " God be merciful to us sinners!* 
Amen ! 

I now advance a second maxim, which answer* 
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every purpose that charity requires, and then may 
disclose my humble opinion. " We that are strong 
ought to bear the infirmities of the weak, and not to 
please ourselves." This good enuntiatio will work 
bolh ways ; and first I will mention, that the Philo- 
Judean desires peace for Jerusalem, and whether he 
is strong or weak, the Great King loves him, accord- 
ing to the sincerity of his heart, and not for the sake 
of his gifts ; therefore even he that eateth only herbs, 
is accepted, (note this) if, he selects the best, and 
tastes not even them without salt. 

It is true that a man who essays lo unfurl the Gos* 
pel Banner in sight of the Jews, at this time, has 
more need than other men, of ability to receive with 
readiness, and perfectly digest, the strong meat of 
prophecy ; (that represents the old tilings, and the 
new things of God, as one treasure ; all locked up in 
Christ, the Ark of the covenant, overlaid with piire 
gold, with a beautiful Crown round about, also rings 
(lU^ a ring is round and whole) of gold, and cedat 
staves overlaid with gold — and the latter fastened in 
the rings, and never to be taken out* — for his mis- 
sion is like Gabriel's a new mission, because he has 
to proclaim the birth of JESUS in Glory to sit upon 
David's throne, and reign over the house of Jacob 
forever, and of his kingdom there shall be no end. 

♦ God is Love, (which is in Christ,) the Mercy of God which 
is everlasting, and the truth of God which endureth to all gene- 
rations, are fastened by Adonai ; and by these staves the Sacred 
Ark shall be bortie to the battle ground, in the day •* of the aveng- 
ing of Israel. 
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It is his businesi^ to declare, that there yet remaineth 
the keeping of a Sabbath for the people of God. 

It is my humble opinion that the strong meat (the 
Law) should be first offered to the Jews, as ** to men 
in the flesh," that God may be glorified, and if ihey 
eat. it kills them. Men in the flesh cannot eat and 
live,^ who have broken the covenant of do and live. 
• Paul thought himself in good case, until the com- 
mandment entered the secret place — his soul — its en- 
trance was light — sin revived— (Adam's) and Paulf 
died ! 

Now the question is, whether men who do not 
observe as sacred to the Redeemer of Israel, the 
fourth commandment of the holy Decalogue, can 
preach the Law to the people that first heard its pro- 
clamation prefaced with " I AM The LORD, Thy 
GOD, 

" Which have brought thee out of the land of Egypt 
Out of the house of bondage." 

Let us look into this matter. We shall soon see 
whether the question shall be submitted in favor of 
Christendom, as she is, in the nineteenth century A. 
-D. ; and as she has been (as a body) for almost two- 
thirds of the sacred Era attached to the holy Cross. 

.... It was morning — the morning of the third 
day after God had declared His terms t^Jsrael by the

1 Readers of the New Testament will understand me. When 
the apostle declared this he was Paul ; and he says I was 
alive, <Vc.— and I died. . 
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meek man, His chosen ambassador to His chosen 
bride ; even the terms of a marriage covenant be- 
tween Adonai that dwelleth in Light, and Israel in 
the wilderness of Sinai. (" A Bramble.") 

The terms Israel had accepted ; and now her 
Lord descends to the Mount, covered with the thick 
cloud ; (see Rev. 10) and attended by lightnings, 
thunders, and the voice of the trumpet exceeding 
loud. He comes early in the morning of the third 
day. " Be silent, O all flesh before the Lord, for 
He is raised up out of His holy habitation." He is 
come to speak in audible words, the very Statutes of 
His incorruptible gospel, that is by Jestjs Christ, 
(grace and truth — ) to His trembling bride elect. 

' He speaks ; and 1. Israel must observe that He is 
her First — and her Last. 2. She is forbidden to 
worship after the doctrines and commandments of 
men. 3. She must not call Adonai (her Lord) which 
is God, "a temporal Prince;" — and 4. The Lord 
commands His chosen to Remember and to observe 
as holy the seventh day of the week, as the sign of His 
Rest. This commandment completes the first table 
of the sacred decalogue, which in sum and substance 
is the reality of those words " sanctified in Christ," 
who will be sanctified in them that draw nigh to 
God. 

The Sabbath was made for man, said our Divine 
Saviour, therefore the Son of man is the Lord of the 

Sabbath Day. God rested from His works for a 
pattern that man should cease from his, and enter into 
the repose of God, which is in Christ ; and it pleas- 
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ed the Holy One of Israel to appoint the seventh day 
of the week for His church, as the sign of their union 
with Him, who is Lord of all. 

There is no other sign like the Sabbath, that in- 
corporates Israel with the God of heaven and earth. 
It seems to denote this : I have made all things, and 
now rest with me, and enjoy all in prospect, by the 
Sign, until the thing signified shall be fulfilled, which 
is, my rest in thee, O my beloved, when thou art pre- 
pared to enter the Paradise of God. To Israel in the 
wilderness of Sinai, this Sign was given to Israel by 
a sure sign, that it was from God ; for the manna 
ceased to fall on the seventh day, and the chil- 
dren of Israel were informed by Moses that they 
must not seek for it, for the day was holy unto the 
Lord. Moses said also *^ abide ye every titian in his 
place." 

*" So the people rested on the seventh day.'* It 
must be granted (I should suppose — ) that the Stamp 
upon the day, was genuine ; for Gidd gave out no 
bread, therefore Israel knew the Sabbath- time, ancf 
it is the seventh day. No mistake. No uncertainty ; 
not one day in seven, or one day out of seven ; but 
the seventh day itself. The day that follows after the 
sixth day, which is (from the heathen) called Friday ; 
and the seventh the heathen named for a star called 
Saturn, because it was one of the seven planets. 
The children of Israel were commanded to ob- 



* Exodas 19 : 30. 
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Berve the Sabbath throughout their generations for 
a PERPETUAL Covenant. '^ It is a sign (said the 
Lord) between me and thechiWren of Israel forever," 
(that they are His cliosen,) ^' for in six days the Lord 
made Iieaven and earth, and on the seventh He rest- 
ed, and was refreshed." When the Lord had spoken 
thus, He gave to Moses two tables of testimony, ta- 
bles of stone, " written with the finger of God." Ex; 
31 : 12—18. 

The children of Israel had been guilty of a mortal 
sin while Moses waited upon the Lord for the writ* 
ten Law ; and never, to this day have they reco¥ered 
frorp it fully, though at certain times there have been re-^ 
formations to an extent that pleased God, and made 
them happy^ But at the time of our Saviour's birth, 
ten of their tribes were lost, and in Ihe ranks of two 
remaining there was not a priest or a Levite to con- 
fess the holy infant in the Royal birth city : nor a 
Jerusalem, when He was presented in the temple. 
The Jews there were more conversant with traditions 
of men, than with the Law ; and therefore they were 
looking for a Messiah that should make great parade 
in forms and ceremonies, rites and ordinances, which 
could establish nothing but self-righteousness and 
pride. 

The meek and lowly Jesus came into the *world 
that was destined to judgment, on a mission that His 
people did not understand ; and He told the cause of 
their darkness, even because they trusted in the flesh. 



* The Romaa Age. 
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To celebrate the holy Sabbath with Him, *^ the LoR9 
of the Sabbath," the Jevrs were emirely anprej^ured. 
He toW them they were hypocrites, pretending to 
honor God, while their hearts were far from Him. 
Still He came to them as the minister of the circum- 
Qision. He went into their synagogues and read the 
sucriptures to them on the Sabbath ; but He gave them 
1^0 praise for their outward sanctity ; nay His sacred 
lips teemed with severe rebukes for the inconsisten- 
cies of their conduct, which were ^conspicuous 
in their religious rites, in which He declared that 
they jnade the word of God of none effect through 
their tradition. 4 

In Capernaum our Blessed Saviour had preached 
to the people faithfully, yet we have no evidence that 
they realized " the laborer was worthy of His meat ;" 
and the lowly Shepherd went with His disciples into 
a field of corn. The Pharisees were watching Him, 
and they saw the poor, hungry sheep (whom they 
disdained to feed) eating some of the corn ; and the 
Pharisees exclaimed, " Behold ! thy disciples do that 
which is not lawful to do on the Sabbath day." Giir 
Lord's reply to that unjust allegation, might have 
conveyed the sentiment to the minds of the Pharisees, 
that they were on a par with Saul, the rejected king, 
whose persecutions of David compelled the latter to 
infringe upon the oral Law; but never did Jesus 
speak against the sanctity of the seventh day. 

In Jerusalem, yea, in the temple, the Jews attempt- 
ed stoning the Holy Saviour on the Sabbath ; but He 
escaped the cruelty, and came out of the temple. A 
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blind man tras ia die way ; ami our Lord saw hio% 
and said, ^' I must work the works of Him that sent 
me while it is day, the night cometfa when no man 
can work. As long as I am in the World, I am the 
light of the world .'^ 

The Blessed One then spit <m the ground and made 
clay of the spittle, and andnted the blind eyes, and 
said go to the pool of Siloam and wash. The man 
obeyed " and returned seeing".— The Pharisees pro- 
claimed this act a breach of the sabbath. How much 
holier was it in their estimation, to take up stones to 
kill Jesus, than for J$sus to touch His finger to the 
ground (the archepytal of man's body) that a poor 
blind man might look upon the Lamb of God ! The 
** withered hand," the dropsy, and saton'a chain about 
a daughter oi Abraham fled at Jksus' Word ; but 
the word was spoken on the Sabbath day ; and the 
rulers in Zion were scandalized* Had oqr LoaD 
said to the sufferers, go away poor sufferers — ^it i^ 
the Sabbath — I cannot heal you, more words fa^ 
been spoken, but no glory given to God ; and the 
enemies of Jesus would have cavilled to some pur^ 
pose. 

"Stretch forth thine hand-" 
" Woman, thou art loosed from thine infirmity." 
" Rise, take up thy bed and walk." 

Is there a breach of the JSabbath in all this ? Nay* 
The Lord of the Rest came into a world that was an 
emblem of the troubled sea, wh^e Rest was un- 
known as at the present ; and He alone could truly 
say, '• the Sabbath is a delight : holy of the Lord 
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and honorable.*' Therefore was He, " the reproach 
of men, and despised of the people.'^ 

" To this day our Lord is accHsed by His people, 
that He abolished the Sabbath day. Morenu Rab- 
enu, a Rabbi of the holy city, said to Mr. Wolff in 
the synagogue, that Christ has given a new law, 
which is against the law of Moses : abolished circum- 
cision ; and abolished the Sabbath day.** Now I de- 
ny every word of this speech. As to circumcision,. 
Jsstrs never abolished it. It belonged only to the 
Jews ; therefore the apostles left it with them, and 
as to the Sabbath the Blessed Jbsus confessed its 
sanctity in word and deed. He declared Himself the 
Lord of it ; and acted accordingly. 
. Therefore I do believe that the Sign of the ancient 
Covenant is of everlasting moment, in regard to the 
work of preaching Christ to the J«w.s. They must 
be told that the founder of the gospel is the Lord of 
the Sabbath. This I hold is a fundamental article of 
chribtian doctiine. 

*' The Son of man is the Lord of the Sabbath ;"' 
and I cannot possibly turn away from, this express 
declaration of our Saviour, and say that He did not 
intend that I should reverence His Rest, because I 
profess to beheve His Gospel. 

If I believed that the seventh day of the week was* 
a common day, I must inevitably resign my hope ia 
Divine mercy, manifested to save lost and perishing 
sinners, of whom I am chief. I know nothing of the 
welfare of my soul, or even of its existence without 
the Bible. Divine Revelation shines like a light ia a 
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ikric place, while my deUgUed eyes n^ieet those glor 
rious written words^ '^ Life and iptOiartElity faraugbt 
|(> light in the gospel." Again I look, ** The Son of 
ixiao is conae to seek and to save that which v/ap 
lost." Who is this «on of man ? Answer. He 19 
4fae Lord of the Sabbath Day. If He is the Ruler 
ihen the day is sacred. I must go to the bottom of 
Hhis matter. Did Jesus Ciurist mean tb£ seventh isiy 
•oi the week ? 

Answer* He certainly did ; and He left it wher^ 
•He found it ; i. e. He never removed the least partis 
vole from the decalogue, nor varied its sense, wbefi 
He mentioned the sixth commandment, the literal 
crime He pursued even into the secret thoughts in 
man, whose outward act was restrained, or set for- 
ward ; and the same course He took with the sevenA : 
the fifth also, 

I am more dependant on those words, *' The Son 
of man is Lord of the Sabbath," than upon any single 
text of the scripture. 

God called Abraham, and gave him a sign : the 
sign of circumcision, a seal of the righteousi^s of 
&ith. God sent Moses and Aaron to the desceli* 
dants of the noble Chaklean, who were interested in 
his beloved son of promise to whom Abraham gave 
the sign of God's covenant with Him, which hft did 
by Divine command ; (see G<enesis 21 : 4) but it 
must be observed that Isaac had the sign on his fa- 
■ther's account, in common with Ishmael, and all the 
men of Abraham's house. Isaac could not boast of 
this, for it was not his act ; but when he submitted to 
21 . 
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be oflfered up to GoD^fer a burnt offering, he w^mi 
faimsejf, a Sign unto God of the Lamb that taketh 
away the sin of the world ; and he blessed Jacob, 
which was the sign that the latter should inherit the 
earth, even the earth which i« the Lord*^ ; and Ja- 
cob's lineal descendants were lawful heirs to the three 
estates : Circumcision : the Lamb of God ; and the 
paradise of God. Moses was sent to the children o£ 
Israel to deliver them out of the hand of Pharaoh ; 
and God gave hirst a Sign of power over wood* The 
rod cast on the ground became a serpent, and resume 
ed by Moses was a rod, as before. God gave to- 
Moses a sign of power over flesh, 1. Of leprosy. 
2. Of healing : this, the Lord said was enough. 
Moses effected the work assigned him of delivering 
Israel from bondage to Egypt ; and the Lord gave to. 
His people the ordinance of the Passover for a tokea 
that by them should come the Lamb of God ; and 
they had then the sign of circumcision also. See 
Joshua 5 : 5. The presence of this sign, and the 
ordinance of the Passover, gave to Israel a kind of 
collateral security that they inherited the covenant of 
Abraham, the promise to Isaac, and Jacob's blessing.. 
It pleased Gop, however, to consider Israel adult ^ 
and capable of sustaining a covenant position, as the 
firsFbom of the Lord in a national sense ; and the 
witnes3 of Divine truth. So He came down upon 
Mount Sinai (Ex. 19 . 20,) and spake to them the 
words of this covenant of the Law of ten command- 
ments ; and the fourth statute in that section of the 
decalogue reads thus, " wherefore the Lord blessed 
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the Sabbath day :" the reason is given in the statute 
preceding ; therefore the seventh day of the week is 
the Sabbath of the Lord Gop of Israel, and to them 
He gave it, because He had vouched them to be a 
holy people unto Him, the God of Glory. The 
three preceding commandments .concerned the per- 
son of the Lord, and the honor of His inefifable Name ; 
but this was devoted to His portion, or space of 
nominal time, designated " the Seventh day," (See 
Ex. 20 : 10.) The Lord God possessed it from the 
creation of the heavens and the earth ; and He gave 
it to Israel for a sign between God and Israel, 
throughout all generations, that they might observe 
it for a perpetual covenant, and know that God is the 
X.ORD. See Ex. 31 : 12—18. 

Jesus Christ was made under the law, to redeear 
them that were under the law, from bondage to sin 
which is transgression of the law7 and was theri the 
privation of sight to Jerusalem's children, who still 
possessed the * visible sign of the holy covenant qf 
their long suffering God. How could the object of 
His mission be accomplished, except by obedience 
to the law He clears the law, to Divine acceptance of 
His work? Could Jesus work the works of God, 
above the law, or below it ? on one side or the other, 
and separate from it ? Never. Never. It was writ- 
ten of Him long before He came in the flesh, that He 
should magnify the Law, and make it honorable. It

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is ^written of Him, that by Hia knowledge He sboukl 
justify many ; for He should bear their iniquities. 
Yes, the holy liamb knew that the law worketh

|)reserved forever ; and left the letter with the people, 
unto whom p'ertaineth the gk^ry at His return ; and 
woe be to a Jew lihat despises the Sign> that >sttb^ 
tnits to the change of the QrdioaQce of Oqd, vfh^ 
sanctified the Seventh day from the creation, aad 
gave it to Israel forever^ That soul caft have no patt 
in the -first resurrection, who denies that MessiaJi is 
Lord of the Sabbath Day. 

I consider it perfectly safe to rest my poor, judg* 
ment bound soul entirely on the NAME of JESUS 
of Nazareth. I do not know what it is Originally^ 
and forever ; but the five letters that put tog^her 
mean Saviour, has a most delightfufsound hd my ea?^ 
that must ere long be sainted w-ith the sound of the 
trumpet that proclaims the arrival of the great day of 
the wrath of the Lamb. I believe that He is s^k^ 
the Conigti tutor of the Law, and the end of the law 
fbr righteousness ; and His Name is most preciouB^ 
because it is unchangeably, the same yesterday, to- 
day, and forever. Thus I confess He is the Lord of 
the Sabbath, and to Israel He saith (in view of all 
their sins, from Sinai to Go^otha, and even toeatth^s( 
remotest bound in thehr dispersions for 1986 years 
^.D.-r-bythe moon) **•!, the Lonn, change not *thei^-' 



* Note the emphasis of an illative conjiinctioii m this addrei* 
tp. the elect of Goct 
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fore ye sons of Jacob are not consumed." If He is 
the same God without beginning or end, He cannot 
change the Sabbath, because His LoRDship is bound 
to it, and on this wise I view the glorious Epiphany 
of His raised body (that is flesh ahd bones) which is 
the Sign of the Son of man in heaven, that He Com- 
eth to judge the world in righteousness^ His people 
with equity, and enter into His Rest with the Ark of 
His Strength. 

If ^ Jew was to ask me which is the most criminal 
in my judgment, his rejection of Jesus, or profaning 
the Sabbath day, I should answer him, your sm is 
reckoned according to your knowledge. If you know 
that Jesus of Nazareth was killed innocent, you are 
worse than Judas Iscariot, who confessed to the 
chief priests and elders, that he h^d sinned in that he 
had betrayed the innocent blood. If you say to me^ 
I know Him not, then I am to consider that God is 
your judge, and not 1 ; God seeth your heart, and I 
see but the motion of your Hps. As to the Sabbath, 
one of your great reformers after the captivity, declar- 
ed that it came to you by revelation from God ; Neh: 
9:14; and he testified against Judah especially, and 
contended with them, saying, ** What evil thing is 
this that ye do ? and profane the Sabbath day ?* Did 
not your fathers thus, and did not our God bring all 
this evil upon us, and upon this city ? Yet ye add 
fierce wrath upon Israel by profaning the Sabbath.'' 
Neh. 13 : 17 18. 

» Ezekiel 90 : 12, 18—16, 21, ^. 
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Tf a Jew y$BM to ask my opinion of hts ignorance 
<^ Christ, I muBt of course re£er him to the word of 
the LcHtD by Jeremii^--^'' Thy habitation is in ih% 
ttiidst of deceit : through deceit they refiise to know 
me saith the Lord!" So I cKvide the blame between 
ttie prophels of the Talmud, and the ministert in 
"'Laodicea, and then take up the lamentation of Zion's 
weeping prophet, eten the persecuted Jeremiah.-^ 
" How hath the Lord covered the daughter of Zion 
whh a cloud in His anger ; and from her all her beauty 
is departed ; her princes are become like harts that 
find no pasture, and they are gone without strength 
l)efore the purstter." 
** Is it nothing to you that pass by ? 
ITie yoke of Zion's transgressions is bound up by the 

hand of the Lord : 
Her sins are wreathed, and come up on hert neck, 
•^ The Lord have commanded concerning Jacob 
** That his adversaries shodd be round about him." 

If a Jew was to question me concerning the re^sult 
of his desperate blindness^ that he cannot discern the 
person of bis King, I must plainly tell him, or pkinge 
into the ditch, together with false teachers. ..... 

** Even some of understanding" (i. e. the oUve berries, 
or believers of the Gospel) " shall fall"— perhaps to 
the false king Abbaddon ApoUyon ; but it is for a 
purge ; for the proud Assyrian will not trust them. 



^ inr The voice of the Bishop prevafled to change the Sab- 
bath, 
t Judah. 
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He 18 a Democratic Leader ; and will adhere to the 
multitude. So it is likely that some who fall through 
fear into the pit (the Delusion) may see their error in 
season to cry to the Lobd, and be delivered from the 
FATAL snare (see Rev. 13, 14, and seventeenth chap- 
ters,) and then fall by the sword, being pursued by 
*^ Satan to the destruction of the fleshy that the spirit 
may be saved in the day of the Lord Jbsus." 

There is certainly but one class (of character) that 
is not subject to the Strong Delusion in the short 
time of the devil's great wrath ; and this is, " the poor 
of the flock." Their names are written in the Lamb's 
Book of life.

He was 
laid in a rich man's tomb : and His flesh saw no cor- 
ruption. Dying Stephen beheld Him, even Jesus, 
standing on the right hand of Gon ; and He said 
Himself that He would come in the clouds. - Here is 
a part of the chain of gold that makes the neck of 
Zion comely ; and will men rob God's treasury of 
ihe rest ? Are Zion's jewels, Joseph's beautiful coat, 
and Rebecca's bridal omamepts lost in Satan's siege, 
and gone to the winds ? No. No. No. The seventh 
verse of the fourth chapter of Micah, is as sure pro- 
phecy as the second verse of the fifth chapter. The 
fifteenth, and the sixteenth verses of Zechariah's 
ninth chapter shall not fail while the ninth verse has 
borne (he test ; and the sixtieth of Isaiah is literal, 
and for the same people as the fifty-third. 

Who will dispute the fulfilment of that mysterious 
saying of prophecy, " Open thy doors, O Lebanon !

See Rev. 13. 

This dreadful gulph is just at the foot of the metaf- 
fc image that represents the Whole of the 6entilc Do- 
minion over the holy city. I say it opens at the feet 
of iron mixed with clay, and I think some of the toes 
ftang over the pit. Ah ? the elevated stone wiH 
grind them to powder, and the whole composition 
will vanish like the thistle down fcefore the whirlwind. 
Then the immortal Kingdom will be set up, even 
upon the Stone of Israel, and her Shepherd will gath-- 
or and keep David's beautiful flock, in the bowers of 
Eden, where living streams of joys perennial flow. 
And heaven descends to dwell with man below. This 
is not the vagary of a heated brain, nor the idle 
dream of a fanatic. It is the Redeemer's Joy ; and 
for it He endured the cross, despising the shame, 
bowing His lowly head in death, that He might de- 
stroy death's power which i^ the devil, and wrest 
from the grave its boasted victory. It is the glory 
of the Lord in the land of the living ,•- and the Sab- 
bath that may be called the high Day of delights pure 
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as the God of Love, wbose dwelliiig h Eternity ; 
and Praise to the Lamb is the feast of the soul for- 
ever ! The earth that is elected to such glory is now 
without form and void. Darkness is upon the face 
of the waters ; but the Spirit of God will move upoa 
their face ; and the voice of the Lord shall walk 
upon the wings of the wind. Man has nothihg to do 
in this new work. The decree has gone forth " Not 
by might, nor by power save of my Spirit, saith the 
Lord of hosts,^' who is, and was, and is to come^ 
the mighty One of Israel, and Zion's everlasting 
King. -

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** Thb Wotd of the Lord came to Jerertissih, say» 
ing, Considerest thou not what this people haVe 
spoken, saying, The two families which the Lord 
hath chosen. He hath even cast them oflF ?' 

" Thus they have despised my people, that they 
should be no more a nation before them.^^ 

These Words are given by Divine Authority against 
Babylon, ancient or modem, that assumes an ofttnion 
which involves the immutability of God's Covenant 
with the people unto whom He gave the Sabbath (a 
Sign, or token of His Rest — ) calling it*' a perpetual 
Covenant," saying, " It is a Sign between me and 
the children of Israel fwever > for in six days the 
Lord made heaven and earth ; and on the seventh 
clay He resled> and was refreshed." 

It is impossible for God to change^ or to alter His 
«acred Word. His purposing Will, His determinate 
counsel, and declarations of promise have no support 
foreign from His eternal power and God JBead, nor 
any hindrance to their execution, advantage, and full 
accomplishment) in His essendd, incommunicable 
Name. That Name He declares is the Object of 
His primary protection ; and for the sake of its holf 
Renown He will maintain His testamentary Address 



to the children of Israel, as recorded in Deuteronomy 

the twenty-sixth chapter, and the two last verses : 

J]^'" The Lord hath avouched thee this Day 

To be His peculiar people, 

As He bath promised thee : 

And that thou shouldest keep all His Commandments j 

And to make thee high above all nations 

Which He hath made ; 

In praise — and in name — and in honor, 

And that thou mayest be a holy people, 

Unto the Lord thy God, 

As He hath spoken." 

Where is the reversioa of this holy Decree to be 
found in all the lively Oracles of God ? 

In the Law ? Nay. See Moses' Song ; and 
Blessing— In the Prophets ? Nay. " I will be your 
God ; and ye shall be my people," and ye shall be 
my people, and I will be your God, are the rereward, 
(or last in the camp) of the holy host of Divine words, 
spoken to the children of Israel for the latter Day. 

The sins of His people God will never make a 
plea for the removal of that ancient land mark from 
Canaan, which the fathers set in old time, by Him- 
self ; for God cannot participate in their breach of 
the Covenant ; and having once promised to them 
the land for their inheritance, 'He can give it to no 
other people, but to the children of Jacob, and He 
cannot destroy the land, because of His promise that 
they shall dwell in it, when He shall have cleansed 
them from all their iniquities, and sanctified His great

Name, which they hare profaned among the Gen- 
tiles. This He has engaged to do ; and '' thus saith 
the Lord God, In the Day (1 for 1000 ; and 1000 
for 1) that I shall have cleansed you from all your 
iniquities, I will also cause you to dwell in the cities, 
and the wastes shall be builded. And the desolate 
land shall be tilled whereas it lay desolate in the sight 
of all that passed by." 
" I will take you from among the Gentiles ; 
And gather you out of all countries ; 
And will bring you into your own land." 
" And ye shall dwell in the land that I gave 
To your fathers." 

And now, I will ask some more questions. They 
are of the last importance to every soul of man, from 
Adam and Eve banished from Paradise, under sen- 
tence of Death, to the very last bom of their race even 
to the end of time: 

1. Does the doctrine preached by Jesus Christ in 
His personal service for the circumcision (for " He 
said, I am not sent but unto the lost sheep of the 
house of Israel") reverse God's decree, that the Na- 
tion He brought out of Egypt, with " His mighty 
hand and Strorg Arm," shall be His peculiar people 
above all other nations He hath made ? 

If it does this, then the word Gospel is struck off 
from His Heaven-born Name Jesus, and there is no 
recovery from Adam's fall, for any chikl of man. 

We have but one course to take, that will bring us 
to the starting point of the question, and that is, to go 
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to Matdiew, Mark, Luke, and J oho, the Book of the 
Acts of the Apostles, the Epistles of five, and the last 
Roll of prophecy, which^is called the Revelation of 
Jesus Christ. 

I will apply first to Matthew, (who by Christian 
tradition) is denominated in his Apostleship to the 
Lamb of God, " a Man, or an angel in human.form" 
— See Dr. Clarke's Com. on Rev. 4 : 9) who is one 
of the writers of a Genealogy that represents our 
Lord Jesus the rod from the stem of Jesse, who 
shall be called by Name Im man u ex — " God with 
us." 

In the second year of the ministry of Jesus Christ, 
He asked His disciples this question, " Who do men 
say, that I, the Son of man, am ?" 

" They replied, " some say that thou art John the 
Baptist (see chap. 14 : 2} some Elijah, and othera 
Jeremiah, or one of the prophets.^ See Luke 9 : 8. 

Our Lord then said, '^ But whom say ye that I 
am?" 

Simon Peter answered, " Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.** 

Heai our Saviour's answer to Simon Peter. 
" Blessed art thou, Simeon Bar Jona (the seeing son 

of Jesus) 
For flesh and blood hath not revealed it unto thee, but 
my Father which is in heaven.** 

Peter had not seen his TVIaster transfigured. Pe- 
tcr's reply came by immediate Inspiration of God ;^ 
and thus it must be, or the election to apostleship^ 
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would have not been sealed. The truth must come 
out. It did; and the seal was applied; and Peter 
applied the keys of the kingdom of (the human na- 
ture, and the divine nature) heaven, to the inimitable, 
and everlastingly fast lock that is upon the doors of 
the kingdom of God, as to human power, or angelic 
agency, and the golden leaves wide open spread, ad- 
mitting three thousand happy souls at once into the 
heavenly places of paidon, peace, and love ; and 
every one believed that Jesus is the Christ. See 
Acts 2, and 3. 

In the twenty-seventh verse of the sixteenth chap- 
ter of Matthew, our Lord spake of His personal 
reign in His kingdom as follows : — " The Son of 
man shall come in the Glory of His Falher, with His 
angels, and then shall He reward every man accord- 
ing to His works." 

Does this declaration remove that ancient land 
mark, which was inscribed to el elohe Israel ? 

How did Christ instruct His Jewish disciples to 
pray ? 

" Thy will be done on earth." " I will be the 
God of all the families of Israel ; and they shall be 
my people." Jer. 31 : 1. 

I pass to Mark, who by tradition is named the 
Lion. 

In the eleventh chapter, this evangelist and Apos- 
tle, represents the triumphant entrance of his lowly 
Master into the city of Jerusalem, as her King. It 
is written that He entered into the temple—" looked 
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round about upon dl things ; and went out at even 
tide (before sunset) to Bethany, with the twelve." 

" On the morrow He returned. He was hungry. 
He came to a fig tree. He found no fruit. Only 
leares. He cursed it, and that forever. — In the even- 
ing after that same day, He went out of the city 
again ; and returned the following morning. It was 
in the most lovely season of the year« Even to this 
time, the valleys, and mountains about Jerusalem, 
exhibit bloom and verdure about the seaspn of the 
feast of the passover. Yet that fig tree, so cursed, 
was seen by the twelve, " dried up from the roots." 
There was no natural cause. It was a monument of 
the power of God by Christ the Word. 

Is the dead fig tree a type ? We believe it must 
be — Of what then is it a representative ? 

I sincerely believe that a true reply is given to this 
question in the 23 of Matt, and 13 of Luke. My Bi- 
ble is now open on the latter, and I present the 28, 
29 verses and observe that " fig-leaves" are emblem- 
atical of that covering which is not of God's Spirit, 
but they cannot avail the self-righteous hypocrite in 
the day of judgment. Such shall not offer mock 
praise, after the faint traveller is left to faint at even 
tide, or in the morning on His return. 

I have thought that Judas Iscariot might have been 
warned by this fig tree, as it is written of him in the 
Psalms, 

" As he loved cursing, so let it come unto him, 
As he clothed himself with cursing, like as with his 
garment. 
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So let it come into his bowels like water, 
And like oil into his bones." 

The water is the offering of jealousy, and the oil 
heated for scalding is to consume. 

It could not be Jerusalem, for there the Holy 
Ghost descended in great power and Glory, in less 
than two months after Christ spake to the fig tree. 

It could not be the Levites and priests, for ^ great 
company of them were obedient to the faith. 

I pass to Luke (the Ox) and notice first our Lord's as* 
sertion'^ this day is this scripture fulfilled inyour ears." 
—See Luke 4:21, and carrying this back to the chap* 
ter of his selecting, I transcribe the fourth verse, "And 
they shall build the old wastes, they shall raise up the 
former desolations, and they shall repair the waste 
cities, the desolations of many generations." Now 
to the 44 verse of Luke ?4, and then I pass to John, 
(the Eagle). 

John 6:19. " Jesus said unto them. Verily, veri- 
ly, I say unto you. The Son can do nothin^^ but what 
He seeth the Father do : for whatsoever He doeth, 
these also doeth the Son likewise." 

6 : 38. '^ I came down from heaven, not to do 
mine own will, but the will of Him that sent me." 

8 : 49. " I honour my Father." 

10: 15. "As the Father knoweth me, even so 
know I the Father, and I lay down my life for the 
sheep." V. 29. '* My Father which gave them mo 
is greater than all, and none is able to pluck them 
out of my Father's hand." 
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John 21 : 16—17. " Feed my sheep." 

I conclude with His dying prayer. 

" Father, forgive them, for they know not what 
they do." As I believe every word that Christ spake 
on earth is sacred truth, so I believe that all the prom- 
ises, covenants, and works of God, are in, and by 
Him, and for Him, to be perfectly accomplished in 
the times of restitution, which times follow after the 
times of the Gentiles are done. The latter are just 
expiring. They were suflFered because the people 
who were elected to holiness, forsook their own mer- 
cies, and went astray from their Shepherd, and the 
Bishop of souls. Two thousand and three hundred 
years, are lost to one family ; and two thousand five 
hundred and twenty to the other family ; but the 
long time in human sight, is to the God of Israel as 
yesterday, with whom is Infinity of Decree, that He 
will restore to His ancient people, the years of their 
lost estate, and increase their felicity accordingly. 

The Gentile rulers over Jerusalem, and the holy 
land, are compared to the Locust — Cankerworm — 
Caterpillar and Palmer worm. The last is most de- 
structive to the fig tree and the Olive. This is the 
Iron Kingdom. 

The Turk is now just at the end of his long race, 
in which he hath wearied Jerusalem. Soon she must 
be trampled down by the strong War horse, and his 
neighing ones, then the swelling of Jordan shall alarm 
her remnant, and their cries for mercy will rouse their 
old Lion, whose mighty roar shall destroy their ene- 
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mies, and awaken Judab to behold their Saviour and 
King. 

With such sentiments as expressed here, I confess 
my faith in the Gospel of the Kingdom of God, is so 
closely connected, that it is impossible to separate 
them, and yet leave me on praying ground. The 
Blessed One commanded his disciples to pray thus, 
" OufTather which art in heaven, 
Hallowed be Thy Name. 
Thy Kingdom come. Thy Will be done 
In earth as it is in heaven." 

To the Literalist this prayer is the one sure offer- 
ing that he knows is delightful to God. In it the 
Lord smells a sweet savor of Rest, and He will an- 
swer it perfectly in the time that is set to favor Zion, 
where He saith. His Rest is forever. 

On my return to this country last summer, I heard 
that a new sect had appeared, whose teachers denied 
the restoration of the twelve tribes of the children of 
Israel, to their covenant land, and to the special favor 
of God ; that those teachers proclaimed the Coming 
of the Saviour to burn up the world ; and that this is 
to take place in A. D. 1 843, which is the present 
year ; that the reign of Christ is literal, but not His 
subjects, the latter being His spiritual Israel; whom 
He bath taken out from among the Gentiles, and pre- 
pared during his absence (in person) for a house of 
Jacob, over which He will reign one thousand years ; 
that the reign of anti-Christ had taken place ; that 
the Battle of the Greitt Day was past, dec. 
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I thought much ; and was sad, my appetite for 
food, and my sleep departed. One night of my 
mourning, a sudden impression to write about the 
Glory of the Lord in the land of the living, fell upon 
my mind, and it lifted the burden that distressed me, 
and held my eyes waking, so that tired nature's sweet 
restorer was permitted to refresh my shattered frame; 
On the second day after, being the first day of the 
week, I took up my pen, commenced writing a circular 
upon the delightful theme, and on the fourth day I 
gave it to the Printer. I paid for 500 copies, with . 
avails of Millennial Tidings, and presents from two 
kind friends, one in New York — the other in Brook- 
lyn — then I sent my Circular about the land, till I 
had given away nearly two-thirds of the Edition. 

The impression to write still continued ; but I had 
no power. Oppressed with feebleness of body and 
mind, borne down by poverty, and harrassed by the 
unbroken strain of " hard times," " heavy losses," and 
so forth — I spent four months in anxiety respecting 
the testimony that opened to me for labor in the Gos- 
pel, but could not write. I read the First Testament 
through, and the Apocrypha— proceeded to the Gos- 
pels — read Matthew, Mark and Luke. — On the morn- 
ing of January first, A. D. 1843, as I stood before 
my little table, (perhaps it resembles the one provided 
for Elisha in Shunem) the word Write — suddenly fell 
on my mind, and I felt a willingness that seemed to 
make me happy. I had bbught one quire of paper in 
September, and after foqr months had use for it. 



At this lime,* I have about twenty-five sheets 
of paper covered with a testimony that I be* 
lieve is true, and I hope to be favored to luring it out, 
as a tenth deal of Batley made into a Cake of bread, 
raised with the commanded Leaven (the doctrines of 
the X) and salted with Grace from the Lord< I do 
not anticipate any commendation of my work from 
man ; for it is not done in man's order. I am the 
first to pass this judgment upon the Barley Cake ; 
and yet can recommend it, to you for health, but not 
for nicety of taste. If you chew it well, and swallow 
it down, it m^y serve as an emmollient, (by the bless- 
ing of God) softening your hearts, or perhaps cool- 
ing your worldly griefs. I should be glad if it might 
cure some of the inflammatory distempers of the day. 
The letter M. seems to be an unfortunate letter in 
the New Sectarian Schools, whether East or West— 
and the latter is the worst, that is most enormous, un- 
seemly, and false. I mean Mormonism. I have been 
told that the base chieftain of this sect asserts that he 
is in possession of the Urim and Thummim that was 
set in the Breast Plate of Aaron the High Priest of 
the Law ; that he says by it he can look into eternity. 
He professes to be the Appointed Messenger to the 
Indians— that he can speak to them in their tongues ; 
and that he will build Zion in Missouri, and a tern- 
{)le. I suppose he will represent to them that he is 
their Deliverer^ and that Moses bids Levi to let the

Urim aod Thummim be with him. See Deut, 3:)» 
Perhaps this man is raised up for an Adversary to the 
poor, defenceless outcasts that have no visible helper 
at present ; but the Great Spirit whom they worship, 
can restrain the Devil*s wrath at His own good pleas- 
ure ; and I beg of all Christians to pray for the poor 
Indians. If they are descendants of Jacob, surely 
Smith and bis black Master cannot make them a prey 
at this crisis. At any rale, they are our fellow beings^ 
and they are objects of pity. I wish them well from my 
inmost souK I should send a portion of the Barley Cake 
to the Cherokees if I was able to do it. The '' hard 
times," (was ever food and laiment so cheap ? has 
there ever been greater plenty ?) are my hindrance* 
May I express my views of these " hard times !'* 

People that give their money for that which is not 
bread ; and labor for that which satisfieth not, make 
the times hard, for me and my brethren (the Literal- 
ists) all round the board. Believers in Christ, that 
He is " exalted to give repentance to Israel and the 
remission of their sins," are almost as scarce in this 
country, as Blackberries in January. Tie up a pro- 
fessed Millenarian to this Post of Literality, and take 
breath upon the exertion. If. he is pleased with the 
situation, and says, ^' for the Hope of Israel I am 
bound with this chain,"you may " take knowledge of 
him that he has been with Jesus," and believe that be 
is a true friend of the Heavenly Bridegroom, which 
standeth and heareth Him, rejoicing greatly in the 
sound of His voice, when He calleth His own sheep 
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by Name, and Icadcih them out " into the wildentesi 
of the people" to examine them, and remove all fil- 
thiness from thetti. I can a«scH<e my fellow beings, 
that the Holy Law, is not an object of contempt with 
God, because Jesus nailed it to His cross. 'Fhe Sa«- 
viour of Israel esteemed it as a part of Himself^ the 
Word of the Lorb ; and He was nailed wUh it ; $Xid 
in His resurrection it is the Law of the Spmt of life ; 
and when He returns. He will bring it with Him, 
and write it in the hearts of the <iuldren of Israel, for 
a Memorial that He is their God, a^ they are His 
redeemed, and His inheritance among the children of 
men. 

I have not studied to arrange this testimony to 
please mortals, but trust in the Lord with prayer for 
His direction, leaving it to Him to manifest truth in 
the conscience, and to send the reader to His Bible 
for a stricter search than ever, to see if literality is not 
a mate for the Spirit of prophecy, even as Chriet is 
human and Divine. 

One thing I would desire to have deeply impress- 
ed upon all our minds : — The unchangeable Nature 
of God. By nature* I mean the properties of His 
character, which are Original as eternal. He is the 
Essence of Infinite Perfection in goodnesikj metcy 
and truth. *^ A Just God and Saviour**— ** Glorious 
in holiness, fearfidinpraises— doing wonders.* T%e 
Existence of God widioot beginning or end, must for- 
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ever be a mystery to angels and men. In the un* 
feithomable deep, human intelligence is lost — quite 
lost ; but Glory to His Grace, the children of Adam 
are exalted by the Gospel, to know that God is Love ; 
and that His Mercy is from everlasting'to everlasting 
on them that fear Him. 

As God is unchangeable, so are His purposes ; 
because He is unchangeable, so are all His decrees. 
Tt is impossible for God to decree a thing out of Him- 
self, the unchangeable God ; therefore no place can 
be found for repentance — no plea for " a shadow of 
turning." There is no pride in God. If God was 
proud, human life could never be. Our Creator 
bumbled Himself to behold the things that are in 
heaven, not because He is proud, but because He is 
Infinite Greatness. In His Love, which is Himself^ 
He himibled His Love, and looked down upon His 
Creation,' and His eye beheld all at once ; but His 
thoughts He binds to the first and last view, and His' 
praise is the result of every decree ; therefore immut 
tability is necessarily inscribed upon them all ; and 
if an " especially" may be mentioned, it regards tho 
Covenants of promise with Abraham, Isaac, and Ja- 
cob, and their children after, and forever. 

Let us then, be more cautious how we read the 
sacred Scriptures. When our eyes are tracing out 
the character of the Great and dreadful God, as re- 
vealed in the Oracles of truth, lef us be jealous of our 
thoughts, lest they should betray us into the awful 
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sin, of measuring God's doings according to our proud 
will, our unholy fancies, our poor ideas of fitness^ — 
our judgment of order — ^light — truth. Let us re- 
member, in the multitude of our thoughts, that but a 
little while past, and we had no breath — ^that now we 
have time measured to us by the God of heaven, as 
one grain of sand ; and that as we breathe we know 
what is, and the moment beyond we know it 
not, whether in time, or in eternity it is allotted for 
our souls. Moments compose our years, and we 
know not the last, till beyond the bounds of the dark 
yalley, our spirits find their dismissal from time, and 
their judgment forever, at once. What a blow for 
the careless thinker ! ! ! "All vanity is under the 
sun" — " the thoughts of man are vanity.*' Man " lifts 
his soul to vanity." " Man walketh in a vain shew, 
and disquietetfa himself in vain." "He heapeth up 
riches, and knowetfa not who shall gather them." 
" He speaketh vanity, and often falsehood, even of 
His Maker." After all that God has done to con- 
vine^ man that human life is a vapor, still man, reck- 
less of consequences, continues to seek for good out 
of God, and would fain be at ease in Self. Deadi 
shakes him out of the lap of time, and then he knows 
God too late for remedy, and too soon for his poor 
lost soul ! 

The Scripture is ours by gift of God, to be our 
Standard of belief, while we dwell in tabernacles of 
clay ; and they contain the true records of Wisdom 
which i^ from above, and is first pure— No other trial 
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of tfpirlti, n6t nile of faith, of life and conduct, is ap- 
pdtttftd by Heaven, but the Scriptures. No certain 
knowledge of Creation is afforded to man in his mor- 
tal state, aside from the Bible. 

Who then would be happy, be must reverence the 
Bible. It is waited upon by its Divine Author, who 
strirw with man, to bend his attention to the things 
vriiicfa are written ; and is magnified by the souls oi 
its ptophedes, even the testimony of Jesus, whosaidy 
*^ iike scripture cannot be brokeni nor one jot or tittle 
pass till all be fulfilled." 

For one, I must say, that I bdieve every particu* 
lai^ word in the sacred Book of God is numbered by 
Him ; and when I bear that men now assert that all 
prophecy is fulfiUedi up to the sound of that voice by 
which the heavens and earth pass away, I am as* 
tonished that such an express declaration as the ser- 
vant of the Great Revelator made, concerning our 
Lord's act, in the judgment of anti-Christ, should be 
forgotten. If language is to be depended on, what ia 
the following but literal ? 

^* These both were cast alive, into a lake of fire 
burning with brimstone." Anti-Christ must come 
firom hell— and do his dreadful work— The Loan Jb- 
ava Christ will come from heaven, and bruise the 
serpent's Head. The time is near. 

JUet not impo^ibilities be mentioned with God, 
dxcept that it is impossible for Him to lie—" He sent 
Redempti(tt unto His people, He hath commanded 
Hifl Covenant forever, holy and reverend is His 
Name. 
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I conclade with this declaration, that when* Miriam 
is brought back into the camp, the children of Israel 
will travel, and they will reach their inheritance, even 
the land thai was promised to their Fathers — O ! 
happy Day, when Jerusalem confesses to Christ her 
King ! Till then — Judgment fills the scene.

CHRIST IS THE LANDMARK. 



" T»ou shalt not remove thy neighbor's land- 
marki" is a Divine statute ; and a reasonable, just 
and holy command. It was spoken to the children 
of Israel, and it is veritten in the Holy Book, which 
Christians often call the word of God — ^The Bible— 
the sacred scriptures, which represent the revelation 
of God. The landmark was not set by the children 
of Israel, but by their fathers on this side the flood ; 
and their act pleased God, the God of Israel, so He 
established the same for a perpetual decree — and 
He said to them by His servant Moses, 

" Thou shalt not remove thy neighbor's Landmark^ 
Which they of old time have set in thine inheritance, 
.Which thou shalt inherit in the Land 
That the Lord thy God giveth thee to possess it." 

Deut. 19th, 14. 
The congregation of the Lord, whose ears first 
heard these words, were in the wilderness, where 
they wandered about in a solitary way; they found 
no city to dwell in. It is written that the children of 
Israel walked in the wilderness forty years, till all 
the men of war which came out of Egypt were con« 
sumed, because they obeyed not the voice of the 
Lord, unto whom the Lord sware, that He would 



dot shew them the land which the Load sware unto 
their fathers ; &c. — ^The children that were born in 
the wilderness, entered into the land, and, they inherit- 
ed this Law. And who is Israel's neighbor in the 
inheritance which is theirs by gift of God ? And 
what mark did the fathers set, which they, the chil* 
dren and heirs are forbidden to remove ? 

I believe the neighbor of Israel is that Good Shep* 
herd who gave His oil and wine to heal and restore } 
and the landmark is holiness to the Lord, their 
King forever. 

Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, in their times, set the 
landmark of Israel's neighbor in their inheritance, 
and worshipped God in spirit, and tnith ; and every 
altar save'one, is named " to the Lord/' — This altar 
Abraham did not dedicate to " the Lord,** so far as 
we can discern— Sacred mystery I! ! — Calvapy-^not 
called a mountain, but the place of a scull — Alas ! 
the landmark was removed ; and it is not restored 
unto this day, therefore is the whole world wretched, 
Abraham builded two altars to the Lord who appear-* 
ed unto him ; and called upon the Name of the Lord ; 
and certainly this name means Saviour. The high 
father, was afterward called the father of a multitude ; 
and then he builded an altar for sacrifice. The two 
first were set in the land of Israel— the last— in the 
land of Benjamin and Judah. Saul failed' — ^David 
prevailed ; a^d the old Lion guards the stnre Land* 
mark ; for we see, that after God had proved Abraham^ 
and the victory of ftdth was ^manifested that it v?a» 
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born of God in the Joy of Abraham (even in Isaac's 
Ivilh'ng soul) the bound captive was released, and a 
substitute was caught in a thicket by his horns ; 
then Abraham named the Altar Jehovah Jireh— say- 
ing in the Mount of the Lord it shall be seen." — This 
will surely come to pass ; and heaven and earth shall 
not. pass, till this be fulfilled — the antitype will de- 
stroy anti-Christ upon that very mountain ; and then 
the lawful captive is delivered. The heavens must 
receive Him, till the times of restitution shall arrive^ 
which God hath spoken by the mouth of all His holy 
prophets since the world began, — and those times 
we believe are at our doors. The land mark, will be 
then recognized by the children of Israel, as the 
bound of their safety ; for they will say, " the Lord 
liveth, and Blessed be my rock ; and let the God of 
my Salvation be exalted." If any one disputes that 
the Divinity of Israel's King is not the ancient land- 
mark which the fathers have set in their inheritance, 
I ask what does this mean, " The Lord's Land," 
Hosea9: 3. " my holy mountain," Zeph. 3: 11. 
" I will be thy KiDg"-r.Hosea 13 : 10. " I press 
toward the mark — for the prize." Paul. 

The commandment in the Law, recorded Deut. 
19 : 14, represents Israel's neighbor as the proprietor 
of one mark in the land to which they were going, 
which the God of Abraham, of Isaac, and of Jacob 
had chosen for His inheritance in the earth that was 
created by the Word of His power, and promised to 
give it to the children of Israel for an everlasting pos- 
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session, taking them under the symbol of sheep, as 
His own inheritance in the land. *• Who is my 
neighbor ?" asked a Lawyer, that came to our Bless* 
ed Saviour, with a wicked mind, intending no doubt 
to extort from those sacred lips, words that by the 
Sanhedrim might be construed blasphemy. The 
holy Jesus answered that agent of satan, by a parable, 
in which He represented man's roined state, (cast out 
of Eden) and his deliverance. Then proposed a 
-question to His opponent, who answered Uiat the one 
(of three) who shewed mercy on the desolate man, 
was [his neighbor— Now the definition of the word 
neighbor in our Lord's doctrine is this, ** one of tlie 
same nature" as the wounded traveller — " a certain 
man" — ^Thisjthen is plain, that the landmark set by 
them of old time (Solomon says " thy fathers" Prov. 
22 : 28) belongs to Christ ; and the mark is *^ holi* 
ness to the Lord," on the spot where the mark was 
set in Israel's inheritance, which they shall inherit in 
the land diat the Lord their God giveth them to pos* 
sess forever. This mark is the Glory of Israel. Al* 
tars were set up to mark the bounds of its manifesta- 
ti(m, when Satan's works are destroyed; and the 
prophet Ezekiel was favored to behold in visions of 
God, the ancient landmark, which the fathers set in 
Israel's Land, and these visions are recorded in the 
last nine chapters of his book, in which the literal is 
not taken from the spiritual, nor the spiritual from the 
literal ; but perfectly united in one Glory, which is 
the Glory of the Lord in the land of the living. This 
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is an eternal weight of Glory ; and where the mark 
is set, the inheritors of the promise " I will be thy 
King," shall behold in our Blessed Saviour, the Lamb 
of God, liberated by the Father, and highly exalted 
by God's right hand, that unto Him every knee shall 
bow, and every tongue confess Him Lord, to the 
Glory of God the Father. 

In the Day when Israel and Judah are brought 
home to the land of their fathers, this conimandment 
will be written in their hearts, by this very neighbor, 
but not according to the former Covenant, " do and 
live," which covenant they brake, although its Maker, 
the Lord, was a husband unto them. For behold 
the days come saith the Lord, that I will ma)ie a 
New Covenant with the house of Israel, and with the 
house of Judah. This is a sure Covenant, for its 
pillars are Grace, mercy, and peace from God the 
Father, through our Lord Jesus Christ, who says, 
" I will forgive their iniquity, and I will remember 
their sin more." By this, we may rest assured that 
a transfer from the literal, to a spiritual Israel or Jew, 
is impossible ; for God is not a man that He should 
lie, neither will Israel's Eternity repent, or disown 
His voluntsury engagement to Jacob, while the latter 
slept on holy ground with the stones x)f the place for 
his pillows. 

Even Balaam, ("their destruction") the son of 
Beor (Mad) that covetous prophet, confessed this, 
and he added 
" Hath He said it ? And shall He not do it ? 
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Or, hath He spoken ? And shall He not make it 
good r 
In the next verse, Baalam sets forth in his parable, 
the state of Israel in the Eternal Mind, according to 
the Grace of Election, and the election of Sovereign 
Grace. In Christ Jesus, (the compassionate neigh* 
bor to-Israel,) all the sins of David's house, are hid- 
den from the sight of Infinite Justice. The face of 
God is toward His Anointed and in Him no iniquity 
is discerned in Jacob, or perverseness is seen in Is- 
rael — Therefore, " the Lord His God is with Him, 
and the shout of a King is among them J* 

Who are these ? — Are they the very people that 
Balak the King*of Moab, hired Balaam to curse ? 
Yea. They are indeed " the people-rof the saints 
— of the Most High f ' and the latter, are Noah, 
Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, Moses, Aaron, Sam- 
uel, Joshua, Caleb, Ezra, Nehemiah, David, Heze* 
kiah — and all the prophets — Joseph and Mary — 
Zachariah and Elizabeth — John the Baptist — Elijah 
and Elisha — all the holy women, from the election of 
Eve after the transgression, to Mary Magdalene ; and 
from her to every one that has washed the feet of 
our Lord with her tears — wiped them with the hairs 
of her head — ^kissed His feet, and anointed them with 
ointment. 

Balaam's second parable commenced with an ad- 
dress to the literal Jacob— and Israel ; and concludes 
with these words, 
" Blessed is He that blesseth thee — 
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And cursed is He that carseth thee." 

The same words were spoken by Isaac in his 
blessing upon the head of his younger born, Jacob, 
the father of a iriultitude called Jacob ; and this son 
was afterward named Israel, as the father of a great 
host. 

To Abraham the Lord said, "I will bless them 
that bless thee ; and curse him that curseth thee." 

To the present generation of christians, the com- 
mandment is addressed, while Israel and Judah are in 
their graves ; for they are dwelling in the tents of 
Shem, and have the ancient Law for their schoolnoas- 
ter to bring them to Christ. O ! professed believers 
in the Glorious Landmark of holy prophecy, which 
is the original Altar, Christ the Son of the Blessed* 
how will you answer before the Judge of Israel, for 
your bold act in removing the bound of the Word o( 
the Lord, from His literal Israel, and thereby making 
the promises of God void. Can you look a Jew in 
the face, and forget that he is Gpd's outward testimo- 
ny, unto you of the literal truth of the doctrines of 
that Gospel which is your only hope 1 Can you for- 
bear the confession, tliat the Divine proouses are as 
assuredly addressed to the outward Israel, as the 
threatening!, and that the latter have taken effect^ 
and for a space too, that no nation but God's electa 
could have preserved their visibility, which is one of 
the marks set upon them in the bofy ground of pro* 
phecy. 

Will you please to pead the address of JerusoJem^ft 
Great King, to Jeremiah, upon this subject — 



*' Behold, 1 will gati^f them out of all countries 
whaher I have driven them in mine anger, and in my 
finry, and in great wrath ; and I will bring them 
again unto this place, and I will cause them to dwell 
•afely.** 

" And they shall be my people, 

And I will be dieir God." 

" And I will give them one heart, and one way, 

That thet may isar he porsvbr, for the good of 
them and of their children after them :^' 
^* And I wiQ make an everlastkig ooi^nant with 

them, th«t I wiU not turn away from them, to do them 

good ; but I will put my fear in their hearts thatlhey 

shall not depart from me." 

** Yea, I wiH rejoice over them to do them good. 

And I will plant them in this land, assuredly (mar- 
gin " in truth") with my whole lieait, and whole 
souk" 

1 pause here'^from transcribing) to propose a ques- 
tion. Did Jesim Christ in His day of humiliation, 
ever contradict this Ht)ly word ? I answer Nay ; and 
add, God forbid that I should ever be ^o left to my 
own thoughts in regard to "Ate sacred truth as it is in 
Jesus> I might fall into such an error, by lightly 
skimmmg over the surface 6f the letter in reading 
His parables of the householder^ and the king that 
made a maitiage for his son. Now it is written, that 
in the fulness of time, Christ was manifested to Israel. 
The throne of David was unoccupied by him, and an 
«IieD, an Idumean was made king of Judea by Zton's

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haughty foe, the last and worst ofthe Beasts that desig- 
nate Gentile Dominion over the holy people and their 
land. During the time of Herod, the Jews were di- 
vided between hope and fear, respecting their condi- 
tion ; and likewise in their opinions of Christ, and of 
Herod. The latter had a party for him, and to them 
the Pharisees in Capernaum resorted for counsel how 
they might destroy the lowly Jesus. The same 
characters were addressed as husbandmen who refus- 
ed to render the fruit of the vineyard 'to its owner ; 
and on that account were to be rejected and destroy- 
ed. The kingdom of God was to be given to a na- 
tion bringing forth the fruit thereof. ThismuJtt eome to 
pass. The words of Christ cannot fail. What na- 
tion is intended? I believe that Paul is a true citi- 
zen of that nation ; and in his conversion, the pattern 
is given of the sanctification of the people which God 
foreknew, as the righteous nation which keepeth the 
truth, and shall shew forth His praise. This great 
work is reserved for Christ to perform at His glorious 
epiphany, and Advent to reign over the house of Ja- 
cob literally ; and not over the spiritual Israel, for 
the latter come with Him in Glory, while those ' He 
comes to deliver, are in a condition totally diflFerent, 
nay, they are represented as exceeding filthy in 
iheir gathering out of all countries where they have 
been scattered, and are brought into their own land 
previous to their conversion. " Then will I sprinkle 
clean water upon you, (saith the Lord) and ye shall 
.be clean. From all your filthiness, and from all your 
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idols will I cleanse you. A new heart also will I gire 
you, and a new spirit will I put within you." 

** And I will take away the stony heart out of your 
flesh ; and I will give you a heart of flesh." 
" And I will put my Spirit within you ; 
And cause you to walk in my statutes : 
And ye shall keep my judgments, and do them. 
And ye shall dwell in the land that I gave to your 

fathers ; 
And ye shall be my people ; 
And I will be your God." 

Glorious landmark ! Holiness to the Lord — ^not 
the righteousness of the Scribes and Pharisees : see 
verse 31. " Then shall ye remember your own evil 
ways, and your doings that were not good, and shall 
loathe yourselves in your own sight, for your iniquities, 
and for your abominations." See Paul to the Romans, 
7 and 8 chapters. 

I now return to Jeremiah. This prophet was the 
son of Hilkiah the high Priest ; and the Word of the 
Lord came to him three years previous to the refor- 
mation in Jerusalem, by Josiah, the son of that wick- 
ed Desolator of God's house, whose offence in rela- 
tion to the landmark, exceeded Solomon's besides his 
other black crimes, such as sorcery and witchcraft, 
making his son pass through the fire, and filled Jeru- 
salem with innocent blood. If it could have been 
possible for God to dissolve His connection with 
David's house, it would have taken place in that day 
when Manasseh set a carved image in the holy tem- 
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ple» of which €rod had said to David^ and to Si^omcm 
his soni " In this house, and in Jerusalem, which I 
bare chosen before nil the tribes of Israel, will I put 
my Name forever." But the Coienant which God 
made with David, was sealed by an oath, which the 
Lord sware by His holiness unto the son of Jesse, 
and that Covenant emlwraced the peirpctuity of David*s 
kingdom, which ruled over all the house of Jacob, in 
their tribes, as the type of the Shiloh who shall gath- 
er and keep them as a shepherd doth his flock. Now 
Jeremiah knew from the Lori>, that Manasseh's sin 
would be visited upon the city of Jerusalem in a 
short time, and that his children would be captives 
in Babylon seventy years. A.t the end of seventy 
feaxB the king of Babylon shoukl be punished. The 
remainder of the 25 chapter brings in the great and 
dreadful Day of the Lord ; and the latter is describ- 
ed in Matt. 24. So the 30 chapter of Jeremiab is a 
prophecy of Jacob's day of trouble, out of which he 
shall be saved. The case becomes desperate, J^e« 
miah exclaims, " Alas ! for that day is great, so that 
none is like it ; but he shall be saved out of it," is the 
Lord's own declaration ; and the ten lost tribes who 
me afar off are noticed, and Zion is remembered. 
When the Lord sends forth his great and continuing 
whirlwind, then, even at that same time. He proclaims 
Himself the God of all the families of Israel, and 
says they shall be His people. In that day, Jerusa* 
lem shall be rebuilt, and the measuring line is to 
reach to the hill Gareb, and compass about to Goath. 
Gareb is a hill, N. W. of the present city. I have 
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sat down beneath the shade of a large Olive tree to 
rest a little ; and confess that I have some impression 
that it is Calvary. I was never satisfied with the lo- 
cation ascribed to the solemn scene of the crucifixion, 
as represented by worshippers at the Church called 
the Church of the holy sepulchre. Goath is not 
mentioned in the English translation except in the 
39 V. of Jeremiah 31. I believe it is that most sa- 
cred of all sacred places in the whole Universe be- 
neath the sun, Geth sem a ne — ^I suppose that all 
the anti-Literalists of the present time, would find 
their labors lost on me; for myT)elief of the holy 
prophecies seems to be riveted, or sealed upon the 
actual fulfilment of every particular which concerns 
the Letter of the covenants of promise, bound by Di- 
vine Oath, made with Abraham, established and con- 
firmed to Isaac for a testimony and to Jacob, for an 
everlasting covenant : recognized in the Law to the 
children of Israel in the wilderness, to David and 
Solomon, — to the prophets of old time by the Word of 
theXoRD — to Mary of Nazareth by the Breath of God ; 
and by the Holy Ghost to the Church of Christ at 
Jerusalem, on the day of her ascension into heaven- 
ly places in Jesus, her exalted Lorp. So of course, 
I cast my eyes to the south of Jerusalem, and look- 
ed on the land of Geba and Rimmon a plain in the 
restoration ; and believe that the Mount of Olives 
shall cleave east and west — that half of that moun- 
tain shall go north — half soulh — that Goath shall be 
the boundary line of the new city east, and all of 
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Mount Zion be taken in at the west, and even Gareb 
shall not be left out. I believe these things shall be 
done, because the Lord spake thus to"^ the prophets, 
and the fathers. Among other wonders, I beliere 
that even the bells of the horses shall ring the mel* 
lifluous strain, 

Hquness to the Lord. 

I read the last chapter of Zechariah's prophecy, as 
entirely set to the Day of Christ, near at hand now, 
aad sure to come. *^ Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my word, said our Blessed Lord, shall not 
pass away," and Zechariah prophesied by Him — 
Adonai— the Word. 

I beg to be understood, that I read the 14 chap, of 
Zech. as purely literal. The siege of Jerusalem. 

The feet of Christ upon the Mount of Olives, which 
is before Jerusalem on the east, are events that con- 
cern the present generation — I mean souls born 
since A. D. 1800. Even some relics of the last cen* 
tury may not pass away till these things be done. 

Sorrowi and dinmess, and anguish, must precede 
the joy, light, and peace, that God hath promised to 
the children of Zion. Their last trial will be most 
severe. When they say like Job, (while the trumpet 
of woe sounds in the Lord's continuing whirlwind) " L 
have heard of thee by the hearing of the ear, 
** But now mine eye seeth thee ; 
Wherefore I abhor myself. 
And repent in dust and ashes.** 

The repentance, humbling, and conversion of the 
Jews, is an individual concern in that day. It ia 
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written "e?ery family apart," the family of the house 
of David apart, also Nathan, Shimei and lievi — but 
remember the expression " and their wives apart"—" 
denotes that in their grief each is solitary — they lode 
— O ! they look upon their Saviour, whom (by unbe- 
lief — by haughtiness — obstinacy — and pride) they 
have pierced— and they mourn— they are in bitter- 
ness. It is a part of my belief— that— the rejection 
of Christ is always in the heart, and not in the head. 
It is to me an impossibility, that the Spirit of truth 
should fail in his mission to " reprove the world"— 
There is something in the human breast, that whis* 
pers the secret, which the natural heart knows nol 
aright, because the heart is evil — and that secret is 
the X of Christ* The Apostle says, to them that 
perish, it is fodishness — ^but to the saved, it is the 
power of God, and the wisdom of God. On one oc^ 
casion our Blessed Lord said — ^no, it is written 
cried (as he taught in the temple) ** ye both know 
me, and ye know whence I am." Upon another oc« 
casion He said to the Jews (in the same place— the 
temple) '^ ye will not come to me, that ye might have 
life." In that sermon, He foretold their league with 
anti-Christ. See John 5 : 43. 

When the dead heart of stone is spoken to by the 
Great Moses who never lost patience — Love is in 
the voice, and adamaiH; dissolves — So Saul of Tarsus 
was conquered. One glance of the heaven in His 
eye, made Peter weep bitterly — A single touch of 
the cleft side sanctified the soul of Thomas, who 
said, "My Lord and my God !" 



Abraham's faith (that pleased God) was seated in 
the heart of that noble Chaldean ; and it was counted 
unto him for righteousness. The faith he possessed 
overcame all fear about his son — the son of promise 
*— and it covered his spirit with the clean fear of the 
Lord. He knew Christ by the spirit of faith, and in 
paying his devout homage to the Great Antitype of 
bis Isaac, he lost sight of the nature of the act he was 
called literally to perform, in the triumph of faith, 
that he was obeying the voice of God. Thus he 
proceeded and persevered, under the banner of the 
cross, even to raise the paternal hand, that held the 
knife — ^and " Holiness to the Lord," was the spring 
of his soul, that had fellowship with God. No other 
man had ever a call from heaven, that translated the 
heart into God's heart, like Abraham, unto whom 
God said, 

"Take now thy son, thine only son, Isaac, 
Whom thou lovest ; 
And get thee into the land of Moriah, 
And o£fer him there upon one of the mountains 
Which I will tdl thee of." 

It is to be noticed that the name of the Word is 
not recorded on this wonderful page of sacred testi- 
mony, until the work of faith was complete in Isaac's 
soul, as it was victorious over his father's will, who 
raised his hand, or stretched it forth — to slay— his 
son. Then the angel of the Lord spoke from heaven. 

The landmark was named Jehovah Jireh ; and the 
angel of the Lord spake from heaven the second 
time, and 
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" By myself haye I sworn, saith the Lord^ 

Because thou hast done this thing,. 

And hast not withheld thy son, thine only son. 

That in blecsing I will bless thee, 

Aikl in multiplying, I will multiply thy seed, as the 

stars of heaven, and as the sand which is upon the 

sea-shore, and thy seed shall possess the gate of 

His enemies. 
And in thy seed shall all the families 
Of the earth be blessed." 

I understand the seed to be Christ ; and the families 
to be the children of Israel, and the earth, Canaan, 
their corenant land ; and that the altars which were 
set up by Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, the landmark 
of Israel's neighbor, whose portion is Jodah, and Je« 
rusalem his chosen city, and that forever. 

Let us be very thankful that the landmark vras, is, 
and shall be, set up for the Joy of the Lord, the pro- 
vided Lamb ; and that this Lamb, liberated by the 
Father, shall be seen in the Mount of the Lord, by 
all the tribes of Jacob, in the times of restitution — or 
tesuscitation — or reviving — ^which God hath spoken 
for by the mouth of all his holy prophets since the 
wcffld began. 

The real, proper human nature of Christ, is a sub- 
ject that should always supply our eyes with tears, 
our hearts with throbbing grief — our souls with 
deepest sorrow ; but alas ! we are so lost and buried 
in SeIf--so debased and foolish are our carnal minds, 
and so alienated all the affections of our souls, from 
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the heaven in His character, that we forget to study 
that sacred lesson. 

" The Word was made flesh." — ^We are ready to 
apprehend our own poor bodies, in all their various 
calls for care, labor, attention and sympathy — if our 
head ache, we crave quiet — we say " walk softly" — 
"shut the door easy. — Did the head that was crowned 
with sharp, four pointed thorns — Jesus' head — did it 
— ache ? — can we apprehend Christ ? Have we 
ever looked on him as pierced ,by us ; and mourned 
for Him ? Have we been in bitterness for Him, as 
for a first-born — an only son ? If (by grace) any of 
us have been quickened to feel our need of Salvation 
by Him, so that our cries have gone up to the Father 
in His Name, for pardon through His shed blood, 
and for cleansing by the same, from sin and iniquity, 
how solemn is our obligation to turn the eye of peni- 
tence away from self, and fix it upon the holy object 
made a curse, that this blessing might be ours ! If 
we did this, we might be assured of complete sancti- 
fication unto holiness, and we should be perfect in 
love, poor in spirit, pure in heart, mourners for Christ,' 
and then we should see Him in God, and God in 
Him, the God of Glory, that spake to Abraham the 
Gospel of the Kingdom of Heaven, upon earth, made 
glorious for the place of His feet, by Himself, the 
First amd the Last. 

If this were our case, we could not backslide 
from the truth. If this was our position, it would be 
impossible for us to fall into self again, 
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I believe that our blessed Saviour would be^ glori- 
fied in such souls ; and admired in [such believers— 
so, (poor and mean as I am,) I can rejoice that the 
day vein come, when the Spirit of grace and suppli- 
cation shall be poured upon the house of David, and 
upon the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and they shall 
look upon Jesus, their long rejected Saviour, and 
mourn for Him, &c. — then they shall be comforted ; 
and their eyes once healed, shall look on Him for- 
ever. Any doctrine contrary to the literal fulfilment 
of holy prophecyj I hate — ^like poison — and pray 
God the Father, in the adorable name of Jesus 
Christ, that everlasting mercy may preserve my soul 
from coming into the secret of such spiritualizers of 
the Scriptures, as the jemovers of that holy land- 
mark, which the Fathers have set in Israel's inhe- 
ritance, the Lord's land ! It is holiness to the LorDi 
Christ, the Lamb. O ! Israel, behotd the man ! O ! 
Israel, behold your King !" For he cometh to judge 
the world in righteousness, and the people with 
equity, and the earth shall be full of His praise ! 
HaUelujah ! 

Come Lord Jesus— Amen.
